The County Commissioners last week overruled the action of the 
Town of Winchester in refusing to accept the Selectmen’s layout of 
Sunset road as a public way, as petitioned by Eugene B. Rotondi of 
224 Forest street, and also set aside the Selectmen’s action in refusing 
to lay out Churchill road us a public way, upon the petition of Eugene 
B. Rotondi, Jr. , 

For some time Mr. Rotondi has been trying to get Sunset road 
accepted as a public way. Opposition to the acceptance was made by 
residents of the neighborhood in which the road is placed, the oppo- 
sition being apparently based on their belief that the road would be 
used by the petitioner to transport racing dogs from kennels owned 
by him in Woburn and for heavy industry. 

The Selectmen laid out the road — —

In his petition to the town for 
the acceptance of Sunset road as a 
public way Mr. Rotondi’s petition 
asked for acceptance of the road 
from a point substantially 100 ft. 
south of Grant road to, and includ- 
ing the width of Churchill road. 
This petition the County Commis- 
sioners direct the town to grant, 
and in addition they granted a fur- 
ther petition, made to them by Mr. 
Rotondi. to lay out Sunset road as 
a private way to the Winchester- 
Woburn line. Mr. Rotondi had not 
asked the town for this layout, 
which now gives him access from 
the Selectmen’s layout of Sunset 
road to hi.- property in Woburn. 
Under the original layout there had 
been land zoned for residence be- 
tween the end of the Sunset road 
layout and his land zoned for in- 
dustry in Woburn.

who has been giving $1 to each 
campaign as it comes along. 

From early indications, manage- 
ment is cooperating fully in work- 
ing out the necessary bookkeeping 
details and in planning company 
and personnel contributions. The 
new plan also has the endorsement 
of organized labor. 

Highly Successful 

The first such campaign origi- 
nated in Detroit in 1949, where 
business leaders insisted that the 
numerous costly and time-consum- 
ing drives be consolidated, much as 
the Community Chest (Community 
Fund here) had done twenty or 
more years ago. 

The Detroit experiment was so 
successful that nearly 1000 com- 
munities in the country have since 
copied it. 

Almost ever one of them has 
been phenomenally successful, rais- 
ing as much as 21 per cent more 
the first year than the individual 
drives did before and about 5 per 
cent each succeeding year. 

The Greater Boston Chamber of 
Commerce spent two years in stu- 
dying the possibilities of such a 
fund for Greater Boston and in late 
January of this year it was formed. 

The past few months have been 
spent organizing the first cam- 
paign and in inviting all eligible 
participants to join. 

Principal advantages leaders see 
are the removal of the irritations 
from continual demands for money; 
saving of the campaign expenses 
of the many drives which in some 
cases ran as high as 15 per cent of 
the total raised; and conservation 
of manpower in companies where 
many campaigns a year have been 
held. 

The business community, which 
insisted that this consolidation take 
place, is solidly behind the united 
effort and corporate contributions 
are expected to be higher than their 
total to individual campaigns be- 
fore. 

Locally, all are hoping and work- 
ing to put Winchester far ahead 
of past performances, thus bring- 
ing more benefits to Winchester 
people.

The new electrically operated 
centrifugal pump recently purchas- 
ed by the Water Department to 
pump water from the Spot Pond 
Reservoir into the Winchester 
water system has arrived and has 
been put in place on a concrete base 
on the shore of Spot Pond in Stone- 
ham. 

This pump, a Government sur- 
plus product, has a capacity of 1500 
gallons a minute.

EDITORIALS 


W e can well imagine the United Fund authorities’ wish that every- 
one s cooperation with the coining all-embracing campaign could he 
like that of the Combined Jewish Appeal of Greater Boston. Not only 
have those responsible for the Jewish Appeal urged all affiliated, es- 
pecially solicitors, to do everything possible to assist the I’nited Fund, 
but they have moved their own drive for funds ahead to spring so as 
not to conflict with the I'nited Fund campaign. The Jewish authorities 
are deserving of a warm pat on the back for a splendid cooperative 
gestUEpv 

It looks now as though providing necessary additional space for 
our high and junior high pupils is not going to he painless. The newly 
enlarged and remodelled high school is already reported as too full 
io function properly, and those studying the prohlopi of providing 
additional space for the high school seem to feel that the construction 
of another junior high school isn’t going to provide anything like* a per- 
manent solution. More room in the high school has to be provided. 

Apparently those responsible for the most recent solution of the 
secondary school facilities problem didn't read the Winchester popula- 
tion trends aright, for it was believed when the inter-change of high 
and junior high school buildings was made that secondary school 
facilities were being provided for about II years. As a matter of fact 
the high school was filled to capacity almost from the day it opened. 

It should not ho forgotten that considerable time elapsed between 
the acceptance of the then school facilities committee’s plans and the 
actual completion of the building. The school population picture well 
could have changed in that time. 

The increase in homes in Winchester has been phenomenal, it is 
true, but this is not all the story. In many of the more established 
neighborhoods old homes in which elderly people have lived out their 
lives are now tenanted by young people with one or several youngsters 
of school age. Apparently everyone wants his children to grow up 
in the Winchester schools and it takes room to provide for these young- 
sters. 

The school facilities committee, or that division of the committee 
studying school population trends, sees no leveling off of school popula- 
tion in the near future. The trend is still upward. Town meeting 
members need to tighten their belts and brace themselves for some 
particularly knotty questions that await their decisions. 


There are in this week's Star two articles which should lie care- 
fully read by everyone ami especially considered by those who as town 
meeting members will have to decide what is to he done at Monday’s 
special town meeting. 

In one spot in the paper the Library Addition Committee is show- 
ing floor plans of their proposed changes in our library with art archi- 
tect’s sketch of what the building with the additions and remodelling 
will look like. Many will find the present appearance much more at- 
tractive than that of the building proposed last March.

Hoard of Selectmen on the other. They denied a petition for the roads 
in 1956 and this year held two hearings before reversing their previous 
decision. 

In handing down their decision the Commissioners stipulate that 
the roads Mr. Rotondi wants shall be built by him at his own expense 
and be subject to the provisions of subdivision control. Just how they 
propose to make the subdivision control stipulation stick on a road 
which they have directed the tow n clerk to write into the records as an 
accepted public way, just as if it had been accepted by the town, is not 
quite clear to town authorities with whom we have talked. In fact 
town officials seems to feel the Commissioners’ decisions need clarifica- 
tion in several particulars. The Selectmen and Planning Hoard are 
-.tudying the decisions closely. 

None of the town authorities, for instance, seems to understand 
what the Commissioners mean by the words appearing in both decisions, 
“reserving for future return their order setting forth the manner, 
limits, boundaries, and measurements of said layout.” 

Until a competent legal opinion can be had on just what the Com- 
missioners can do, and have done, the town’s future action, if any there 
is to be, remains in doubt. Meanwhile if the Commissioners have re- 
solved the road squabble that has long plagued the town in an equitable 
manner that has not jeopardized the future of subdivision control in 
Winchester, many will breathe a sigh of relief.

Because of the mildness of the 
disease, there is no need for 
great concern about any epidemic 
in the city. 

The exact value of the vaccine 
currently being used as a pre- 
ventative of Asian influenza has 
not yet been established. 

The most sensible use of ex- 
isting supplies of vaccine is to 
reduce absenteeism among those 
engaged in essential work. 

Although Asian influenza is 
spreading throughout the world, 
it has remained a mild illness 
of short duration. Complications

Registrar 
dolph F. King today announced that 
the second periodic motor vehicle 
inspection for 1957 will take place 
during the month of October. The 
law requires every motor vehicle 
which is registered in the Common- 
wealth prior to November 1 and 
which is operated on Massachusetts 
highways at any time during the 
month of October, to pass inspec- 
tion and have displayed on the 
windshield on November 1, 1957, 
the official October inspection 
sticker. 

This sticker, which bears black 
lettering on a red background, is 
to be placed on the lower right- 
hand corner of the windshield and 
in no other position and all other 
stickers, gadgets, decals, tourist 
stamps, and other attachments to 
the inside of the windshield, must 
also be removed. On wrap-around 
windshields, the sticker should be 
placed at the lower edf£t* of the 
windshield as far to the right as 
possible and still be visible to the 
front. 

The Registrar points out that 
there are now more motor vehicles 
registered in Massachusetts than 
ever before and that inspection sta- 
tions and personnel will be over- 
worked during the latter part of 
th(‘ inspection period. It is sug- 
gested that early inspections be 
made and that full and complete 
cooperation of the driving public 
will prevent disappointment at vhe 
end of the month. 

Following the April, 1957 inspec- 
tion, 880 were penalized because 
there was no sticker on their wind- 
shiled on May first.

On September 24 at Andover 
High School Mr. Sol Rubin, counsel 
of the National Probation and Pa- 
role Association, cave the League 
women an exceedingly informative 
and stimulating talk on parole, a 
subject which will be studied for 
the next two years by the Massa- 
chusetts chapters of the League. 

Mr. Rubin said that experience 
has proven in the correctional field 
that punitive approach does not 
work. Ninety-nine percent of U. S. 
prison inmates are eventually re- 
leased and a bitter and revengeful 
ex-convict will not be a productive 
member of society and may be a 
danger to the public, especially if 
lie is kept in prison too long. 

Mr. Rubin favors shorter prison 
terms with emphasis on rehabilita- 
tion programs that help the pris- 
oner to solve the problems that 
brought him to prison. After psy- 
chological or psychiatric diagnosis 
and guidance, and vocational train- 
ing have given the prisoner tools 
with which to face the outside 
world, he should be released into 
the care of trained parole officers 
who are not merely political ap- 
pointees. 

Mr. Rubin feels that parole 
boards should serve on a full-time 
basis and that there should be no 
minimum sentence for a criminal, 
but that his case should be fre- 
quently reviewed to see whether he 
is ready for parole. 

California has recently tried ex- 
periments of this nature and they 
have proven quite successful. It is 
possible that a forward-looking 
program of this sort would even- 
tually save the taxpayer money 
now spent on building and main- 
tenance of prisons. 


Dr. J. Percival King, 82, of Win- 
chester, died at his summer home 
in South Waldoboro, Maine, on Sep- 
tember 20. Funeral services were 
held in Damarascotta, Me., and the 
interment was in the Sweetland 
Cemetery in South Waldoboro. 

Mr. King was horn in Kentville, 
Nova Scotia in 1874. He was a son 
of James Wyeth and Agnes Lovett 
King. . 

He graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Toronto and continued his 
studies for the next seven years in 
Germany, at the Universities of 
Leipzig, Tubingen and Strassburg, 
where he received his Ph.D. Degree 
in 1902. He married Edith M. 
Seyerlen in Stuttgart in 1902 and 
then they came to live in the United 
States. 

Dr. King was professor of Ger- 
man Language and Literature at 
Williams College, Williamstown, 
for nine years, and head of the Ger- 
man Department at the University 
of Rochester, Rochester, New York, 
for twenty-eight years. After his 
retirement in 1940, he moved to 
Winchester, where he had resided 
at 33 Grayson road for the past 
seventeen years. 

Besides his widow, Mrs. Edith M. 
King, he is survived by four sons, 
Rolf E. P. King, of Hamburg, N. Y., 
Ronold W. P. King, of Winchester, 
L. D. Percival King of Los Alamos, 
N. M., and Donald D. King of Rux- 
ton, Md. ; and seven grandchildren.

WHAT IS RIGHT ABOUT THE WINCHESTER PUBLIC LIBRARY? 


The operation and organization of our library reach the 
highest standards of library practice. This claim is borne out by 
the fact that the Simmons College School of Library Science has 
chosen our library as one of three in this state to he visited by its 
classes as an example of good library practice in action. It is 
further supported by the complimentary report of library con- 
sultants hired by the town to make a study of the \\ indicator 
Library. 

A large number of town residents make use of the facilities 
of our public library. The percentage of registered borrowers 
exceeds national library standards in the ease of both adults, and 
children between 5 and 14. The records of hook circulation 
show that use of the library by children and adults is high com- 
pared to national averages. 

Our library is well integrated with the social and cultural life 
of our town. It provides film programs which all members ol 
the family can enjoy together. It supplements the school system 
bv supplying books to the various grade schools for their reading 
programs; it keeps source and reference books required by the 
high school and junior high school students in their courses; and 
it offers for young people training classes in library usage which 
help them greatly in their later schooling. Training is given to 
groups of Boy and Girl Scouts. A meeting place for small cul-

fields. The music room has records which may In* borrowed, 
and recorded concerts arc held each week. 

The building is centrally located, giving adequate service to 
people front ail parts of the town. For this reason there is no 
need to contemplate the duplication and inefficiency of branch 
libraries in Winchester. 

We have a beautiful traditional library building. It is a 
public building of which the residents are justly proud. 


WHAT IS WRONG WITH OUR LIBRARY? 


The major trouble with our library is that it has become 
cramped for operating and storage space. T he present building 
has served us well for almost thirty years during which time the 
number of volumes and number of registered borrowers has more 
than doubled. Is it any wonder then that we are running low on 
book storage space; that more space and facilities to carry out a 
highly desirable children’s program are needed; that our work- 
room situation demands improvement; and that our facilities for 
high-school-age young adults are inadequate?

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THE REVISED PUNS 


The Library Addition Building Committee, feels that there 
are three major questions in people’s minds as a result of the dis- 
cussion at the March Town Meeting. These are the cost of au 
addition; the ubility of modem construction practices to blend 
with the traditional architecture of the existing building; and 
the uprooting of certain organizations which presently use the 
library as u home. With these points iu mind the committee re- 
examined the plan presented at the March meeting minus the 
“auditorium wing" and found that no simple revision of the re- 
maining plan would answer these criticisms. It was decided that 
a substitute plan was the only answer. During the summer the 
committee, the library staff, the library consultants, and the 
architects have worked to formulate the plan presented here. 
This, we feel, is a satisfactory compromise as it fullills the needs 
for more space for children, young udults. and stuff; it is in 
keeping with the traditional appearance of the present building; 
and it provides a space which may he used for either outside or- 
ganizations or library functions as the occasion demands. 

The plan effectively “squares oil" the right-hand side of the 
building hack to tin* end of the present children's library. By 
utilizing existing outside walls of the present building, the amount 
of costly outside wall construction lias been reduced. However, 
the use of granite facing anil a peaked roof increases the cost of 


construction to offset this saving. A number of refinements of 
the original plans have been eliminated. 

T he planned structure will provide on its first floor the en- 
larged children’s library with the badly needed toilets and cloak 
room which are now lacking. I he second floor will add space for 
senior high school students and a room which may he utilized 
as a general-purpose room for meetings of organizations or for 
library functions, such us him programs. The changes to the 
existing building have been kept to a minimum to keep down 
costs. The present stack rooms will he unchanged. The control 
desk will 1 m* moved to the opposite side of the main library to 
permit efficient supervision of tlu* entire upper level. The present 
offices will become one large workroom in which hooks are 
processed. T he reference works will he moved to the hack of the 
present art gallery. 

Since the volume of the proposed addition is roughly 80 per- 
cent of that of the present building, there will he a corresponding 
increase in heating and lighting expense. However, because of 
the more efficient layout of the working space, no addition of 
permanent personnel is anticipated. 

The cost of the revised plan is estimated to he $29*1,000, or 
approximately $11,000 less than the cost ol tin* original plan 


minus the auditorium wing. This price Includes the new con- 
struction, alterations to the existing building, furnishings, site 
work, and architects’ fees. 


SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


The revised plan will be presented at the coming special 
town meeting, Monday evening, October 7. The sum of $17,000. 
a part of the estimated $294,900, will be requested. This repre- 
sents the architects’ fees necessary to complete working plans and 
specifications from which bids will be solicited. The low r hid 
will he presented at a subsequent town meeting. At that meeting 
the town will vote on whether or not construction should he 
authorized. 

T he suggested financing of the building program would bi- 
as follows: assuming that the $294,900 figure represents the low 
hid, $82,900 iu addition to the above mentioned $17,000 (a total 
of $99,900) would he required from current funds for the cost of 
alterations to tlu* existing building. A twenty-year loan would 
he arranged for the remainder of $195,000 to cover the cost of 
new construction. The loan would produce au increase in the 
town tax rate of 36 rent- per thousand the first year, dropping ti> 
23 cents the twentieth year.

( An Address delivered by Frank 
Varga at the recent reception given 
to Winchester by the Hungarian 
refugees in town.)

"In lh»* < yen 
Of n million men 
Are tears of mourning 
For the people 
Whose nation hua fallen 
Into the Krnvc.” 

These words were written one 
hundred years ago by one of Hun- 
gary's foremost writer’s and pa- 
triots . . . Vorosmarty Mihaly. 

As the wheels of time and des- 
tiny turned, the eyes of the world 
were focused upon the fate of a 
nation and its people . . . the 

Magyars and October 23, 1956. 

Instilled in the hearts of all men, 
is the love of God, family or coun- 
try and he will give his life to 
sanctify that creed. In Hungary, 
October 195*3, a moral resurrection 
was instigated, for in order to sur- 
vive as a distinct nationality, the 
bondage of the Russian aggressors 
had to be broken. 

In the fight for freedom, the life- 
blood of tens of thousands were 
sacrificed to give tens of thousands 
who had to flee or hide from fear of 
retribution, the chance to return 
from the grave. 

We, were the lucky ones. 

The “tears of mourning” shed by 
the American people was shown 
by their willingness to assist us in 
every way possible and should fill 
our hearts with gratitude for giv- 
ing us the opportunity to walk in 
the light of freedom again. By what 
tribute, other than being good 
IIungarian-Americans can we give 
expression to our thanks? 

I have conceived the idea of 
creating a Hungarian Gratitude 
Memorial to he built from mone- 
tary contributions from all Hun- 
garians who acknowledge the 
United States of America ns their 
homeland and those Hungarians 
who have found asylum from the 
October 1956 revolution. 

In a sense, this memorial could 
well serve two purposes. First and 
mainly, as a tribute to the Amer- 
ican people as our expression of 
thanks for their good will in our 
time of need and secondly, as an 
emblem to us of our compatriots 
who fell in the fight for freedom. 

Here in Winchester, plans are 
underway to organize a non-profit, 
charitable corporation for the 
building of such a national Hun- 
garian Gratitude Memorial. 

I feel it most appropriate that 
here in this building where we be- 
gan a new life that the evening be 
commemorated in asking everyone 
to sign the guest book which will 
he placed in the Hungarian Grati- 
tude Memorial for all time should 
such a memorial become a reality.

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School Facilities Committer Reports 


High School Over-Crowded Now 


Since organization in May of this year, the committee has held 
meetings directed toward the question of whether additional facilities 
are needed for the senior high school, the junior high school or the 
school department. In order to accomplish this, a study was under- 
taken of projected secondary school enrollments and the use and avail- 
ability of present and possible buildings. The results of this study 
may be summarized ns follows: 

1. There is no known means of accurately determining the ultimate 
number of secondary school pupils, or when the number of students 
in these schools will reach a maximum. The answer to this question 
is basically dependent upon Clreater Boston’s economic condition which 
is responsible for the growth of the town’s population, changes in the 
birth rate, and other like factors. While it is possible to obtain sta- 
tistics on these factors, those available on the national or state level 
are not satisfactory for application to a particular town, nnd those 
presently uvuilablc are too few to be of statistical value. 

The Committee has made projec- I 


projection studies so that the pres 
ent projections may be checked am 


tions of secondary school enroll- 
ments over the next few years. Two 
types of projection have been 
made; (a) those based on children 
now in public school, corrected for 
the effect of parochial and private 
schools and (b) those based on- 
applying growth factors of prior 
years to the future. Projections of 
the first type indicate that the total 
secondary school population will in- 
crease each year until in 196!$- 1904, 
the latest year we can presently 
project, there will be more thnn 
2000 students in Grades 7 through 
12. When the second type of pro- 
jection is used to determine the en- 
rollment in 1963-1964, the result is 
the same. It should be pointed out, 
however, that the project enroll- 
ments will likely prove, in the 
absence of a depression, to be a 
minimum figure rather than a 
maximum. We shall continue our 

res- 
ind 

further projections may be made. 

2. The School Committee has 
voted to plan for the eventual oper- 
ation of the secondary school sys- 
tem on the basis of a three-year 
Junior High and a three-year Se- 
nior High, with a recommendation 
that the Building Committee pro- 
vide as much flexibility in its plans 
as possible. The present High 
School was recently remodeled to 
accommodate three grades and has 
an educational capacity of 990 stu- 
dents. This educational capacity is 
determined by the broad curriculum 
offered, the limited maximum en- 
rollment in certain subjects and the 
requirements of institutional effi- 
ciency. It is presently educating 
four grades totalling 1048. In or- 
der to handle this overload, it is 
necessary to use certain unsatisfac- 
tory areas for classrooms, such as 
the auditorium and the lounge. The 
Junior High School, with an educa- 
tional capacity of 640 and present 
enrollment of 522 is large enough 
to take care of two grades for at 
least several years, but is much too 
small to handle three grades even 
now. While it would be possible to 
use some Junior High classrooms 
for Senior High classes, we do not 
think that the constant crossing 
and recrossing of Main street, 
which would be required, is advis- 
able from a safety point of view; it 
would also use up much valuable in- 
struction time. 

With some modifications, the 
cafeteria, auditorium and gymna- 
sium facilities of each high school 
appear adequate to accommodate 
slightly more than presently pro- 
jected minimum needs. But the 
secondary school plant has two ur- 
gent requirements, classrooms and 
outdoor athletic space. It is pos- 
sible to squeeze more students into 
the High School or to house some 
advanced classes in the Junior High 
but only at the expense of what we 
believe to be the Winchester school 
system’s finest characteristics, a 
broad curriculum and a high level 
bf teaching. If We are to maintain 
these standards, we must have 
more classrooms. While it is pos- 
sible to cut down our outdoor ath- 
letic program (already weak at the 
intramural level), such action would 
not give our children the balanced 
program of study and recreation 
which is necessary for their physi- 
cal and mental well-being. 

The only existing building which 
might conceivably be used to re- 
lieve the need for classrooms is 
Wadleigh. But the many disadvan- 
tages make this impractical. Six 
months ago the Town Offices Com- 
mittee estimated it would cost 
$190,000 to fix up the building for 
offices. Only a small part of this 
cost would be saved in using the 
building as a school again. \V ith 
only 11 classrooms, it could not ac- 
commodate any single grade, nor 
would it be wise under existing 
traffic conditions to use it for pur- 
poses which would require the fre- 
quent moving of pupils across 
heavily-travelled Washington 
street. Furthermore, its capacity 
would be reached by 1960, and it 
would again be necessary to pro- 
vide more classrooms. 

Study of the further remodelling 


secondary school construction. 

In summary, the Winchester 
high schools urgently need more 
classrooms and more athletic space, 
and the School Department needs 
larger, efficient offices. However, it 
would be unwise to attempt to meet 
the ultimate needs of the town for 
secondary school requirements at 
the present time, since no one can 
foretell when the ultimate enroll- 
ment in these schools would be 
reached. 

The Committee recommends: 

1. That an intermediate build- 
ing program be undertaken to pro- 
vide secondary schools facilities for 
approximately 2200 pupils, with the 
clear understanding that the ac- 
ceptance of this recommendation 
will not, in all probability, solve the 
secondary school problem beyond 
June, 1965. 

2. That satisfactory offices for 
the School Department be provided. 

If the foregoing recommenda- 
tions are accepted by the adoption 
of this report, the Committee will 
proceed to study the question of the 
location of the additional facilities 
and will come before a subsequent 
Town Meeting with n recommenda- 
tion as to such locations. It is the 
intent of this Committee to insure 
that any location recommended by 
it will be large enough to provide 
for further expansion when requir- 
ed; to this end further study is be- 
ing given to town population pro- 
jections. 

In order to better and more 
quickly accomplish its mission, the 
Committee has requested that its 
membership be increased from five 
to seven and that the further sum 
of $1000 be appropriated to cover 
the fees and expenses which may 
be incurred in the selection of such 
locations. No appropriation is re- 
quested at the present time to 
cover the costs of preliminary 
plans for any building construction, 
since the Committee desires to ob- 
tain the approval of the Town as to 
the location of new facilities before 
having sketches prepared for a 
building thereon.

Special Town Meeting Turns Down 
$294,900 Addition Plans 


By a vote of III to 3(5 the precinct members at Monday evening’s 
special session of the limited town meeting a£ the high school memorial 
auditorium turned down the new plans presented by the Library Addi- 
tion Building Committee calling for a new wing to be added to the 
present structure at a cost estimated as $294,900. Only $17,000 was 
asked for by the committee at the meeting, this amount to enable them 
to continue their work and prepare drawings and specifications on 
which to get a true bid for the work to be done. 

Moderator Harrison Chadwick presided at the meeting, and made 
the opening invocation himself in the absence of the clergyman chosen 
for this function. Before taking up the articles in the warrant Mr. 
Chadwick spoke strongly of the contribution made to the town by 
members of municipal committees, explained something of the method 
used in his selection of them, and referred especially to the assistance 
specially trained newcomers to town can render to groups considering 
town business. 

The library article was the first j 

on the warrant, and Mr. Erhard, pj ann j nf . Board unanimously op- 


chairman of the Library Addition 
Committee, spoke first for the 
committee, stating that the one 
hundredth anniversary of the li- 
brary in Winchester would be com- 
ing up in 1959 and that it was the 
Addition Committee’s hope that by 
that time the town would have an 
adequate library to provide the 
sort of library service expected by 
a town like Winchester. 

Mr. Erhard introduced Library 
Trustee John Willis to explain the 
Library Addition Committee’s new 
plans in detail. Mr. Willis prefaced 
his actual description of the. plans 
by reiterating the trustees’ deep 
conviction that the library is in 
need of better facilities if it is to 
continue to provide even adequate 
library service. 

He told of the Library Addition 
Committee’s reconsideration of the 
plans they presented at the last 
March meetings, plans which did 
not meet with the approval of the 
meeting, and of the reasons that 
had guided them to the new set of 
plans they were presenting to the 
special session last Monday. 

He told the meeting the library 
is in acute need of more space and 
better facilities in both the child- 
ren’s quarters and the young 
adults’ section, getting a laugh 
when he described young adults as 
“high school kids.” 

He particularly stressed the need 
for better working room for the 
staff and for more storage space, 
as well as reading and study space. 

The library, built in the early 
thirties, is a good-looking building 
on the outside but functionally it 
is not adapted inside to the sort of 
library practices in use today. Ac- 
cepted library standards call for 
an addition to a library every 2o 
or 26 years, making it time such 
an addition should be built on the 
library here. 

Since the library was built the 
town’s population has increased by 
60 percent and book borrowers by 
100 percent. The Library Trustees 
felt strongly, Mr. Willis said, that 
the time had come when something 
must be done for the library it it 
is to continue to serve Winchester 
as the town has indicated it wishes 
to be served. , 

Mr. Willis reminded his hearers 
that on several occasions in the 
past the library needs had been set 
aside because of school building 
programs, but he felt the time had 
arrived when it is no longer possi- 
ble to defer action. 

He showed slides of the pro- 
posed addition, upper and lower 
levels, with two artist’s sketches 
of the exterior of the addition, 
changed from its original appear- 
ance to conform to the style and 
construction of the building. 

Mr. Willis was warmly applauded 
as he concluded his remarks, after 
which Mr. Broadhurst reported for 
the Finance Committee, stating 
some of the capital expenses which 
the town will be called upon to as- 
sume, aside from the library, in 
the next few years, and giving 
figures pertinent to the necessary 
borrowing for the library addition. 

For the first time in many years, 
if not for all time, Mr. Broadhurst 
stated that the Finance Committee 
was split on the library addition, a 
majority of the committee being 
opposed to the proposal and the 
minority favoring it. 

Outlining the thinking of both 
groups Mr. Broadhurst said that 
those favoring the library addition 
felt it is badly needed and that 
it can be financed within the debt 
limit of the town and without jeo- 
pardizing the town’s credit stand- 
ing. 

Opponents to the library addi- 
tion, while granting its desirability, 
felt, he said, that the library advo- 
cates had not established to the 
Finance Committee’s satisfaction 
the need for additional library fa- 
cilities that will cost the town 
some $300,000 at this time. 

He said that Finance Committee 
opponents felt that the general 
number of volumes in the library is 
about right for a town this size and 
that with a library of the sort 
maintained at the high school there 
is no need for extensive use of the 
town library by high school stu- 
dents. 

Mr. Lane, reporting for the Plan- 
ning Board, said that the Board 
feels we should have a good library, 
that we cannot alFord not to have 
one. The Board also felt the town 
must look carefully at the wisdom 
of coming expenditures, and told 
the meeting that as a result of its 
deliberations on the matter the 


posed the library addition. 

Mr. Symmes vigorously opposed 
borrowing outside the debt limit. 
He reminded the meeting of the | 
need for more school facilities and 
said that though it would be nice 
to have the proposed library addi- 
tion, we simply cannot afford to 
have it. 

Dr. Kirkwood reminded the meet- 
ing that he had spoken for the Art 
Association in championing the li- 
brary plans presented at the past 
March meeting. He felt that the 
new plans were good and should be 
adopted^ Speaking of schools he 
could not understand why the li- 
brary should be disassociated from 
the school system. The two should 
not and cannot be separated. 

He urged the meeting to remem- 
ber that the stimulation that comes 
from good books, good pictures and 
a pleasant place to gather socially 
is above price, and that if only one 
person, through the influence and 
stimulation of the library, is 
brought to a better appreciation of 
the finer things in life, the cost is 
well worth paying. 

He himself, the doctor said, is 
ready to pay his share toward the 
library cost, and he reminded his 
listeners that with the rising birth 
rate there is likely to be at the 
other end of the life span more el- 
derly people, for whom the library 
could well prove a boon. 

Warm applause greeted Dr. 
Kirkwood, and he was followed by 
Prof. Borden, who told the meeting 
that having good schools, it is un- 
fortunate not to give our young 
people every other educational as- 
set possible, such as a good library. 

He said that for years other com- 
munities had come to Winchester 
to study our library and cbpy its 
practices, but that in recent years 
other comparable communities are 
outstripping us in library facilities. 
He felt that the cost of the library 
addition was not excessive when 
spread over the years. 

Mrs. McDonald told of the prob- 
lems that Stoneham and Woburn 
have in their libraries and how they 
are meeting them. She said she 
spoke for the tax payers of her 
district and for the pensioners, of 
which she is one. She felt that 
keeping the tax rate in line is of 
the utmost importance, and warned 
the Library Addition Committee 
that they should be reluctant to go 
ahead with building plans, even 
though the $17,000 was forthcom- 
ing, for if the vote was at all 
close, it would be virtually impos- 
sible to get the necessary two- 
thirds majority when action on the 
bond issue is taken. 

In response to a question from 
Mr. Cullen, Mr. Willis stated the 
trustees do not feel that the addi- 
tion will add anything to the ex- 
pense for staff or part-time work- 
ers, but that there would be an ad- 
ded cost of some $500 for heat and 
light. 

Mr. Schaefer asked for the ba- 
sis of the Finance Committee’s op- 
position to the library addition and 
Mr. Broadhurst felt it could be 
summed up in the majority belief 
that the library does not have a 
$300,000 need for the facilities it 
seeks. He did feel, however, if the 
meeting voted the $17,000, it 
would be morally obligated at least 
to go through with the complete 
addition program.

ALBERT CANDLIN 

Albert Candlin, 92. of 12 Fen- 
wick road, retired principal of the 
Chestnut Street Junior High School 
in Springfield and father of Mrs. 
Edward R. Grosvenor, with whom 
he had made his home since 1941, 
died peacefully in his sleep Sun- 
day morning, October (5. 

Mr. Candlin was the son of Rev. 
Joseph Candlin, a Methodist minis- 
ter, and of Annie (Turner) Candlin. 
He was born October 2, 1865, in 
Thetford, England, but came with 
his parents to this country at the 
age of three years, settling in East 
Longmeadow. He was educated at 
the old Bridgewater Normal School 
and at Boston University where he 
was a member of the class of 1891 
and of Theta Delta Chi fraternity. 

After serving as principal of 
schools in Southington, Conn., West 
Quincy and Waltham, Mr. Candlin 
returned to Springfield in 1905 to 
become principal of the then Chest- 
nut Street Grammar School, at that 
time the largest grammar school 
in New England. 

Mr. Candlin continued to head 
the school after it became the 
Chestnut Street Junior High 
School, retiring in 1936 after 31 
years service. He was a past pres- 
ident of the Hampden County and 
Springfield Teachers Association.

The raves over Joe Bellino anti 
Frank Dattilo that have been com- 
ing out of Annapolis, where these 
two former Winchester High grid 
greats have been starring on the 
Navy plebe eleven, have perhaps 
blinded local sports fans to the 
fact that another former Winches- 
ter High School football player is 
playing this fall on the plebe team 
at West Point.

Mr. Rarbaro believed that we \ 
should be guided by the recommon- i 
dntion of the Finance Committee j 
and as a tax payer and pensioner 
was greatly concerned over an J 
ever-rising tax rate. 

Mr. Fritch spoke with obvious 
conviction, stating that the plans 
proposed are for all time, and not 
a stop-gap as so many of the 
school building projects have been. 
He liked, he said, to think of the 
enlarged and more adequate li- 
brary as part of a master plan for 
a better Winchester. An adequate 
library is as important as schools, 
he said; in fact one is really an ex- 
tension of the other. He recognized 
the cost factor, and knew he would 
have to pay, as other tax payers, 
for the services demanded by mod- 
ern communities. This he professed 
himself as very willing to do. 

Mr. Toner quoted Ben Franklin 
on the advantages of getting to bed 
early, and the ensuing laugh re- 
lieved the meeting tension some- 
what. The motion to give the Li- 
brary Addition Committee $17,000 
as a preliminary step toward the 
proposed addition was put and 
beaten decisively on a voice vote. 

Mr. Chadwick professed himself 
as willing to have a polled vote if 
requested, and the requisite num- 
ber having arisen, the vote was 
taken, resulting in the 111 to 34 
defeat of the motion mentioned 
above. Upon the motion of Mr. Er- 
hard the Library Addition Commit- 
tee was discharged with thanks! 

It was 9:30 when the vote was 
taken and after a recess the meet- 
ing proceeded to the consideration 
of the article inserted by the Build- 
ing Committee for Enlarged Facil- 
ities of the Senior and Junior High 
Schools and School Administrative 
Offices. 

Under the article a motion was 
read providing that the meeting 
adopt the recommendations of the 
committee that an intermediary 
building program be undertaken to 
provide additional secondary school

facilities and administrative offices 
for the School Department. 

For a time it looked ns if the 
meeting wns going to net on the 
motion with no explanation what- 
soever. Mr. Bigelow, committee 
chairman, stated that each town 
meeting member had received his 
committee’s report, that it had nlso 
been printed in full in the Star, anil 
he thought speaking about it at 
the meeting would he wasting time. 

Mrs. McDonald admitted she was 
confused by the motion as present- 
ed, Mr. Cusack and Mr. Cullen nlso 
admitted their inability to under- 
stand it, and a great majority of 
the meeting, including the press, 
seemed definitely confused. 

Mr. Bigelow explained that what 
the committee wanted was a 
decision by the town meeting as to 
whether the committee should go 
ahead with an intermediary pro- 
gram for solving the school facili- 
ties problem for several years, or 
whether it was the meeting’s pleas- 
ure to have the committee provide 
a long-range plan for additional 
facilities that could result in pro- 
viding considerably more school 
space than is needed right now. 

He said if its recommendation 
were accepted the committee would 
ask for facilities for 2200 pupils in 
the secondary schools and then go 
ahead and pick a site. 

A majority of those who spoke 
on the article seemed to feel that 
the motion ns phrased was much 
too broad in scope, and was com- 
mitting the town to accept in ad- 
vance a program not yet explained. 
Mr. Cusack felt that without more 
information he had no alternative 
than to oppose the motion. 

Mr. Cullen asked what an inter- 
mediary program is, and wasMold 
by Mr. Bigelow that it is a stop- 
gap. Mr. Schaefer opposed such a 
program, feeling we have had too 
many such in the schools as it is. 

Mr. Lyman moved to amend the 
original motion by inserting the 
words, not binding on the town. 
Mr. Speers didn’t feel the motion 
was necessary, in view of the au- 
thority granted the committee last 
March, and after a recess this ori- 
ginal motion was read by Town 
Counsel Clarke. 

Mr. Twombly opposed the origi- 
nal motion as hazy, and Mr. Flar- 
rold wondered if what the commit- 
tee really wanted wasn’t two more 
members and another $1,000. He 
was told that these were wanted 
and would be asked for later. 

Mr. Speers finally relieved the 
situation by moving that both the 
original motion and Mr. Lyman’s 
amendment be laid on the table and 
this was quickly voted. A sense of 
the meeting vote proposed by Mr. 
Richardson thut additional facili- 
ties for the junior and senior high 
schools and administrative offices 
he provided was beaten on a voice 
vote. 

The meeting then voted two addi- 
tional members to the committee 
and an additional thousand dollars 
from the Excess nnd Deficiency 
Account for the committee’s use, 
ending a debate that proved very 
little beyond the fact that no one 
seemed to know what we are going 
to need for school facilities, at least 
as far ahead as enn be seen. 

Under Article 3 the Finance 
Committee opposed transferring 
the old Wadleigh Building from the 
control of the School Committee to 
the Selectmen, Mr. Rroadhurst 
stating thut the building can be 
disposed of as readily by the School 
Committee as the Selectmen, and 
that in view of present conditions, 
the building might come in handy 
as a means of relieving the elemen- 
tary school overcrowding. 

Mrs. McDonald agreed, stating 
the building, in which she once 
taught, is structurally as good as 
any school in town except St. Mary’s 
School, that it has large light airy 
rooms and can be put in shape for 
use if need be. She deplored the 
fact that the blackboards had been 
stripped from the building and pro- 
posed a trip to the school to see 
what other damage had been done. 
Mrs. McDonald mentioned the re- 
turn of an old Woburn school to 
good use, and Mr. Broadhurst told 
of one being considered for service 
in Arlington. The School Commit- 
tee obviously opposed any conside- 
ration of the Wadleigh building 
for school purposes but the meeting 
supported the Finance Committee, 
refusing to transfer the building to 
the Selectmen on a decisive voice 
vote. 

The meeting did vote to return 
the former school administrative 
offices to the custody of the Select- 
men, although Mr. Saltmarsh ex- 
plained that the building had al- 
ways been in their custody from the 
time it was bought by the town. 

Mr. Clarke said this was so, and 
that it made no difference how the 
meeting voted on the return of the 
building, but it had been felt it 
was well to get a vote for the rec- 
ord. 

This brought the meeting to the 
final article, and after an explana- 
tion by Mr. Greer the meeting vot- 
ed $3500 from the Excess and De- 
ficiency Account to enable the Fis- 
cal Survey Committee to purchase 
an addressograph as a time and la- 
bor saver at the town hall. 

Then upon motion by Mr. Lane 
the meeting dissolved at 11:03. One 
hundred fifty-seven of 224 precinct 
members were present.

Ten years of growth and prog^ss 
is the motif for the anniversary ob- 
servance at Marycliff Academy in 
Winchester, on October 15.

B&M PLAN REFLECTS THE CHANGING 
TRAVELING HABITS OF COMMUTERS - 
THE CAUSE OF THE RAILROAD'S 
ACUTE FINANCIAL CRISIS 

L ook around you today. Everywhere you see new, improved highways 
i and more and more new cars traveling on them. No one knows how far 
or how fast this change in our transportation habits will go. Already expert 
predictions for 1970 private car travel have been exceeded . . . rigFxt here in 
Metropolitan Boston. 

Of course, no one would want to stem this tide if he could. The car has 
brought new pleasure and freedom to millions. And now as new superhigh- 
ways enter Boston and parking facilities continue to improve, everyone must 
eventually benefit. 

Everyone, of course, except the passenger-carrying railroads. Just think 
for a minute how our population has increased and our commuting towns 
grown since the 1920's. Where last year we carried only 8,225.223 Boston 
commuters — in 1921, when the automobile was new, we carried over 30 
million. 

This staggering loss of passengers, together with the Railroad’s huge 
increased cost of operations, has posed a serious financial problem for 
the B&M. 

We have proposed to meet this difficult problem with a modern, integrated 
commuter program that entails: 

1 Elimination of our unprofitable and parallel passenger service in the 
areas also served by the Metropolitan Transit Authority. 

2 Elimination of service on some branch lines where public need no longer 
warrants the service and where public transport is generally available. 
3 Elimination or rescheduling of lightly patronized trains on main lines 
and on some branch lines. 

On the other hand, this program entails: 

1 No fare increase as part of the plan. 

2 Improved service for the majority of commuters by elimination of sta- 
tion stops close to Boston. 

3 Air-conditioned Budd Highliner cars for all commuter service, which will 
involve the purchase of additional Budd cars and delivery of a Talgo train. 

4 Revised schedules planned to meet the actual needs of the majority of 
commuters. 

Here are the facts behind this projected program... 

PASSENGER LOSS— OVER $1,000,000 A MONTH 

First of all, please remember the B&M must operate as a business enterprise 
as well as a public service. It must provide services that suit the need's of the 
majority of its customers. But, like any business, if it continues to operate at 
a loss it must cease to exist. 

When you see crowded early morning and evening B&M commuter trains 
entering and leaving Boston, you have a right to ask how the Railroad can be 
losing large sums of money on passenger service. 

First of all, we must build and operate our plant to accommodate this peak 
morning and evening load. We must own, operate and maintain sufficient 
equipment to handle these peak loads. We must also employ train and engine 
crews and other employees to handle these peak loads. Finally, all of the 
plant, all of the equipment, and all of the employees that we must have on 
hand may be used to their capacity for less than four hours of the twenty- 
four-hour day — and then only for five days out of the seven-day iv&ek. 

The B&M does lose money on passenger service — in the past ten years 
$126,721,000 — and $13,6T8,000 last year alone. 

What then about those recent passeeger fare increases? 

We had only expected these fare increases would reduce our passengrer losses 
by $1,100,000 a year. But even this did not happen. After the increase we lost 
so many commuters as to practically wipe out the hoped for benefits of the 
increase granted in passenger fares. 

Can we Increase freight revenues? 

ro a large extent favorable freight rates are the life blood of our New Eng- 
land economy and affect the jobs and security of most of us. New E£ngland 
industry must continue to have freight rates competitive with other sections 
of the country. Therefore the Boston and Maine must maintain freight rates 
competitive with other railroads in territories such as the South or South* 
west which have no commuter passenger problem. 

Railroads must show a profit, too 

The B&M owes $47,126,000 secured by First Mortgage Bonds — which be- 
come due in 1960. 

This mortgiige must pay in 1960 is precisely like a mortgage you 

might have on your own home. And to renew your own mortgage you would 
have to satisfy your bank that you* present salary and future earning^ power 
warranted such a loan . . . the B&M is in exactly the same position . 

j- a a ne ^ earn ^ n & 3 °T the B&M are below the level required for sound 
credit. And as we lose more and more passengers to the automobile and our 
wage and material costs continue to spiral upwards, our financial oosition 
worsens every day. 

Right now we must increase our revenues by raising fares or by reducing 
losses. We know that a present increase in fares Is no solution. Therefore, we 
have no alternative but to reduce our losses wherever possible. 

We sincerely regret that for some of our passengers of many years we will 
no longer be able to provide service. We are certain that this proposed 
program will meet the needs of the great majority of our patrons. T hank you.'

Funeral At Pinecastle Base 


A memorial service for Lt, Col. Charles It. Joyce, Jr., former \\ in- 
chester boy nnti Army airman who was killed October Si in the explosion 
of a H-47 nuclear bomber at Pinecastle Air Force Bast* in F’inecastle, 
Florida, was held last Sunday afternoon at the ( hurch of the Epiphany. 

The Rev. John W. Ellison, rector of the church, conducted the ser- 
vice, at which military honors were accorded by delegations from Win- 
chester Post, 97, the American Legion, and Aberjona Post, .1719, Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars. Organ music was played by the church organist 
and choirmaster, Enos Held. Kings on the common and town hall 
building played at half-staff. 

It had originally been planned to i 
have the memorial service at Epi- | 
phany at the same time as the dy- 
er’s funeral in Pinecastle, Fla. La- 
ter developments made this imprac- 
ticable and two services were held 
on Saturday at the Air Force Base 
in the south. Col. Joyce’s parents, 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles R. Joyce of 
15 Webster street, his brother. 

Norman, of Reading, and his sis- 
ters. Barbara and Betty Ann, flew 
to Orlando Ao attend the services. 

A memorial service for till those 
killed in the accident was held in 
the huge hangar at the base at 1 1 
o’clock Saturday morning, with two 
thousand persons in attendance. 

Col. Joyce’s funeral was held at -1 
o'clock in the afternoon at the chap- 
el on the base. Burial was in Or- 
lando. 

Accident Reports 
First reports of the accident stat- 
ed that the plane in which Col. 

Joyce was dying with three other 
air officers, one a British group 
captain, was in flight over Ren 
White Raceway in Orlando when 
it exploded, plowing into a pasture. 

Besides Col. Joyce the officers 
killed were Wing Commander Col. 

Michael M. W. McCoy of Orleans. 

Ind., commander of the 121st me- 
dium bomber wing; Major \ ernon 
D. Stuff of Dayton, Ohio; and 
Group ('apt. John Woodroffe, com- 
mander of the Royal Air Force 
Squadron at Pinecastle who arrived 
at the base September 28 from 
England to participate in bomber 
competition later this month. It is 
believed that Col. McCoy, a B-4 . 
pioneer, holder of the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, Air Medal and for- 
mer commander of the 106th Bomb- 
er Wing at Mac-Dill Field, was pi- 
loting the plane. 

Flying at 700 Feet 
Later reports of the accident 
placed the plane, a six-engine strat- 
ojet bomber, flying at a height of 
700 feet when it burst into flames. 

The pilot had apparently done 
all he could to keep the plane from 
crashing in a densely populated 
area. The plane was seen on fire 
by observers from the other side 
of Orlando. It passed over the city 
and was headed for open country 
when it exploded. 

Debris covered a wide area anil 
the bodies of those in the plane 
were scattered. Some wreckage hit 
several houses but the damage done 
was negligible. 

Air Force Veteran 
Col. Joyce was born in Stoneham 
February' 18, 1919, but grew up in 
Winchester, was graduated from 
Winchester High School in 1919 
and attended Armstrong Junior 
College in Savannah, (la. 

A veteran of 17 years in the Air 
Force, Col. Joyce was a senior pi- 
lot in World War II, flying R-29's 
in India and China. He held the 
Distinguished Flying ('loss with 
two Oak Leaf Clusters, the Air 
Medal with two Oak Leaf Clusters, 
eight Battle Participation Stars, 
the Presidential Unit Citation and 
the Philippines Liberation Medal 
with a Bronze Star. 

Held Important Rosts 
Commissioned in 1942, he had 
been operations officer of the 1011th 
Medium Bomb Wing at MacDill Air- 
Base, Tampa, Florida, the first all- 
B-47 combat wing in the U. S. Air

She 
spoke especially of the importance 
of the health guidance calls. She 
said that the school program was 
going well with eye and ear screen- 
ing in process. This is in accord- 
ance with state law requiring every 
student to he screened each year. 
She announced that the in-service 
program sponsored by the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health has already had three ses- 
sions. She also told of her at- 
tendance at a meeting sponsored 
by the Massachusetts League of 
Nursing on the care of the cardiac 
patient. In closing she said that on 
October 23, 24 and 25 at the Ocean 
House in Swampscott the Massa- 
chusetts State Nursing Association 
will hold their annual meeting and 
she urged board members to attend. 

Mrs. Harrison of the Education 
Committee announced that Mrs. 
Harry Gilson will be the speaker at 
the December meeting and chat 
plans for the annual meeting to he 
held in January were under way. 

Mrs. Forrestor, chairman of the 
nominating committee placed the 
name of Mrs. Burton Gove in nomi- 
nation to take the place of Mrs. 
Phillip Efromson on the board. Mrs. 
Gove was duly elected. 

Mrs. Patrick then asked Mrs. 
Wiklund to give n report on the pre- 
convention seminar of the Na- 
tional League of Nursing Conven- 
tion which she attended this past 
spring.

Mrs. Patrick closed vhe 
meeting with a tribute to Mrs. 
Wiklund for her report and for her 
consistently fine work as executive 
director of the Association.

AIDED IN SATELLITE 
PHOTOGRAPHY AT B. U. 


Harold L. Alpaugh of 33 Oxford 
street has been one of a group of 
Boston University scientists who 
have been making an accurate 
photographic record of the third- 
stage rocket which launched the 
Russian satellite, commencing Mon- 
day morning, October 14, from the 
roof of the Physical Research Lab- 
oratories on the University’s Char- 
les street campus in Boston. 

Using the interrupted time ex- 
posure technique with a makeshift 
camera and special lens, the group 
successfully photographed the path 
of the rocket as it sped some 300 
miles above the earth’s surface at 
6:10 a. m., moving across the north- 
ern skies. According to observers, 
the actual satellite is now trail- 
ing the rocket in its orbit by about 
six minutes, moving in the same 
general direction. 

The data obtained from the 
photographs taken Monday morn- 
ing, correlated with a series of 
short-wave time signals broadcast 
from the National Bureau of Stan- 
dards station WWV in Washington, 
I). is expected to provide some 
of the most accurate precision in- 
formation yet available to scientists 
following the satellite's orbit in 
outer space.

EDITORIALS 

The Star offers for the consideration of the committee studying 
the streamlining of the Winchester Town Meeting the thought that at 
least some time and effort can be saved by leaving out of the warrant 
articles on which votes are not necessary and make no difference. It 
i- just a thought, of course, and offered for what it may bo worth! 

Some provision ought to be made for better lighting of the walk 
and steps leading from the front of the high school to the parking lot 
on the Parkway level behind the building. People using the walk and 
steps after a late session in the auditorium stand a good chance of 
being injured in a fall as things are now. A little white paint on the 
steps would help if some sort of lighting cannot be provided. 

It may be that few of the town meeting members at last week’s 
special session had read the report of the Additional School Facilities 
Committee sent them in the mail and printed in full in last week’s 
Star, but even if they had, the original motion to come before the 


meeting under Article 2 could well have puzzled them. M hen town meet- 
ing veterans like Mrs. McDonald, Mr. ( usnek anti Mr. t ullen are “con- 
fused” what they are considering must be on the vague side. 

Nor can we escape the belief that a vote for that motion could have 
hound the town to accept the committee's recommendation for an inter* 
mediary building program, whatever that program might have turned 
out to he. That may not have been the committee’s intent, but several 
readings of the motion leave you wondering. 

Whatever the state of mind of the town meeting members on the 
school motion, they certainly were not confused over the library and 
Wadlcigh School questions. They knew what they wanted in both 
instances. 

The library people did not gg,t what they wanted at the recent 
town meeting, and it may be that the school authorities will have to 
settle for something less than "optimum” in the matter of school facili- 
ties. If we read the signs, the voters are going to he much more 
interested in actual classrooms this time. 

We must have room for the kids to go to school but a lot of people 
are going to feel thnt we can get along without some of the things past 
school groups have seemed to feel were necessary. That tax conscious- 
ness we spoke about before the recent special town meeting seemed deti- 
’nitely in the saddle when the actual meeting convened. 

Recently residents of the town have been troubled by magazine 
solicitors who have misrepresented themselves and their publishing 
houses and have proved so persistent in their attempts to secure sub- 
scriptions that the police have been called. 

In some instances these solicitors have claimed to represent reli- 
gions or charitable organizations, but close questioning generally has 
revealed no connection with either such group. 

Householders arc warned to make sure for what they are sub- 
scribing, and for what purpose, before they sign on the dotted line. 
If the solicitor is bona tide he will have credentials to show, and will 
probably show them when he makes his approach. 

If there is any doubt, make sure before you buy. The police will 
be glad to check, and if the solicitor is on the level he will he glad to 
have them. 

The dangerous practice of making U-turns at the intersection of 
Thompson and Main streets seems to be on the increase. The maneuver 
is made doubly dangerous by the fact that those using the turn as a 
brief time saver make the swing into traffic hurriedly to avoid police 
observation, while those approaching Thompson street either way along 
Main street are not expecting anyone coming out of a one-way street. 

With pedestrians crossing Thompson street constantly the possi- 
bility for bodily injury to them has to he considered in the event of a 
collision of motor vehicles. The U-turns should he stopped, of course! 
We are sure the police agree!

Winchester residents on the whole have responded splendidl} to 
the restriction of water made necessary by the extreme drought. The 
Water Commissioners tell us they cannot relax the present restrictions, 
even though we are now getting water from the Metropolitan system 
at Spot Pond. The water we are pumping from the M.D.C. supply is 
merely holding our reservoirs above the danger line. 

There are always persons who feel that any restrictions are not for 
them, and there have been those who have ignored the very necessary 
water restrictions here. People know who they are. In some instances 
they have been reported and contacted by the local authorities. Some 
of these violators have continued to use their hoses and sprinklers in 
defiance of local regulations. 

Naturally persons refraining from the use of water have resented 
this defiance, and it does seem as if the water authorities could have been 
a little tougher on the violators. After all, they have no special water 
privileges. No one has! 

Meanwhile those of us who are trying to conserve water, that our 
supplies may not dwindle beyond the danger level, have the satisfaction 
j of doing our part as good citizens, accepting individual restriction for 
j the over-all public welfare. 

We all like to think we are good citizens. How many of us are 
willing to prove it when the need for self denial is involved? 

If memory serves, a school lot selected for use in the West Side 
hill district several years ago was abandoned when it was found that a 
gas main would go through the property. \s we recall it the main 
would not go under the school but would be placed under a part of the 
playground. The school authorities were unwilling to risk the danger 
potential involved, and, probably, rightly so. 

How then do they reconcile with this thinking the fact that not only 
one. but several mains, including gas, sewer, water and electricity, 
would go under ant building erected across Main street to connect the 
junior and senior higlt schools to provide additional secondary school 
facilities. 

We hear more and more about this Foster plan to block off Main 
! street and erect an addition joining the two high schools. What be- 
comes of the mains in the street? Moving them, if they can be moved, 
would appear to be a costly job. 

On the whole traffic has moved well in the square since the advent 
I of the overhead. There is a tendency in the early morning, however. 

! for southbound traffic around the rotary to proceed too fast for safety, 
and yesterday morning when Box 11 sounded tor a lire, bringing the 
lire trucks through the center, conditions were really had. 

The law, of course, calls for motor vehicles to pull to the side of 
the road and stop at the advent of lire apparatus, and perhaps the 
drivers in question thought they were doing the right thing in stopping 
; where they happened to be. for the most part in the middle of the road. 

The result was that the fire trucks had a job working their way 
through the stopped cars and one piece of apparatus went around the 

rotary to go west on Church street. 

The police officer on duty in the square got the stopped cars moving 
as soon as possible, hut one «>f the stated advantages of the new over- 
head setup was the free access fire apparatus was to have through the 
square with no railroad gates to impede their way. 

A street full of stopped cars and trucks can prove as effective a har- 
rier as gates, and certainly the local authorities did not have such an 
impasse in mind when the traffic circle was laid out. The whole setup 
is new. of course, and it takes time to make provisions for the best 
possible traffic regulations under abnormal conditions. The conditions 
of yesterday morning seemed to indicate that some real study should be 
given to the matter.

Two hundred 
j thousand dollars bought the library 
in 1930, four hundred thousand will 
buy an addition to-day, but how 
much will twice that sum buy in 
! 1970? . , 

We have merely postponed the 
addition and chosen to do without 
the facilities for the doubtful privi- 
lege of paying more for it later. 
To those thrifty and forsighted 
members why represented me and 
voted for the library addition go 
my sincere thanks. 

To the majority of the Planning 
Board and the Finance Committee, 
and to the remaining town meeting 
members I would suggest that they 
visit the library to read a few chap- 
ters in Carl Van Doren’s biography 
of Benjamin Franklin so that ‘they 
may better understand the leader- 
ship. vision, and cost necessary to 
provide us with what we want in 
a community today.

BRIDGE FLOOR BEAMS 
MUST BE REPLACED 


( Ed. note The following letter 
from tin* Boston and Maine Rail- 
road dated October 1, was in reply 
to the Board of Selectmen’s letter 
about the closing of the sidewalk on 
the Swanton street bridge.) 

“At the time we commenced re- 
pairing the* Railroad Bridge at 
Swanton street, we anticipated only 
slight steel repairs to the sidewalk 
hangers and complete deck renew- 
al on the roadway. 

“We stripped the deck plank off 
the bridge and while making the 
minor repairs it was discovered 


that the top flanges of the floor- 
beams where covered by the deck 
were in very poor condition. Our 
structural department decided that 
because of the material of the floor- 
beams being wrought iron it would 
be more practical to install new 
steel floorbeams. We have the new 
beams in our fabrication shop, but 
it will he approximately three to 
four weeks before delivery will be 
made to the site. 

“We plan to put the sidewalk 


I back into service temporarily until 
we start to install the beams. We 
will then have to stop traffic over 
the walk for a period of approxi- 
| mutely two weeks. As soon as pos- 
sible after the receipt of floorbeams 
we will have the whole bridge in 
i service.”

NEW YORK MARKS 
150th ANNIVERSARY OF 
FULTON’S FABULOUS SHIP 

This summer marks the 150th an- 
niversary of the historic, happy 
voyage of Mr. Robert Fulton’s 
Clermont. 

The Clermont, though not the 
first steamship by any means, chug- 
ged to fame August 17, 1807, on its 
run from New York to Albany. 

Its success, the National Geo- 
graphic Society says, ushered in the 
remarkable era of steam transpor- 
tation that helped build America. 

Not many people thought “Ful- 
ton’s Folly” could do it. Thomas 
Paine said a whale would have to 
tow it. To some persons, the low 
lying vessel suggested a “back- 
woods sawmill mounted on a scow 
and set afire.” 

Albany or Bust 

Skeptics gathered at the New 
York pier on that warm, misty 
August day in the delicious dread 
of seeing the Clermont blow up. 

It seemed, at first, that their 
fears would be fulfilled. The boat 
had hardly pushed away from the 
dock when it sputtered and clanked 
to an embarrassing stop. 

There was alarm, especially 
among the select group of pas- 
sengers. These included Mr. Ful- 
ton’s backer. New York Chancellor 
Robert Livingston, his distinguish- 
ed guests, and quite a few Living- 
ston girls. There were mutterings: 
“Told you so . . . Foolish scheme.” 

Mr. Fulton, a determined and 
darkly handsome man. climbed on- 
to a platform and addressed the 
throng. 

In his own words: "I stated that 
I knew not what was the matter, 
but if they would he quiet and in- 
dulge me for half an hour, T would 
either go on or abandon the voyage 
for that time.” 

Luckily, the trouble was set 
aright. The Clermont splashed up 
the Hudson River at a steady five 
miles an hour. To one poetic spec- 
tator, it resembled, not a sawmill, 
but a “monster moving on the 
waters defying the winds and tide, 
and breathing (lames and smoke.” 

Mr. Fulton himself noted the “ro- 
mantic and every varying scenery 
of the (Hudson) highlands.” 

No doubt the former farm boy 
was in a wondrously romantic mood. 
Behind him lay a wake of brilliant 
failures in art, canal designing, and 
submarine inventing, but beneath 
him was a steamboat that actually 
worked well. It was not his idea, 
but he had the genius to combine all 
the host ideas of earlier inventions. 
And aboard the Clermont was the 
fair, harp-playing Harriet Living- 
ston, his beloved. 

Happy Ending 

Financier Livingston was elated, 
too. Just after noon the next day, 
he announced cousin Harriet’s 
betrothal to Robert. Then the Cler- 
mont docked at Livingston’s river- 
side estate, “Clermont,” and every- 
body went to the manor house to 
spend the night. 

Meanwhile, the Clermont’s cap- 
tain fetched his wife, who had a 
burning desire to ride to Albany in 
a vessel driven by a “tea kettle.” 

The voyage took 32 hours of sail- 
ing time. And for Mr. Fulton, it 
had the happiest possible ending — 
fame, prestige, a loving wife, nnd 
four children.

The world has pained 25 indepen- 
dont nations and more than 500 
million people sinee the start of 
World War II, the National Geo- 
graphic Society reports. 

This gives the world a total of 
103 “states,” and a population 
rapidly approaching the three bil- 
lion mark. Asia had the lion’s 
share of the increase in population. 
AH but six of the new states are in 
Asia. 

One State — the Saar — lived and 
died within a span of 10 years from 
1048 to 1057, when it joined West 
Germany. 

The two newest states are Ghana, 
formerly known as the Gold Coast, 
and the Federation of Malaya, 
1956 Thundcrbird. Black, which joined the family of indepen- 
dent nations on August 31. 

The 25 new states have about 
half the world’s population. Per- 
haps their most urgent single prob- 
, lem is how to raise living standards 
b-rn hath nnd among ever-increasing masses that 
must he fed and clothed. 

Geography Books Date Fast 
A geography hook quickly be- 
comes dated in this changing world. 
Gleaming new cities are rising. 
Deserts and tidelands are blossom- 
ing with oil rigs. Rich mineral 
lodes are being found under tundra 
and jungle. The ferment of growth 
has even reached the snow-buried 
Arctic, now sprouting airplane con- 
trol towers and weather stations. 

A vivid example of geographic 
change is simply the list of new 
independent states: Burma, Cam- 
bodia, Ceylon, People’s Republic of 
China, Ghana, Iceland, India, In- 
donesia, Israel, Jordan, Korean 
People’s Republic, Republic of Ko- 
rea, Laos, Lebanon, Libya, Feder- 
ation of Malaya, Mongolian Peo- 
ple’s Republic, Morocco, Pakistan, 
Philippines, Sudan, Syria, Tunisia, 
Viet Nam (Northern Zone) and 
Viet Nam (Southern Zone). 

Four of these new states are 
Communist: the Korean People’s 
Republic, the Northen Zone of Viet 
Nam, the Mongolian People’s Re- 1 
public, and the People’s Republic of 
China. 

Asians Most Populous 
Communist China is far the big- 
gest newcomer in both area and 
population. It has some <’>00 mil- 
lion people — three to four times as 
United States. India 
has a population of about 377 mil- 
lion. Indonesia and Pakistan have 
roughly 80 million apiece. 

George Crossette, chief of geo- 
graphic research for the National 
Geographic Society, explains that 
the term “state” is used because of 
the vagueness of “country.” A 
state is a body of people occupying 
a definite territory and politically 
organized under one government 
independent of other governments. 
In addition to states, there are 
“possessions,” belonging chiefly to 
the United Kingdom, France, the 
Netherlands, Portugal, and Spain. 
Asia has 40 states, including Rus- 
e, «K-'s”f s ' a am * Turkey; Europe, 30; North 
lav,-,*" : America, 12; South America, 10; 

and Africa, nine. Australia and 
New Zealand bring the total to 103. 
Here is an outline of the new 
ooifutf states; with the year each attained | 
independence. 

1 Europe: 

Iceland: Independent North At- 
lantic once ruled by Denmark 
(1944). 

Near East 

Lebanon: Coastal nation on the 
eastern Mediterranean ruled by 
France until 1941. 

Syria: Like I.ebanon, Syria won 
freedom from France in 1941. 

Jordan: Arab kingdom sharing 
Jerusalem with Israel (1940). 

Israel: Jewish state created in 
| 1948; still at war with Arab states, 
although an uneasy truce obtains. 
Middle East 

Pakistan: Formed from Moslem 
areas of India, with whom it dis- 
putes possession of Kashmir, a 
Himalayan garden province (1947). 

India: Despite loss of Pakistan, 
still second most populous land 
(1947). 

Ceylon: Island independent of 
Britain since 1947. Like India and 
Pakistan, it is a member of the 
British Commonwealth.

Burma: Texas-sized rice-growing 
land (1948). 

Cambodia: Peaceful Buddhist 

kingdom no longer ruled hy France 
( 1949).

WHEN FROG GOES A COURTING 
THE WHOLE WORLD KNOWS IT 


The frogs’ concert series in ' 
Washington began dramatically 
this season. 

“Twonk twonk,” chorused the lit- 
tle amphibians. 

“Scout 13, check disorderly frogs i 
on Thirty-eighth place,” intoned the 
police radio dispatcher. 

Patrolmen found the frogs mak- 
ing a racket, indeed. But there was 
not much they could do about it, j 
though some families in the neigh- : 
borhood were losing sleep. 

Across the country the same 
playlet %vas taking place, usually I 
without police in the cast. The | 
frogs were heralding spring, bring- 
ing both pleasure and pain to their 
human audience. 

Love, Careless Love 

Not that frogs care. Their 
music is intended for lady frogs. 
Each species has a distinctive call, 
which attracts only the females of 
the same species. Soon, in ponds 
and marshes, thousands of floating 
gelatin-wrapped eggs will hatch as 
a result. 

Frogs make a racket without 
opening their mouths, the National 
Geographic Society says. Air from 
the lungs is forced back and forth 
over the vocal cords, producing the 
noise. Some calls resemble the 
sounds of quacking ducks, barking 
dogs, bleating goats, whooping In- 
dians, or a regiment of men heating 
tin pans. 

To gain volume, the frog has an 
air pouch under its chin. The pouch 
acts as a resonator. In some species 
it swells to half the size of the 
entire head and body of the frog. 

Frog calls hjive been the object 
of considerable scientific study. Dr. 
Arthur A. Allen, writing in the 
National Geographic Magazine, has 
described night expeditions with 
microphone and amplifier to collect 
a comprehensive library of frog 
sounds. 

Investigators find that frogs can 
make five kinds of sounds: mating, 
warning chirp, warning vibration, 
fright scream, and rain song. The 
last is a singing-in-the-shower type 
of thing, apparently just for fun. 

The fright scream is made with 
the mouth opne. In some species 
notably the bullfrog, it has an 
eerily human sound. It is uttered i 
when the frog is in peril — caught 
hy a hungry snake or raccoon, for ; 
instance. 

In addition to keeping the coun- 
tryside awake, frog calls have been 
blamed for other outrages, includ- 
ing the inability of some Missouri 
hogs to put on weight. “Every 
time that blamed bullfrog gives out 
with a bellow,” a farmer declared | 
ruefully, “the pigs think it’s some- < 
one calling them to eat. They're j 
running all the fat off their bones 
answering his call.” 

Sometimes Useful 

But frog calls have certain uses i 
for man. Scientists have found it ; 
easier to determine the exact spe- j 
jcies of certain frogs hy call than* 
by physical characteristics. 

The director of a music festival | 
in Virginia once ordered noisy frogs 
evicted from around his bandstand. 

| He relented when he found they j 
1 croaked a pure (’ sharp, and would 
I be an asset to the score. 

One especially hot summer, a 
j Tokyo radio station drew much 
favorable comment with a program 
consisting solely of frog calls,! 
j broadcast from the side of a cool 
[country pool. Listeners reported 
I it made them feel cool, too.

NEW DOLLAR BILLS JOIN PASSING 

PARADE OF U. S. PAPER CURRENCY 

— — 

The old-look dollar bill, as out 1 
down in 1929 nnd Inter redesigned, j 
Is in line for gradual retirement, j 

In the United States Bureau of 1 
Engraving and Printing, n o w I 
presses are now turning out this 
year’s model at the rate of 288,000 
a day. Nearly four times as fast 
as the old machines, they print 32 
instead of 18 bills to a sheet. 

By October 1, Director Henry 
Holtzclaw estimates, more than 25,- 
000,000 examples of Americas 
latest small-fry paper currency will 
be nvnilable for distribution. In 
time the new bills will supplant old 
ones returned to the government 
for funeral-pyre rites. 

Basic Design Unchanged 

The basic design of the 1957 dol- 
lar, showing George Washington s 
portrait on the face and both sides 
of the Groat Seal of the United 
States on the back, will remain the 
same, says the National Geogra- 
phic Society. But there are several 
noteworthy changes. 

The phrase, “In God We Trust, 
has been added in accordance with 
the 1955 Act of Congress that re- 
quired all future paper currency, as 
well as coins, to oirry the motto. 

Quality of the bills will be un- 
proved, since the new presses can 
reproduce the required fine engrav- 
ing work on dry paper instead of 
having to use the damp material »>t 
the past. 

The dry process also eliminates 
former shrinkage. Hence George 
Washington’s face will be slightly 
fuller, although he looks out from 
a steadily contracting dollar in 
terms of buying power. 

Finally, the new dollar bill will 
carry the name of the present Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, Robert B. 
Anderson, who replaced George M. 
Humphrey. And on its face will ap- 
pear the series date 1957- A, a date 
that represents not the time of 
printing but the latest change in 
design. 

Letters A B C D and so on that 
follow the series date stand for suc- 
cessive signatures of United States 
treasurers or Treasury secretaries. 

“Teehee" No Joke 

Most of the roughly i, 292, 000, 000 
dollar bills now in circulation bear 
a 1935 series date. Rare dollars of 
this and earlier series are collec- 
tors’ items. A special 1918 issue 
signed by U.S. Registrer Huston R. 
Teehee, an Oklahoman of part-In- 
dian descent, is good for more than 
a laugh. In good condition one such 
bill may be worth $100. 

Genuine freak bills rate high in 
collecting circles. Reported have 
been a dollar bill with the George 
Washington face on both sides, and 
an “$11 bill” combining one and 
ten-dollar designs. 

The fast-moving everyday dollar 
has an average life expectancy of 
13 months. Officially pronounced 
too limp to carry on, about 1,200,- 
000,000 such bills are annually 
burned, with as many precautions 
taken in the destruction as in the 
production and distribution of the 
currency. 

The art of salvaging mutilated 
and charred currency is another 
complex activity of the Govern- 
ment’s money handlers. 

Using tweezers, needles, blades, 
and magnifying glasses, the Treas- 
ury’s trained women technicians 
each year reconstruct millions of 
dollars worth of bills from bits and 
lumps of paper most laymen would 
judge junk. 

Less than two-fifths of an ori- 
ginal bill is worthless. Between 
two-and three-fifths brings half 
face value; three-fifths and more, 
full value. 

Payments have been made for 
bills baked with a pie, petrified 
after long burial, sent to dry clean- 
ers, whirled in washing machines, 
and swallowed by a goat. 

AMERICA'S SHELF OF SPICES 
GATHERED FROM MANY LANDS 


monopolies were guarded like 
atomic bombs. To prevent the 
planting and growing of nutmeg 
trees away from the Spice Islands 
m the 17th century, the Dutch 
soaked the nuts in milk of lime be- 
fore shipping to make them infer- 
tile. Un the docks of Elizabethan 
London, stevedores had their pock- 
ets sown to discourage spice thefts. 

Among present-day spices, saf- 
^ r ? n '‘1 roost expensive. It 
^ 1 s 75,000 saffron blossoms to 
yield a pound of spice-hearing 
stigmas, thus its wholesale bulk 
price of about $58 a pound. 

But pepper has always heen a 
prince among spices. When Alaric 
the ( 10 th besieged Rome in 408 
A D., he demanded 3,000 pounds of 
it ns a ransom. Rents and taxes 
were often paid with pepper in the 
Middle ^Ages. As recently as 
World War II, when supplies were 
cut off, American restaurateurs re- 
moved pepper from tables to pre- 
vent pilfering. 

ISRAEL PLANS COPPER INDUSTRY 
IN REGION OF SOLOMON’S MINES 


A Biblical prophesy fulfilled 
3,000 years ago has taken on fresh 
meaning in modern Israel with the 
launching of n copper-mining 
project north of Eliat on the Gulf 
of 'Aqaba. 

"For the Lord bringeth thee into 
a good land ... a lnnd whose 
stones are iron, and out of whose 
hills thou mayest dig brass,” the 
Israelites were told in the descrip- 
tion of the Promised Land (Deuter- 
onomy 8:7-9). 

The current undertaking will ex- 
ploit rich copper deposits at Tim- 
na, some 15 miles north of the Gulf. 
Its ancient prototype was King 
Solomon’s highly successful copper 
and iron industry whose ruined 
mines, crushers, and smelters still 
sear the barren near-hy hills. 

Using conscript labor, Solomon 
had the ores “roasted” on the spot, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. He then shipped the crudely 
processed metal to refineries at his 
Gulf 'Aqaba port, Ezion-geber. 

Hible Proof Delayed 


Proof of the Bible's accuracy in 
the brief reference to mineral 
wealth of ancient Palestine was un 
covered only in comparatively re- 
cent years. 

During the 1930’s archeologist 
Nel son Glueck painstakingly ex- 
plored the Wadi Araha desert rift 
that stretches more than 100 miles 
from the Dead Sea to the Gulf of 
’Aqaba. 

He came on the remains of many 
mines worked during the Iron Age, 
and especially during the reign of 
King Solomon in the 10th century 
B.C. 

One important site, in what is 
now western Jordan, was traced by 
its Arabic name, Khirbet on Nnhas, I 
meaning “Copper Ruin." 

Another came to light in the 
Menc’iyeh hills, not far from the 
copper deposit on which Israel’s 
present operations will he based. 

The Mene’iyeh area was the 
largest of the ancient copper cen- 
ters uncovered along the Wadi 
Araha. Glueck’s investigations 
there revealed seven mining estab- 
lishments, with hundreds of dwell- 
ings, ore furnaces, nnd piles of left- 
over black slag. Behind wall frag- 
ments were ruins of what had prob- 
ably been prison-labor camps, 

A Palestine Pittsburgh 

Most spectaculnr of the Glueck 1 
finds was the long-lost city of: 
Esion-gffhor nt the narrow head of | 
the Gulf of ’Aqaba. 

Ezion-geber’s arid location otTer- j 
ed a puzzle to scholars. Why did j 
Solomon, with his wisdom, build 
the city west of more abundant 
sweetwater supplies and, still 
worse, put it directly in line with 
hot, fierce winds carrying sand- 
storms along the Wadi Araha? 

The answer became clear with 
study of the buildings. Made of 
heat-hardened mud bricks, the 
walls of many were pierced with 
flues and stained green by sulphur- 
ous gases. 

The structures had been used as 
huge smelters. Their flues, linked 
by a system of air passages, pro- 
vided forced draft from steadily 
blowing winds to keep the flames 
going for the refineries.

Tucked away on a shelf in nearly 
every American kitchen is an exo- 
tic essence of geography. 

It's contained in the familiar 
small tins of spices. Cloves : rom 
Zanzibar and cinnamon from Cey- 
lon, along with the fragrant seeds, 
buds, leaves, berries, roots, and 
bark of many plants have been ob- 
jects of quest since ancient times. 

Spices, above all other edible 
substances, have helped shape the 
fortunes of the world. Spices have 
been valued above gold and used as 
currency. Throughout most of re- 
corded history, spices have not only 
been essential to preserve and give 
zest to bad food; they have been 
needed for incense, embalming 
preparations, and ointments. 

Spice Trade Still Flourishes 

No longer are spices so vital to 
health and comfort, but they re- 
main a valuuble commodity in 
world trade. In the United States, 
where their use in cookery has 
sharply increased during the past 
decade, spices constitute a $150,- 
000,000-a-year business. 

Almost every nation contributes 
to American spice shelves, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. 
Excluding allspice, a product of the 
West Indies pimento tree, most true 
spices such as pepper, cassia, cin- 
namon, ginger, nutmeg, mace, 
cloves, saffron, and turmeric come 
from the traditional spice lands-- 
India, Ceylon, Malaya, Indonesia, 
Indochina, China, and Japan. 

The United States depends heav- 
ily on Europe for herbs, a botanical 
classification including basil, bay 
leaves, chervil, marjoram, mint, 
oregano, parsley, rosemary, sage, 
savory, tarragon, and thyme. 

Aromatic seeds — anise, caraway, 
cardamon, celery, coriander, cumin, 
dill, fennel, mustard, and poppy — 
are grown in Africa, Europe, India, 
and the Americas. 

Nowadays, obtaining spices is no 
problem except in wartime. But 
the precious food auxiliaries have 
not always been available or inex- 
pensive. Demands, especially in 
the Middle Ages, bordered on 
mania. For want of spices, men 
shed blood and wrote some of his- 
tory’s most thrilling adventures. 

Marco Polo opened Europe's eyes 
to the mysterious "lands of spice- 
rie." Columbus, Da Gama, und a 
long line of mariners, while look- 
ing largely for spices, opened the 
world to exploration and trade. 

Golden Age of Spices 

Mastery of the spice trude helped 
build the empires of Portugal, 
Spain, England, and Holland. 
Profits were fubulous, and spice

Open the rear round, Old Stur-

Throughout this recreated village,

They then visit- 
ed these mills and shops to see just 
how they operated 150 years ago. 

With members of the village 
: staff on hand to answer questions 
j the students watched craftsmen 
working at tinsmithing, fireplace 
cooking, cabinet making and other 
early Yankee crafts. They visited 
the Isaiah Thomas printing office 
built in 1780 where broadsides, bal- 
lads and notices are still turned out 
on a wooden flatbed press more 
than 200 years old. 

The students were accompanied 
on their tour of the village by 
Mother I. Thomme, teacher at 
Marycliff Academy.

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Former Winchester Boy Earned 

Authority On Robert Burns To 
Teach English At South Carolina 


(Ed. Mote Ur. Thornton . son of Mr. and Mrs. John, If . Thorn - 
ton of Indian llill road , lived as a fury in If inehester and grad- 
anted from IT inehester High School.) 

Dr. Havilah Babcock, heatl of the Department of English at the 
University of South Carolina, announces that Dr. Robert D. Thornton, 
perhaps the foremost authority on the songs of the Scots poet Robert 
Burns, has begun teaching in the Department of English at the uni- 
versity this September. Dr. Thornton has taught for 17 years, prin- 
cipally at Harvard and the University of Colorado; he comes to Columbia 
from Austin. Texas. 


Last May the University of Kan- 
sas Press published Doctor Thorn- | 
ton’s “The Tuneful Flame, which 
presents for the first time 25 songs j 
of Robert Burns exactly as the 
poet himself sang them and intend- 
ed them to be sung. Among the 
compositions are the well-known 
“Flow Gently Sweet Afton,” “Corn- 
in’ Thro’ the Rye,” “Auld Lang 
Syne,” “Ye Banks and Braes o’ 
Bonnie Doon,” and "Scots What 
Hae,” the national anthem of Scot- 
land. Completion of the book was 
made possible by major research 
grants from the University of Colo- 
rado and the American Philosoph- 
ical Society, founded by Benja- 
min Franklin. Much of the prepara- 
tory study was done at the Nation- 
al Library of Scotland, the Glasgow 
Public Library, and the British 
M useum. 

Doctor Thornton’s long interest 
in Burns and Scotland has been 
evidenced both here by a number 
of published articles and by schol- 
arly papers read before such 
groups as the Modern Language 
Association of America. His latest 
work includes collaboration with a 
Scots musician on a long-playing 
record of Burns’ poems and songs, 
reading proof on two contributions 
to a volume of world poetry being 
edited at Yale, and writing an ad- 
dress to be given before the Scots’ 
Charitable Society, which this year 
celebrates its 300th anniversary. 

This past summer Doctor Thorn- 
ton did research in Cambridge, 
Mass., on the Besterman Papers — 
a mass of documents relating to 
the early editions of Burns’ poetry 
which were willed to him by Theo- 
dore N. D. Besterman, pre-eminent 
bibliographer and director of the 
Voltaire Museum. Geneva, Switzer- 
land. Final deposition of these pa- 
pers rests upon the decision of Dr. 
Thornton and the curator of rare 
books in the Houghton Library of 
Harvard University. Upon the re- 
quest of Mr. Besterman a commit- 
tee of famous American scholars 
was designated to select that stu- 
dent of Bums who would best un- 
derstand and interpret the signi- 
ficances of the papers. 

For the past five years Dr. Thorn- 
ton has become increasingly occu- 
pied with the complex subject of 
reading. After a period of inde- 
pendent study and of apprentice- 
ship at the Boston Institute of 
Reading he went on to found the 
various reading courses offered by 
the Adult Extension Division of the 
University of Colorado, to develop 
new tests, to w r rite a test, “A Man- 
ual for Reading Improvement,” 
published in 1955 by the University 
of Colorado, and to train new 
teachers. 

His courses were taught not only 
in schools and colleges, but also 
in such industries as the U. S. Bur- 
eau of Standards, the Climax 
Molybdenum Corporation, and Es- 
quire-Coronet. This work with in- 
dustry was advanced during the 
summertime at reading clinics for 
leaders in the business world con- 
ducted by Dr. Thornton and asso- 
ciates from the faculties of the 
University of Colorado and the 
University of Minnesota. 

Several years ago Dr. Thornton 
was appointed to the Committee 
on Reading of the National Society 
for the Study of Communications. 

Last year at the University of 
Texas, Dr. Thornton made a study 
of developmental reading in the 
secondary schools of the State of 
Texas; this study was published in 
July. While in Texas Dr. Thornton 
collaborated with Professor J. G. 
Umstattd, nationally-known au- 
thority on American education, in 
writing a chapter on secondary 
education for the third edition of 
the “Encyclopedia of Educational 
Research,” announced for publica- 
tion in 1960 . 

As an undergraduate, Dr. Thorn- 
ton was a member of the Honors 
College at Wesleyan University, 
from which he received the B.A. 
with honors in general scholarship 
and highest distinction in English. 
He was a Dennison Fellow ut Wes- 
leyan. 

His two Master of Arts degrees 


are from Western Reserve Univer- 
sity, where he was a University 
Scholar; and from Harvard. His 
Ph.D. is from Harvard. While 
studying at Harvard, Dr. Thornton 
was a University Fellow; he wns 
honored also with a Dexter Fellow- 
ship for travel abroad. 

He holds the United States Navy 
Japanese Language Certificate. 
During World War II he served 
overseas as a Japanese language 
translator and interpreter. 

Dr. Thornton is a member of 
various academic organizations 
nnd of the Chi Psi fraternity. He 
comes to Columbia with his wife, 
Grace Ellen, and two sons, Rabbie 
and David. He and his family are 
members of the Episcopal Church.

LIVING WITH YOUR HEART

Today the public has become ac- 
quainted with many facts of cor- 
onary thrombosis as exemplified by 
our President’s attack. 

Surely it is now widely appre- 
ciated that patients who have, cor- 
onary disease can work successful- 
ly, indeed can do jobs of many 
varieties. In the course of work 
studies among those with heart dis- 
ease, we have seen individuals per- 
forming tasks of slight and of 
great responsibility, light desk or 
bench work and more arduous lab- 
oring work. It is true that all con- 
valescents from acute coronary 
attacks are not so fortunate and 
there are a few who cannot work, 
but it is safe to say that three 
quarters or more can work and 
most often can return to their old 
jobs. 

This is important. We have 
found it usually far better and 
easier for the convalescent to re- 
turn to accustomed surroundings 
and occupations than to attempt 
entering a strange field which on 
the surface may seem easier and 
lighter. 

It is also of interest to see com- 
parisons of energy demands of 
various activities. The housewife 
expends much more on her house- 
work than does the average factory 
worker. The operator of a crane 
which lifts several tons may actu- 
ally perform less physical work 
than a milk delivery man. Social 
and recreational activity, as well as 
certain psychological functions, 


often place far more burden on the 
circulation than does the work of 
the average white collar man or 
factory worker. 

Do work and physical activity 
produce heart disease? The 
answer is almost universally no. 
Indeed, lack of exercise and work, 
especially when associated with 
gastronomic over-indulgence, seem 
far more prone to precipitate trou- 
ble. 

For the person with known heart 
disease, will work precipitate fur- 
ther trouble? Generally speaking 
work which is reasonable for the 
individual (work which produces no 
undesirable symptoms or strain) 
does not appear to hasten compli- 
cations or recurrence of attacks. In 
fact, many who carry ahead with 
work after convalescence appear to 
thrive under this stimulus to a 
greater degree than those who sim- 
ply sit around or retire to a life of 
leisure and possibly mental anxi- 
ety. 

It is for the well-qualified physi- 
cian. or a special group such as the 
Work Classification Unit of the 
Heart Association to advise on in- 
dividual grounds just what type of 
work the person in question is 
capable of performing. It is often 
found that employers will be most 
cooperative in helping, on the 
physician’s advice, to make neces- 
sary modification in the patient’s 
prior work. 

When circumstances demand 
completely new work, this may be 
more difficult to find, and much will 
depend on the person’s past experi- 
ence, training and personal quali- 
fications. However, in the Work 
Classification Unit we have demon- 
strated that two-thirds of suitable 
cardiacs can be guided into work. 

Fear of work and its conse- 
quences, on the part of the patient, 
family or friends, often hold people 
back needlessly from work. They 
sit about and worry unnecessarily 
over their condition, finances nnd 
their families. This has more ad- 


verse effect than almost any work. 
When the confidence of these pa- 
tients can be established, their 
fears alleviated nnd they are finally 
directed into regular occupational 
activity, it is often amazing to see 
a total change for the better both 
physically and mentally. Reason- 
able optimism and avoidance of an- 
xiety. when tempered by moder- 
ation in all things, is an important 
prescription for most coronary 
patients.

WINCHESTER SAVANT 
REPORTS POSSIBLE NEW GENUS 

“The White Jungle” in soiithetn 
Brazil contains n paradox, a sftlnl l 
tree with white, hell-shaped flowers 
that may represent a new plant 
genus. - 

Dr. Lyman B. Smith, Smith- 
sonian Institution botanist, (son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis K. Smith of 
1 Wolcott terrace) and Padre Rati- 
lino Reitz, director of the state her- 
barium of Santa Catarina, Brazil, 
have reported that they discovered 
the strange tree while making a 
botanic exploration of the white 
jungle. The tree has characters 
unique to two major plant families 
that, it is believed, have never be- 
fore been found in combination. 

“Golden rain,” a Chinese plant 
with immense sprays of golden 
blossoms that has been introduced 
into American gardens, is typical 
of the first family, the Sapindaceae. 
The second family, not even re- 
motely related, is the tea family. 

The white jungle, in which the 
tree was found, probably gets its 
name, the scientists reported, be- 
cause of two kinds of forgetnienot 
trees growing there. They have 
great crowns of white blossoms. 
Seen from above, the forest would 
look like a pale green sea with 
large white caps.

nial architecture. The design of 
the new Christian Science Church 
in Winchester will follow the eight- 
eenth century churches in their 
simpler form, with their arched 
windows so typical of that period. 

The steeple will rise gracefully 
from a square base with arched 
windows and pilastered corners. 
The hexagonal spire is to he some- 
what more delicately ex ciued ih .n 
the earlier prototypes. 

The exterior of the church will 
be of white-washed brick and flush 
boarding. The portico will be re- 
cessed and will lead directly to a 
foyer, beautifully lighted from a 
bow window to the south. This 
window will contain doors leading 
to a pleasant garden. 

The interior of the auditorium 
will he finished in simple paneling 
and plain plaster with white-paint- 
ed pews. 

Stairs will lead from the foyer 
to the hoard room and committee 
room and offices on the levels above. 
The auditorium itself will hold 280 
people. The board room will be con- 
vertible into a balcony for extra 
capacity of 30 or 40. A folding par- 
tition will separate the board room 
from the auditorium. 

Three fan-lighted entrances will 
lead into the church from the por- 
tico. The cornices are all simple, 
without dentils or modillions. The 
Doric-columned portico is recessed. 

A notable feature of the church 
is that it will be air-conditioned 
throughout. 

Two readers rooms, a room for 
the soloist, and a room for the or- 
ganist are so related to the en- 
trance of the readers platform that 
readers and soloists can enter the 
platform simultaneously. 

The Sunday School will be on 
a lower level. Since the land slopes, 
this lower level has excellent light- 
ing. The Sunday School will have 
its own parking space, entrance, 
and foyer. 

The heating system is to he de- 
signed so that certain individual 
portions of the church can be heat- 
ed separately at any given time. 

The building will be carefully 
placed to retain two magnificent 
beech trees on each side of the 
church. There is a circular drive. 
OlF-street parking is provided. This 
is accessible, both to the main 
church entrance and to the Sunday 
School entrance. 

The present church edifice of 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, 
Winchester, on Mt. Vernon street 
is now available for purchase.

Dr. John R. Wallace, 57, of 2 
Bruce road passed away suddenly 
of a heart attack Thursday evening, 
October 17, while attending a meet- 
ing at the Winchester Unitarian 
Church. 

Dr. Wallace, a local dentist, and 
past president of the Massachu- 
setts Dental Society was beloved 
by all who knew him. He was 
dynamically interested in many or- 
ganizations, dental, civic and spir- 
itual. His thoughful consideration 
of his fellowman and outstanding 
unswerving adherence to principle 
gained him the respect that often 
led to lifelong friendships.

Council of the American Dental As- 
sociation, which had a 15,000 
growth in membership during his 
five years in office. 

A member of the American 
Board of Prosthodontics, the North- 
{ eastern Dental Society and the 
j Harvard Odontological Society, he 
I was publicity chairman of the New 
England Dental Society and a con- 
sultant for the Veterans Adminis- 
tration. He was also an honorary 
member of the Maine Dental So- 
ciety. In World War I he was in 
the S.A.T.C. 

Dr. Wallace was a member and 
1 Past Master of William Parkman 
| Lodge of Masons, 1935-37 and a 
i member and Past High Priest of 
; Winchester Royal Arch Chapter. 
| He also served the Chapter as Past 
District Deputy Grand High Priest 
of the 8th capitular District, 1937- 
38. He was also a member of the 
Hugh De Payens Commandery of 
Melrose and a member of Aleppo 
Temple of the Shrine. 

He was an active member of the 
Winchester Rotary Club; director 
of the Winchester Cooperative 
Bank; director of Winning Home 
Incorporated and a member of the 
Winchester Country Club. 

Actively identified with the Uni- 
tarian Church, he served as a mem- 
ber of the church Standing and 
Finance Committees and was a 
superintendent of the Sunday 
School from 1940 to 1942. He was 
a representative from the Winches- 
ter church to the Unitarian Service 
Committee. He was a town meet- 
ing member from 1948 to 1951, and 
served on the Town Finance Com- 
mittee from 1952 to 1955. 

Dr. Wallace leaves his wife Doris 
(Moulton) Wallace; a daughter, 
Mrs. Steven Morang of Wilming- 
ton, Delaware: a son, John M., a 
Junior at Western Reserve Dental 
School in Cleveland, Ohio; his 
mother, Mrs. John M. Wallace of 
Brookline; and three sisters, Miss 
Blanche Wallace of Brookline, Mrs. 
Arthur Fowle of Woburn, and Mrs. 
Marion Myles of Long Island, N. Y. 

Services were held at the Uni- 
tarian Church at three o'clock Sun- 
day, October 20.

DR. NERSES M. BAGHDOYAN 


I)r. Nerses M. Baghdoyan of 2 
] Pond street, a physician and suv- j 
j geon, veteran of V\ orld V\ avs I find ; 
| II, died suddenly at his home late i 
Friday afternoon, October 18, fol- | 
| lowing a heart attack. 

Born March 11, 1880, in Aintab, 
Armenia, Dr. Baghdoyan was edu- j 
rated at Aintab College and the 
American University of Beirut, re- | 
ceiving his Medical degree from i 
Beirut in 1905. 

After a year’s internship at the 
Azarin Smith Memorial Hospital 
of the American Mission in Aintab 
Dr. Baghdoyan spent a year as 
supervisor and health officer for 
the County of Aleppo in Syria. 
From 1907 to 1909 he practiced and 
did surgery in the Province of Si- 
vas in Turkey, after which for 
three years he practiced and did 
general surgery in Bitlis, Turkey. 

From 1912 until 1918 he was in 
war time service, first as a 1st 
lieutenant and staff surgeon with 
the 6th Corps of the Turkish Army, 
attached to the Euphrates Station 
Hospital in Mesopotamia. He was 
promoted to captain and staff sur- 
geon at the Station Hospital of the 
24th Infantry Division of the Tur- 
kish 6th Army Corps and later 
served at the Field Office of the 
41st Infantry Division of the 6th 
Army at Beylan Pass. 

Subsequently I) r. Baghdoyan 
served as staff surgeon, Islahiyeh 
Station Hospital in the Armenian 
Mountains in Turkey; medical offic- 
er and captain in charge of Katma 
Station Hospital on the Baghdad 
Railroad in charge of quarantine 
and sanitation, and finally with the 
7th Turkish Army Corps until 1918, 
when he was taken prisoner by t he 
British. 

He served the British from No- 
vember 5, 1918, until July 14, 1919, 
first with the 5th Cavalry Division 
of the British Army of the Anglo- 
Indian Expeditionary Force in 
Palestine and Syria, and later as 
supervisor and house surgeon at 
the British Army Relief Hospital 
for war refugees at Aleppo, Syria. 

After his war service Dr. Bagh- 
doyan engaged in private practice 
in Aintab, Armenia, from 1919 u> 
1920, also serving for a short time 
with the American Red Cross in the 
Middle East. 

In 1920, because of the political 
unrest in Armenia Dr. Baghdoyan 
brought his family to the United 
States, establishing himself in 
practice in Boston and becoming a 
naturalized citizen. He took up 
residence in Winchester in 1924. 

During World War II, from 1943- 
1946, Dr. Baghdoyan was a con- 
tract surgeon with the United 
States Army, serving for the most 
part at Fort Devens and at Colum- 
bus, Ohio. Following his army 
service he moved his practice to 
Winchester. He was a member of 
the First Congregational Church 
Men’s Club. 

On February 5, 1912, Dr. Bagh- 
doyan married Diroohy Kaiaijan 
of Aintab, who survives, with two 
sons, Vazken N., of Winchester and 
Leon A. Baghdoyan of Hillsboro, 
N. II.; two daughters, Shogher A., 
and Maio A. Baghdoyan, both of 
Winchester; six grandchildren, a 
brother, Sarkis M. Baghdoyan of 
Washington, I). ('.; and two sisters, 
Mrs. Martin Turtanjian of Wald- 
wick, N. J.; and Mrs. Hripsime 
Viravorian of Roxbury. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day afternoon at St. James Arme- 
nian Apostolic Church in Water- 
town with the Rev. Artin Ashjian 
officiating. Burial was in Wildwood 
Cemetery.

Mrs. Eugene E. Smith of 141

The conflict between democracy 
and communism was the subject of 
the Eighth Annual All-School Fo- 
rum sponsored by Beaver Country 
Day School and the World Affairs 
Council on Thursday, Oct. 17.

“From A Window on Red Square,” 
presented an entertaining and in- 
formative account of life in the 
Soviet capital as viewed from an 
embassy window. 

Another notable feature of the 
day’s program was the presence of 
a group of foreign educators study- 
ing at Harvard under an exchange 
program set up hv the State de- 
partment. These men and women, 
all leaders in the educational life of 
their own countries, took part in 
the discussion meetings that fol- 
lowed the general meeting in the 
morning session.

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EDITORIAL 

The Hoard of Park Commissioners has mnde available to the 
School Department the old Shore Road Athletic Field, for additional 
space for the Physical Education Department. 

For some time, according to the school authorities, the high school 
and junior high school physical education program has had to be cur- 
tailed because of a lack of room. The School Committee has been 
aware of this situation and in casting about for a solution, even con- 
sidered moving the varsity football field to the old Bacon Felt Mill 
area off Drove place to release the present .Manchester Field for intra- 
mural sports and physical education activity. 

The availability of the Shore road property will preclude the necessity 
of the Bacon Felt Mill move, which seems a questionable one at best, 
and it now remains to be seen how the old Shore road field will hold up. 

This field, built in the thirties, didn't work out well. The nature 
of the subsoil and the proximity of Black Ball caused the surface to 
-ettle badly, and it was always damp and swampy underfoot. 

After completing the by-pass through the Skillings estate, a rep- 
resentative of the Mnney Construction Company stated th it the nature 
of the work done on the by-pass will prevent further settling of the 
Shore Road Field and that it can now he used again. 

It is surely to be hoped that he is right, hut unless and until it is 
definitely known that the level of the field is going to remain stable 
it would be a mistake to spend much money on reconstruction there. 
A lot of money went down the drain in the original Shore road job. 

Many have felt the Shore Road Field would make an excellent place 
for Little League activity, or softball, and there is nothing in the Park 
Commissioners' action in making the field available to the school author- 
ities that need deny the field for such use. 

It should he entirely possible to work out a program so that the 
field can he used, both by the schools and for Park Department sponsored 
recreation. We believe that such use will hr- a matter of course. 


"NO LESS PRECIOUS” 


F.ditor of the Star: 

Last year the Retarded Associa- 
tions described the children they 
help as “No Less Precious.” These 
words I feel, are more meaningful 
than “Retarded” which is, in itself, 
misinforming to the public. 

Usually one thinks of the word 
as pertaining to a child who is slow 
but who can, by more than the 
usual amount of tutoring be 
brought up to the ordinary level of 
learning. Your Retarded Associa- 
tions use it because it also applies 
to the types of children they are 
reaching out to help, the Mongoloid 
and brain-damaged children of a 
community. 

The dictionary gives the defini- 
tion of a Mongoloid as one having 
the features and characteristics of 
the Mongol race. There is no satis- 
factory definition because Medical 
Science is still searching for the 
i ight answers. The dictionary for- 
gets to state that these children are 
human beings who, even as their 
more normal counterparts, lung for 
love, affection and a home life. 

The same applies to the brain- 
damaged child, who through injury 
at birth, or after birth, sometimes 
even prenatally, comes under a 
similar category as the Mongoloid. 
They are not a Mental Health 
problem. 

These children are rather of “the 
pure in heart,” “the forever young.” 
All children are God’s. He did not 
turn away from one hut healed all 
those who were brought to Him and 
-aid, “Suffer little children, and 
forbid them not, to come unto me: 
for of such is the kingdom of 
heaven.” They are “No Less Pre- 
cious” because of their deficiencies. 

So spare just a little coiner of 
your heart for these “forever 
young” during the coming (KM-

ciation for Retarded Children Fund 
Drive which runs from November 
1 1 to December 1 1 .

HOSPITAL HELD 
ANNUAL MEETING 


The annual meeting of the Win- 
chester Hospital was held at the 
hospital on Tuesday evening, Oc- 
tober 29. Mr. Gilbert H. Hood, Jr., 
president of the hoard of directors, 
presided at the meeting. 

Mr. Ralph W. Hatch, the treas- 
urer, read a preliminary financial 
report which showed that the hos- 
pital’s expenses for the year were 
$8*34, 113. and was slightly less than 
income received. He also stated 
that it cost the hospital an average 
of $28.03 to provide one day’s care 
to a patient. 

Mr. Harlan L. Paine, Jr., admin- 
istrator, described the past year as 
the biggest and best year in the 
hospital’s history, and substantiat- 
ed the statement with figures dem- 
onstrating the greatly increased 
volume of care the hospital is now 
rendering, and giving many illus- 
trations of improvements that have 
been made in the hospital in both 
the physical plant, the organization 
and in methods of operation. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Paine the most dif- 
ficult problem the hospital is con- 
fronted with is obtaining qualified 
personnel and maintaining compe- 
tetive salaries in our inflationary 
economy. 

Dr. Milton J. Quinn, president of 
the medical staff, gave a very inter- 
esting report of the medical staff 
organization and the various com- 
mittees that carry out the work of 
the staff. Dr. Quinn demonstrated 
the complexity and thoroughness of 
medicine as practiced today, as 
contrasted with only a few years 
ago by displaying a rather skimpy 
and elementary record of the first 
patient admitted to the hospital in 
1912, along with a fifty page record 
describing all the studies and pro- 
cedures carried out on a recent ad- 
mission. 

Mr. Gilbert H. Hood, Jr., pres- 
ident of the board in his address lO 
the corporation described the in- 
creasing responsibilities of hospital 
directors in these difficult economic 
times and the duty they have to 
maintain high standards of hos- 
pital operation, regardless of the 
complexity of the organzation, or 
the economic pressures upon it. He 
went on to describe the work done 
by the many volunteers and or- 
ganizations associated with the 
hospital and the work that they 
have done during the past year to 
improve the service of the hospital 
and to help keep its costs down. He 
also thanked the trustees of the 
hospital, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Maurice T. Freeman, for the 
excellent job they have done in in- 
vesting the bequested funds, which 
this year produced income at the 
rate of 4.3H. This $24,522. of in- 
vestment income is an important 
factor in maintaining the low rates 
charged at Winchester Hospital. 

The following new directors were 
elected by the corporation: Paul W. 
Atwood, James L. Jenks, Jr., Mrs. 
R. Ashley Lewis, Mrs. Henry E. 
Moffette and Mrs. F. William Schu- 
macher.

WATER MAIN BURST 


Last Sunday morning one of the 
principal water mains from the 
Turkey Hill standpipe burst at the 
Winchester - Arlington line on 
Ridge street. The break was caus- 
ed by the settling of street con- 
struction at that point and took 
place shortly after the meter there 
was read at 7 : 15. 

The break was discovered at 7:30 
and the broken pipe quickly shut 
off, making the water loss from the 
break comparatively slight. 

Emergency repairs were affected 
at once and the flow of water re- 
versed so that the district served 
by the broken main could be served 
by Arlington. 

Considerable damage was done 
under ground by the settling and the 
break in the pipe, the chemical 
feeding equipment being washed 
away. This equipment fed soda 
and flourine into the water, and as 
a consequence of the damage water 
on the west side has been yellow 
again this week. 

It is expected that the equipment 
will be replaced before the end of 
the week and the water discolor- 
ation corrected. 

Just as water repair crews com- 
pleted temporary repairs at the 
Ridge street break they received a 
call to go at once to the intersec- 
tion of Cambridge street near Calu- 
met load where an automobile had 
knocked over a town hydrant, caus- 
ing a temporary flood at that point. 

This condition was also quickly 
corrected and again the loss of 
water was negligible.

CHARLES A. FARRAR 


Charles A. Farrar, former mem- 
ber of the Board of Public Welfare 
and Past Exalted Ruler of Win- 
chester Lodge of Elks, died Sun- 
day morning, October 27, at St. 
Luke’s Hospital in Morehead City, 
N. C. He left Winchester three 
months ago for Morehead City, 
buying a home near that of his 
daughter, Mrs. Elmer Veitch. His 
Winchester residence for many 
years was at 12 Myrtle street and 
he was widely known and universal- 
ly popular here among persons of 
all walks in life. 

For 42 years an employee of the 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Company, Mr. Farrar was at 
the time of his retirement chief re- 
pair man for the Winchester Office. 
He retired July 10, 1952, and was 
given a testimonial dinner at the 
Elks Home in Everett, at which as- 
sociate workers, telephone officials 
and friends were present. 

Mr. Farrar was the son of Asa 
M., and Henrietta (Stacey) Farrar. 
He was born October 7, 1887, in 
Melrose, and received his formal 
education in the schools of that 
city. As a youth he was for a time 
a sailor on the Hawaiian Line 
boats. 

Mr. Farrar went to work for the 
Telephone Company as a “scrub” 
in 1910, working 54 hours for a six 
day week at a wage of $(3, with no 
vacation. He worked up through 
the positions of sub-station install- 
er, lineman, and central office re- 
pair man to become chief repair 
man for the Winchester Office in 
July of 1937. 

Mr. Farrar came to Winchester 
in 1911 and on November 28, 1912, 
married the former Pauline M. 
Harrold, daughter of the late Po- 
lice Lt. and Mrs. John A. Harrold. 
Mrs. Farrar died August 3, 1953. 

During his long residence in 
Winchester, Mr. Farrar was active 
in the civic, religious and fraternal 
life of the town. He was a mem- 
ber and past exalted ruler of Win- 
chester Lodge of Elks, serving as 
a mem-.er and chairman of the So- 
cial and Community Welfare Com- 
mittee of the lodge. He was sec- 
retary and later president of St. 
Mary’s Conference Society of St. 
Vincent de Paul, an organization 
engaged in charitable work; was a 
member of Winchester Council, 
Knights of Columbus; and St. 
Mary's Holy Name Society. 

Mr. Farrar was elected to the 
Board of Public Welfare in March 
of 1949, and served continually on 
the Board until he left town. Fol- 
lowing his retirement from business 
he served as a school traffic officer 
up to the time he became ill and 
entered the Winchester Hospital 
for an operation during the winter 
preceding his leaving for More- 
head City. During World War I 
he was a member of the Winchester 
Machine Gun Company of the old 
State Guard. 

Besides his daughter, Mrs. Veitch. 
lie leaves a daughter, Miss Norma 
Farrar, of Morehead City, N. C., a 
member of the faculty at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois; a son Charles A. 
Farrar, Jr., of Phoenix, Ariz.; 
seven grandchildren, two sisters, 
Mrs. Emma Ames of Stoneham and 
Mrs. Addie Furnace of Chelsea; and 
two brothers, Walter, of Everett, 
and Ralph Farrar of Roslindale. 

The funeral was hold Thursday 
morning from the Lane Funeral 
Home with 'solemn requiem high 
mass celebrated at St. Mary’s 
Church. The pastor, Rev. John M. 
Munion, was celebrant. Rev. Martin 
J- Dolphin was deacon and Rev. 
Edmund L. Parker, subdeacon.

In California it has been discov- 
ered thiut certain plants can grow 
without other water, if they have 
dew regularly. On dewless nights, 
a fine spray, using much less water 
than customary irrigation, keeps 
them healthy. 

Dew s especially beneficial to 
young leaves. It comes at night, 
when plants do most of their grow- 
ing. Scientists olt<*n find old. leaves 
wet in the morning and young ones 
dry. 

Young leaves can take in the dew 
directly and use it. Moreover, many 
plants can reverse their whole 
pumping systems, absorbing water 
through the leaves, distributing it 
to stem and roots, and even push- 
ing it out into the soil to await a 
time when it is needed. 

“Wells’” in the ,*ir 

Some early peoples used much 
the same principle to provide water 
for crops and for themselves. 

On a plain near Jerusalem, for 
example, mounds of pebbles can 
still be found. Centuries ago, they 
were "aerial wells.” The pebbles 
cooled rapidly at nightfall, condens- 
ing quantities of dew. The earth 
around became wet enough to grow 
figs ind grapes. 

Smilar pebble mounds in Feodo- 
siv in the Crimea were equipped 
with pipes that carried the conden- 
at<* to public fountains. 

SATELLITE WILL PROVIDE 
IMPORTANT NEW KNOWLEDGE 


To the roar of giant rocket j 
motors under test, scientists of 
Project Vanguard are making final i 
irenar; tions for man’s first assault ' 
»n niter space. 

Present plans (;:-.!l for launching 
ihc> first 21 pound satellite from 
Florida station early next year — if 
I no hitches develop during final 
tes's. Ai least six of the viny 
j moons, it is hoped, will be rocketed 
into space during 1958. Once es- 
tablished in an orbit, a satellite is 
j expected to stay aloft from two 
weeks to a year or more. 

S pec l acula r Program 

The satellite program — most 
spe iacular feature of the Inter- 
national Geophysical Year will 
broaden man's knowledge in four 
important fields, says the National 
Geographic Society. 

Sensitive instruments in thp 


elaborately plated and polished 
magnesium sphere will record in- 
formation on solar radiation, par- 
ticularly the effects of ultraviolet 
light from the towering geysers of 
flame that periodically convulse the 
sun’s surface. 

Other instruments will probe our 
own planet’s radiation — both that 
reflected from the sun and that 
generated by internal heat. 

In addition, scientists expect to 
learn more about the mysteries of 
cosmic rays, as well as the nature 
of the magnetic field surrounding 
the earth. By-products will include 
an accurate determination of at- 
mospheric density and a clearer pic- 
ture of the earth’s shape. 

Due to its highly reflective sur- 
face, the tiny moon — only 20 inches 
in diameter — is expected to be vis- 
ible through binoculars under ideal 
conditions as it hurtles around the 
earth at 18,000 miles an hour. 

Volunteer observers will supple- 
ment official checkpoints in tracing 
the satellite’s path across the 
| heavens. From these sightings, an 
! electronic calculator in Washing- 
ton will instantly compute speed, 
altitude, find orbit. 


Mammoth Cameras 

The most accurate chart of the 
artificial moon’s course will be re- 
corded by 12 mammoth, specially 
designed cameras strategically em- 
placed throughout the world. Based 
on such photographic observation, 
accurate measurements between 
points on the earth’s surface will 
be determinable within 30 feet. Due 
to irregularities in the earth’s 
shape, present-day geographic mea- 
surements often err by as much as 
500 feet over long distances. 

The three-stage rocket that will 
launch the satellite on its historic 
flight into space is 72 feet long 
and weighs 11 tons. It will propel 
the instrument-crammed sphere to 
an altitute of perhaps 300 miles and 
impart a speed of 26,470 feet a sec- 
ond at the moment of release. 

Rocket enthusiasts note that this 
is more than 70 per cent of “escape 
velocity” — the speed necessary to 
overcome Earth’s gratitationaf pull 
and make true space travel pos- 
sible.

Science's success in sending 
manned hallloons, rockets, and now 
an artificial moon into the earth's 
upper atmosphere raises an age- 
old question: What and where is 
space ? 

The phrase “outer space” is com- 
monly and erroneously used in 
connection with the edge of the 
earth’s protective blanket of air, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. In proper usage, outer space 
means the incredibly distant reach- 
es among stars and galaxies. 

Geographically, space is divided 
into three regions: interplanetary, 
the local space in our own solar 
system; interstellar, that .among 
starts; and intergalactic, the count- 
less trillions of miles among galax- 
ies such as the earth’s own Milky 
Way. 

Properly speaking, space begins 
at the limits of the earth’s atmos- 
phere. The thickness of the grad- 
ually blanket of air is not known. 
It may he several thousand miles — 
or far less. 

As yet, man has climbed only 
some 20 miles from the ground, 
i Rockets have belched to 250 miles. 
The Russian satellite shot into its 
j orbit at a reported height of 5(50 
miles. The mysterious ocean of 
true space lies beyond. 

In popular fancy, space is a cold 
and silent void, inky black except 
for the steady white blaze of stars. 
Mow and then a huge meteor roars 
: through the eternal light, trailing 
i a skirt of flame. 

Actually, scientists remind sci- 
t ence-fiction fans, space is nothing. 

! Being nothing, it is neither hot nor 
cold. The molecules in space are 
too rare to give it any temperature 
at all. 

Any meteoroid that one might 
meet in space would not roar or 
flame. For space has no atmos- 
phere to carry sound or make a 
moving object incandescent. Only 
atmosphere can turn a speeding 
meteoroid — most are smaller than 
a grain of sand — into a meteor or 
dazzling “shooting star.” 

Space, hy earth’s standards, is a 
vacuum. But it is not empty. 
Scientists believe it holds a very 
thin gas of scattered molecules. 

Traffic is somewhat heavy. 
Speeding through the expanse are 
myriad dust particles, dragon- 
breathed radiation, and the baf- 
fling charged particles called cos- 
mic rays. Like whirlpools, strange 
gravitational fields of suns and 
planets tug at matter traveling in 
space. 

Distances are beyond belief. The 
nearest star visitble to earthlings 
is Alpha G’entauri. It would take 
a jet plane going 700 miles an hour 
almost million years to reach it. 

Earth’s atmosphere, compared to 
space, is a hotbed. Its lower levels 
brew weather. In upper levels 
tides surge hack and forth with the 
power of a million atomic bombs. 

Containing nitrogen, oxygen, 
argon, carbon dioxide, and traces 
of other gases, atmosphere is divid- 
ed into layers — the troposphere 
where we live, the stratosphere, 
chemosphere, ionosphere, and ex- 
osphere. 

Sandwiched in the troposphere 
and startosphere is 99 percent of 
our air mass. Virtually all life is 
concentrated in the former, which 
has an average height of about 10 
miles at the Equator and five miles 
at the Poles. Above it, extending 
to a ceiling of about 20 miles, is 
the serene stratosphere where jet 
plant's leave their vapor trails. 

The remainder of tin* earth’s air 
mass lies in the 30-mile deep chem- 
osphere, where atoms undergo 
chemical changes; in the iono- 
sphere, the 200-mile belt of rarefied 
air where particles are ionized or 
electrically charged; and the exo- 
sphere, a vaguely defined border- 
land where the last vestiges of 
atmosphere gases thin out finally 
into space proper. 


Swifts achieve the most rapid 
flight known among birds. By 
means of a stop watch, two species 
in India have been clocked nt 170 to 
200 miles an hour. 

Algae, primitive water-loving 
plants, have been found growing in 
ice and snow above the Arctic Cir- 
cle and in hot springs where water 
reaches 200 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Mount Vernon, George Washing- 
ton’s 500-acre estate on the Poto- 
mac River in Virginia, is saluted by 
each United States Navy vessel 
that passes. 

Crete, a 3,235-square-mile island 
in the Mediterranean, had the finest 
roads in the world 3,500 years ago, 
the National Geographic Magazine 
says. Now, with American help, 
an ambitious building program has 
provided modern highways. 

Scotsmen, whose ancestors were 
knocking feather balls about heath- 
er-clad dunes as early as 1457, or- 
ganized the Royal and Ancient Golf 
Club of St. Andrews in 1754. The 
National Geographic Magazine 
says thousands of courses the world 
over today follow the 13 basic prin- 
ciples of “gowtr” laid down by the 
”22 noblemen and gentlemen” who 
founded St. Andrews. 

Apples originated between the 
Black and Caspian Seas, says the 
National Geographic Magazine. 
Peaches and oranges came not from 
Georgia, Florida, or California but 
from China, where they were culti- 
vated 4,000 years ago. The Near 
and Middle East gave us lettuce, 
carrots, peas, and spinach. The 
Andes produced the “Irish” potato. 


The Arctic tern probably sees 
more daylight than- any other 
creature. The world’s greatest 
traveler, it nests each summer in 
the North Polar regions, then flies 
some 11,000 miles to Antarctica for 
another flightless summer, the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine says. 

To keep up with local fashions, 
some Sudanese women wear cart- 
ridge shells stuck in their lower 
lips. 


A solar furnace in the Pyrenees 
creates a heat of *5,000 degrees Fah- 
renheit and melts thet hardes 
metals, the National Geographic 
Magazine says. A 35-foot reflector 
catches rays from a flat mirror that 
tracks the sun automatically. 

The term “Christian” was first 
applied to the followers of Jesus 
Christ in Antioch (Antakya), Tur- 
kov, scene of St. Paul’s first minis- 
try. '

Winchester piled up a try at the 
line, but was declared offside on 
the play and the ball was placed a 
yard short of the goal line. 

Rogers banged into the center of 
the line and his effort was ruled a 
touchdown on a very quick call by 
the linesman. Captain Flaherty 
and others of the Winchester team 
protested, but to no avail. From 
the stands, at least the Winchester 
stands, the ball did not appear to 
be over. 

Winchester stopped the attempt- 
ed rush for the extra point, and a 
few moments later the final whistle 
blew. 

Winchester made 12 first downs 
to 9 for Melrose, rushing for 267 
yards to 197 for the Red. Win- 
chester completed one of three 
passes and had one intercepted. 
Melrose completed two of seven 
passes for 27 yards. 

Winchester fumbled twice, re- 
covering once. Melrose recovered 
two of four fumbles and had a big 
edge in penalty assessments, losing 
30 yards to Winchester’s 63. The 
summary:

The Oath of Hippocrates, taken 
by doctors for many centuries, was 
quoted by Sanford H. Moses, M.D., 
as a guide also for volunteers at 
the Winchester Hospital who strive 
to keep the “Patient’s Privacy,” at 
the panel discussion sponsored last 
week by the Friends of the Win- 
chester Hospital. 

Held at the Winchester Hospital 
nurses’ dining room Thursday af- 
ternoon, October 24, the "Patient’s 
Privacy Panel” featured the views 
of Rev. Dwight L. Cart., D.D., as 
the minister; Miss Laura Rogers 
as the nurse; Mrs. Arthur T. Her- 
tig as the volunteer; and Mrs. Wil- 
liam R. Kimball ns the patient in 
addition to Dr. Moses as the phy- 
sician. The ideas presented were 
both costructive and inspiring for 
the volunteers present. 

Reaffirming Dr. Moses’ warning 
“to keep silent” on the affairs of 
the patient, Mrs. Hertig quoted the 
Volunteers Pledge which states 
that the volunteer will “consider 
confidential all information” gain- 
ed on duty as a hospital volunteer 
and “will seek no information in re- 
gard to a patient.” Dr. Cart spoke 
on the etiquette of a good visitor 
to the sick, saying that as a matter 
of policy he never inquires into the 
nature of a patient’s illness when 
visiting. He concentrates on the 
good spirit and mental well-being 
of the patient. 

Director of Nursing at the Win- 
chester Hospital, Miss Rogers 
spoke of the working relationship 
between the nurse and volunteer. 
She emphasized the obligation of 
both to be considerate of the pa- 
tient who comes in contact with so 
many hospital workers when con- 
fined to the hospital. Mrs. Kimball 
as the final speaker pin-pointed 
some of the most obvious ways in 
which a volunteer can intrude on 
the privacy of the patient and ways 
to avoid it and thus keep the trust 
placed in her. The "gossip” was 
ruled by all speakers as unfit to be 
a hospital volunteer. 

A question period followed the 
panel speakers. Mrs. Robert H. 
Kroepsch was the moderator for 
the afternoon. 

A special exhibit of the equip- 
ment given to the Winchester Hos- 
pital by the Friends during the past 
seven years was an added feature 
6f interest at this meeting. Mrs.

He 
then spent a year doing graduate 
work at Ohio State University, at 
the conclusion of which he received 
his Master’s degree in public ad- 
ministration. 

Two yeurs’ duty in the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel followed, after 
which Captain Hauck returned to 
sea duty in 1952 as executive officer 
of the cruiser Worcester. The fol- 
lowing year, he assumed duties as 
Commander Destroyer Division 102, 
and a year later entered the Naval 
War College, from which he was 
graduated in 1955. (It was during 
this three-year period that Captain 
Hauck and his family occupied 
their home on Canterbury road, 
Winchester. 1 

A two-year tour in the Bureau of 
Naval Personnel, was Captain 
Hauck’s last duty assignment be- 
fore he assumed command of the 
Rockbridge.

NOTICE TO VETERANS 


Veterans of World War I who 
are 65 years of age or older, who 
served in the active military, naval, 
or air service for a period of ninety 
consecutive days, who were honor- 
ably discharged and have a 10% 
permanent disablity, and impair- 
ment of body or mind which is suf- 
ficient to render it impossible for 
him to follow a substantial gainful 
occupation, as determined by the 
Veterans’ Administration, are eli- 
lible to receive a pension of $78.75 
per month, provided their income 
does not exceed $1,400.00 per year 
if single or $2,700.00 per year with 
dependents, Charles N. Collatos, 
Massachusetts Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services, announced to- 
day. 

“Other War Veterans under 65 
years of age, whose disabilities are 
determined by the V.A. to be total 
and permanent, are eligible to re- 
ceive a pension of $60.15 per month, 
subject to the same income limita- 
tions.” 

Commissioner Collatos pointed 
out, “that a monthly rate of $135.45 
per month is paid by the V.A. to 
veterans who are helpless or blind, 
or so nearly helpless or blind ns to 
need or require tho regular aid and 
attendance of another person.” 
Commissioner Collatos further 
advised that veterans will be assist- 
ed in filing their application for 
pension by visiting their local or 
district Department of Veterans' 
Services oflice, or tho Office of the 
Commissioner of Veterans’ Serv- 
ices at 15 Ashburton place, near the 
State House, Boston 8, Massachu- 
setts.

Donald F. J. Pooler, Jr., 22, son 
of Donald F. J., and Margaret 
(O’Donnell) Pooler of 18 Elmwood 
avenue, died with his three year 
old son, Donald F. Pooler, 3rd, and 
his year-old daughter, Margaret E., 
in their apartment in Portsmouth, 
Va., Sunday, November 3, of what 
authorities there said was carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Mr. Pooler’s wife, Eddye S. Pool- 
er, was overcome by the fumes and 
unconscious when the tragedy was 
discovered. She was rushed t<> the 
Porstmouth Naval Hospital where 
her condition was said early this 
week to be critical. Mr. Pooler’s 
parents loft Winchester Monday 
forenoon to drive to their son’s 
home. 

According to the reports of the 
accident the fumes that overcame 
the Poolers came from a heater and 
entered the apartment when a vent 
was jarred loose from its attach- 
ment to the chimney.

WINCHESTER PILOT 
LANDS DAMAGED PLANE 

BLOWN TIRE NECESSITATED 
ONE-WHEEL LANDING 

('apt. A. R. (Gunner) Rrink, of 
33 Samoset road, an Eastern Air- 
line pilot with many years service, 
landed a big Constellation safely 
at Atlanta, (la., last Saturday des- 
spite the loss of the inboard tire of 
the dual wheels on the left hurl- 
ing gear, which blew out when the 
plane took off at Newark, N. J., on 
a Boston to Atlanta flight. 

('apt. Brink knew he was in 
trouble soon after his plane got 
into the air at Newark. The pilot 
of a following plane radioed him 
that his ship was shedding rubber, 
but the Captain said nothing to the 
61 passengers aboard until the ship 
reached Atlanta. 

Then he calmly told those aboard 
what the situation was, explained 
what he planned to do, and warned 
his interested listeners that in the 
event the remaining tire on the left 
landing gear let go to prepare for 
a sudden stop. Pillows were slipped 
into safety belts and passengers 
were instructed to brace themselves 
against the seats in front of them. 

The precautions turned out to he 
unnecessary. Captain Rrink brought 
in the plane with the loft wing 
high, rolling some distance on the 
right landing gear before the left 
gear came down. The single tire 
held up and the big plane came to 
an easy stop. After a tense mo- 
ment of silence the passengers 
burst into cheers of relief. 

Captain Brink, himself, appar- 
ently felt the whole thing was rou- 
tine. At least his wife’s first 
knowledge of the near accident was 
when Boston newsmen called her. 
The captain had not bothered to 
call her, and Mrs. Brink told re- 
porters any good pilot could make a 
similar landing, and her husband, 
she said, "is u good pilot.” 

The Captain, aged 44, began fly- 
ing airplanes in Buffalo in 1933 and 
has been with Eastern Airlines for 
the past 13 years. He and his wife 
came to Winchester six years ago 
with their four children, Michael, 
15, a member of the freshman foot- 
ball team at Winchester High; 
Carol, 12; Daniel, 10; Richard, 
seven; and William, five. Home 
for Sunday and Monday, Captain 
Brink saw his son, "MikQ” help beat 
the Reading freshman eleven Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Actively identified with the First 
Baptist Church, Captain Brink 
preached the Layman’s Sunday ser- 
mon there about a month ago, tak- 
ing as his text, "My Father’s Busi- 
ness." Mrs. Brink thought it was a 
"wonderful sermon,” and also was 
sure her husband was much more 
nervous in the church pulpit than 
he was in his crippled plane.

The life of an organization, like 
that of an individual, is marked 
by its birthdays. A glance at the 
annual celebrations can bring to 
mind a clear picture of the growth, 
development and maturity of that 
| life. 

Let us start with the birth of 
! our Needlework Guild in that long- 
ago November 1909. 

A small group of earnest women 
assumed the responsibility of car- 
j ing for the infant offspring of its 
; parent, the national needlework or- 
ganization. They were faithful to 
their trust, and through two gen- 
erations have held to the simplicity, 
and the high ideals of what %vas 
even then becoming an outstanding 
and unique “charity to help all oth- 
er local charities.” It was easy to 
grow in strength and numbers, for 
Winchester women have always en- 
couraged unity in carrying on wel- 
fare work in our midst. 

In 1919, when our 10th birthday 
arrived, and again when we reached 
the age of 25, we received inspira- 
tion through visits from the cur- 
rent national presidents. They both 
considered us a branch outstanding 
among all those in towns of our 
size throughout the United States. 

New enthu»iasm and devotion de- 
veloped as more and more repre- 
sentatives from the different 
churches became directors, and by 
degrees we attained our goal of 20 
directors, each with her active 
membership of ten or more donors. 

To hold the interest, mothers be- 
gan to pass on their groups to 
their daughters, and many daugh- 
ters-in-law put a shoulder to the 
wheel and kept up our high record 
of thoughtful gifts. 

There was an adolescent period 
which broug-ht its problems during 
the war years; and the guild filled 
special needs in families of service- 
men. Each November brought more

and fcxetter nrticles for distribution. 
From our original collection of 140 
articles we attained a total last 
year of 790. Many hearts and homes 
have been happier because of the 
help extended in this month of 
giving thanks. 

Lilce every organization which 
stands for progress the guild has 
been awake to changes which come 
a town like this. The needs of 
the less well-to-do and the best way 
of supplying those needs alter with 
the passage of time. 

Tine officers and directors of the 
gniild gave serious consideration to 
these changes at their annual Octo- 
ber gret-together. It was with sin- 
cere regret, but with an optimistic 
approach, that it was finally voted 
to merge our endeavors, and pass 
over- our type of giving to younger 
leaders, already well established in 
social service work. 

Who could be better equipped to 
carry the torch which the guild 
passes on than our well-known, ef- 
ficient, and warm-hearted En Ka 
society? Already they are in the 
habit of co-operating with all 
groups who have the best interests 
of Winchester at heart, from Scout 
Cubs to Rotarians, from our hos- 
pital to the intimate personal ser- 
vice of all public health and visit- 
ng nurses. 

They will only be strengthened 
by adding to their responsibilities, 
and past members of the guild will 
always give them loyal assistance. 

There is always a feeling of sad- 
ness when one reaches the closing 
chapter of a good biography, nnd 
the story of the Needlework Guild 
is no exception. There is however 
deep satisfaction in knowing that 
n the words of a familiar poet, 
“We have lived in deeds 
not words — 

In unselfish service, 
not in figures 
On the dial of time." 


The members of the Diabetes 
Detection Drive Committee of the 
Middlesex East District Medical 
Society who will conduct a search 
for hidden diabetics during Dia- 
hetes Week, November 17-23, were 
announced today by Dr. Nelson C. 
Fontnoau, committee chairman. 

They are: Dr. Ralph Daffinee, 
Melrose; Dr. Kenneth Codin, 
Stnneham; Dr. J. R. Marshall, Wil- 
mington; Dr. Arthur Koenig, Read- 
ing; Dr. L. S. McLaughlin, Wo- 
burn; and Dr. Irving Showstack, 
Wakefield. 

Dr. Fontneau said that the Com- 
mittee is mapping plans to make 
every citizen aware of the dangers 
inherent in undetected cases of 
diabetes, and to provide opportuni- 
ties for people to take a simple 
test to determine whether they 
have the condition. 

“Although medical science is 
able to control diabetes today, 
many people who have this condi- 
tion are not aware of it and there- 
fore are not seeking proper treat- 
ment,” he emphasized. 

“The diabetic whose condition is 
under treatment need have little 
discomfort and still less fear," he 
said. “If he cooperates intelligently 
with his physician on treatment, 
diet nnd pattern of living, he can 
expect to live a long, useful and 
happy life, a life as normal in most 
respects as other people.” 

The local Drive is sponsored by 
the Middlesex East District Medical 
Society, in cooperation with the 
American Diabetic Association 
which is conducting it on a nation- 
wide basis for the tenth consecu- 
tive year. 

Dr. Fontneau urged all residents 
to see their family physicians or to 
avail themselves of the services of 
the public detection centers which 
his committee will establish in the 
community. 

A urine test will he done free of 
charge if specimens arc left at the 
offices of physicians during Dia- 
betes Week, clearly labeled with 
name and address. Specimens may 
also be left at the Choate Hospital, 
Woburn; Winchester Hospital, Mel- 
rose Hospital or the New England 
Sanitarium.

NOVEMBER 14 


The Mystic Valley Mental Health 
Association, which includes the 
towns of Arlington, Bedford, Lex- 
ington and Woburn in addition to 
Winchester, announces today its 
first open program meeting to be 
held at 8:00 p. m. on Thursday 
evening, November 14, at the 
Maria Hastings School, on Crosby 
road, near 2618 Massachusetts ave.

EDITORIALS 

Elsewhere in this paper are letters about the Wadleigh School 
written by Mrs. McDonald and Mr. Barnard. The writers do not see 
eye to eye on the matter of further use of the building for school pur- 
poses, Mrs. McDonald believing strongly that such use is entirely 
feasible while Mr. Barnard is as firmly opposed. 

Both are experienced in school matters. Mrs. McDonald, until 
her retirement a year or so ago, had spent a large part of her adult 
life teaching, both in the Winchester schools and in Stoneham. As a 
matter of fact, she taught in the Wadleigh building as a young teacher. 
She can see no reason why the school cannot again serve the town in 
the school housing emergency now being faced by the community. 

Mr. Barnard’s school experience is that of a school committeeman 
and school building committeeman. He emphatically believes the 
Wadleigh School has completely outlived its usefulness as a school and 
that whatever the cost to make it again usable, would be money wasted. 
\t least that is the impression one receives from reading his letter. 

It is the Star’s hope that both letters, with their divergent points 
of view, will be read and re-read, carefully, especially by those serving 
their precincts as town meeting members. The Wadleigh building 
seems destined to become an increasingly interesting item in future 
discussions of the school housing problem. 

Long-time residents will learn with regret of the passing of the 
Winchester Branch of the Needlework Guild. Active in Winchester 
since 1909, this group of devoted women, in some instances mothers, 
daughters and granddaughters, have carried on this worthwhile com- 
munity charitable enterprise without the fanfare of publicity, yet with 
complete effectiveness. 

Theirs is the satisfaction that comes from a good Job well done, 
and surely they should find equal satisfaction in the fact that En Ku 
has agreed to carry on the work of the guild. En Ka is always alive 
to the chance to be of service, and this taking over of the Needlework 
Guild effort is Just another “star in its crown.” 

The service of high school and junior high school teachers in extra- 
curricular school activities as supervisors and coaches is commencing 
to pose a serious problem to the local school authorities, especially so 
in view of the extra effort demanded on the part of pupils and teachers 
in the college preparatory course, due to the intensive competition for 
college entrance. 

Extra-curricular activities are looming larger and larger in the 
Winchester school picture. A glance at the yearbook leaves you won- 
dering how the youngsters ever find time to do a bit of serious study. 
The vaudeville show, rifle club, tumblers, camera club, dramatics, glee 
clubs, the school paper and yearbook. Red Cross, thrift club, athletics 
and many others compete for the time of both pupils and teachers out- 
side the classroom. 

Some of the teachers are commencing to find that the outside 
supervision is commencing to interfere with their teaching. Naturally 
the school authorities are concerned about this. They are equally 
reluctant to curtail the extra-curricular activities of the pupils. They 
all contribute to the value of the youngsters’ education, yet if a teacher 
hras to scamp his teaching to supervise the outside activities, what then? 

The school authorities are wondering if there are not in town com- 
petent persons who could capably, and would be willing to take over 
some of this extra-curricular supervision. In fact they are giving 
some serious thought to the possibility of trying to locate such persons. 
It seems a tall order, despite the fact that many of these extra-curricular 
supervisory Jobs are paid. 


The High School Ruilding fnm- 
i mittee, created in the March, 1957 
Town Meeting, gave a confusing 
report at the recent special Town 
Meeting. 

They will, I feel sure, hear the ! 
real grass-root rumblings of the 
parents of the Town of Winchester 
an«l not bring out politically con- 
ceived plans to satisfy those few 
vociferous Town Meeting members 
that would rather save a dollar on 
the tax rnte thnn adequately and 
properly provide educational facil- 
ities for the youth of the town.

Inside, the building is in fine con- or auditorium 
dition, considering the fact that it Chester field 
has been allowed to run down with 
no attention paid to preserving its 
usefulness. 

The stairs of the school are of 
steel construction with slate treads, 
the walls sturdy and strong, the 
well-built red inner structure of 
brick showing through the rooms 
where the blackboards have been 
torn out. 

The floors are in amazingly fine 
shape. How well men built in those 
days. Especially when you con- 
sider some of the contingencies 
that have arisen in some of Win- 
chester’s later-built schools; an as- 
sembly hall floor that buckled 
(and took a year to find the cause); 
closed plumbing in another school 
and a ripping out of walls to assess 
and correct the breaks, etc. And 
there have been other situations 
which can be enumerated at the 
proper time. 

Not in my memory has there 
been any repair work done at the 
Wadleigh. Many persons there have 
been, (those who think good teach- j 
ing can be accomplished only in 
schools with pastel-colored walls \ 
and, if possible, a sink and bubbler 
in every classroom), who have beg- 
ged for the death by destruction of 
the Wadleigh School, but that dig- 
nified building has been too cussed 
to even get sick!

ing tax rate w-e are faced with to- I 
day, do you think they would ever j 
have allowed the unfortunate sale 
of the little Mystic School on Bacon 1 
street? 

Having it today would obviate 1 
split grades in the present Mystic 1 
School, and the hiring of a few 
extra teachers, a janitor and the 
cost of heating a school is a far 
cry from building new classrooms 
at a cost of between thirty-five and 
forty thousand dollars each. 

I am convinced of one thing — ! 
we will make school use of the 
Wadleigh. I have been deluged 
with telephone calls since the Town 
Meeting. 

And keeping the fine old-fashion- 
ed school right where it is, a part 
of the dignified combination of the 
school, the Towm Hall, and the 
beautiful Baptist Church, will help 
to preserve some part of Winches- 
ter’s individuality as a town whose 
civic character is not stereotyped.

The Prince paid tribute to Sir 
Ernest Shackleton on South Geor- 
gia, where the famed British ex- 
plorer died in 1922. 

No island endeared itself to 
Prince Philip more than tiny, rug- 
ged Tristan da Cunha in the South 
Atlantic. All donkeys had been 
driven to a far corner of the island 
to keep them from eating the 
flower-decked arch of welcome. A 
soccer game between a Britannia 
team and islanders drew frequent 
advice from spectators, the most 
frequent shouts being, "Mind the 
precipice!” and "Keep it on the 
island!"

President Thomas G. Dignan of 
j Boston Edison Company reports vo 
stockholders that net income for 
the first nine months of 1957 was 
$6,727,636, as compared with $7,- 
238,210 in the corresponding period 
in 1956, a reduction of $510,574. 

Dvidends on the preferred stock 
issued in June 1956 have been 
$573,600 thus far in 1957, as com- 
pared with $213,396 in 1956. The 
balance available for common 
shares for the nine months ended 
September 30, 1957, was $6,154,036, 
or $2.27 a share as compared with 
$7,024,814, or $2.59 a share, in 1956. 

Mr. Dignan stated that to meet 
the problem of rising expenses the 
Company on September 5, 1957 
filed with the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Utilities a com- 
plete revision of rate schedules, 
which would result in increases in 
revenues of approximately $2,488,- 
000 a year. Hearings before the 
Department are now in progress.

Thomas Raphael of 6 Oneida 
road anti Richard W. Schweizer ->f 
Bedford, were the recipients on Oc- 
tober 22, 1957 of TJ. S. patent \ r o. 
2,810,775, entitled “Plate Separator 
for Storage Batteries.” 

Storage batteries o-f the lead- 
acid type are widely used. As a 
general rule, the positive and 
negative plates of such a battery 
comprise grids of lead or an alloy 
of lead to which the active material 
is applied ns a paste. The plates

i the purpose of using a paste as the 
active material is to obtain a porous 
structure and therefore increase the 
available surface area for the elec- 
rochemical reaction that occurs 
during use of the battery. 

In order to obtain a high current 
j output, the plates of opposite polar- 
| ity should be placed as close to- 
gether as possibH' without touching 
each other and causing internal 
! short circuits. A plate separator is 
| used for this purpose and should 
I have such properties as dimension- 
al stability, non-conduction of elec- 


tricity, permeability for the elec- 
trolyte, and resistance to acids and 
the harmful effects of oxygen. 

In view of these basic require- 
ments, very few materials, accord- 
ing to Messrs. Raphael and Schwei— 
zer, have been satisfactory for vise 
as separators for the plates of 
storage batteries. These include 
certain veneers of wood, rubber 
structures, and cellulose fibers im- 
pregnated with an acid-resistant 
thermosetting resin. Although

The building is attractive in de- 
sign, the work of Richard Sears 
Gallagher, architect, and ideally or- 
ganized for the comfort and con- 
venience of those it will serve. 

It will interest the many friends 
of Lt. Dempsey here to know he 
played so prominent a part in the 
construction of the building: and 

that he will continue in close con- 
tact with the use of the center <xa 
president and member of the board 
of directors.

The board of directors of Beggs & Cobb, Inc 
announced to employees through letters from the 
operations at the Winchester plant 
or three months. The letter also st 
way to sell the whole corporation. 

The decision comes as a result of | 
several years of unprofitable oper- 
ations at the plant, due partly to 
stitf competition in western states. 

About two years ago the stock- 
holders met and decided to go all 
out to put the plant on a profitable 
basis and the best engineering 
counsel was obtained to institute 
new methods. Considerable prog- 
ress was reported, but it was not 
enough to get the plunt back on its 
feet. 

Upon hearing this report, the 
stockholders were reluctant to put 
any more money in the unprofitable 
operation and they began to search 
foi someone to buy the entire or- 
ganization. At the moment, officials 
at the plant think the situation is 
encouraging. 

Meetings with several organiza- 
tions which are interested in taking 
over the Beggs it Cobb operations 
are being held this week and it is 
expected that there will be some 
sort of a decision reached by the 
middle of next week. It is expect- 
ed that if a new organization takes 
over the Corporation the Winches- 
ter plant, will continue in operation 
because of the prominence of the 
70 year old Beggs it Cobb name in 
tin* field of side upper leather. 


However, if nothing develops 
within a few months, the Corpor- 
ation will liquidate the plant and 
368 persons will be without jobs. 
The loss to Winchester in taxes and 
the means of making a livelihood 
for so many people will be great; 
the concern has the largest pay 
in the immediate area.

Mr. Smith snont an interesting 
boyhood in Turkey where his father 
served as treasurer of Anatolia 
College and president of the Theo- 
logical School under the American 
Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions. He came home vo 
the United States for his higher 
education, which he received at Be- 
loit College while living with rela- 
tives in Madison, Wisconsin. He 
graduated in 1897. 

Following two years of high 
school teaching he became principal 
of Warren Academy for Boys in 
Illinois. From there, his “purse 
replenished” he went to New Haven 
for a three-year course at the Yale 
Divinity School where he received 
scholastic honors as well as becom- 
ing a tennis champion. After grad- 
uation, he was persuaded to re- 
enter the education field and for 
three years headed the Classics De- 
partment of Yankton College, 
South Dakota, followed by four 
years in the chair of Biblical His- 
tory and Literature at Colorado 
College. The student estimate of 
his standing there was aptly ex- 
pressed in the following stanza 
written and sung by the Colorado 
College Glee Club: 

"Here’s to our long Prof. Bible 
Smith 

Who says Adam’s rib is only a 
myth. 

lie’s sharp as a tack and deep as a 
well.

(Boulder being the State 
University and rival in athletics) 

But Mr. Smith’s first love, vhe 
ministry, beckoned more strongly 
and he accepted the call to the Sec- 
ond Congregational Church of Bev- 
erly, Mass. From Beverly, he was 
shortly called to the Congregational 
Church of our near neighbor. West 
Medford, where he fruitfully served 
the community, his church and the 
church at large for thirty-four 
years. 

Among his avocations have been 
music, poetry, reading, and walk- 
ing. Mr. Smith is a familiar figure 
on our streets since coming vo 
Winchester ten years ago, and a 
good man to meet. 

He has served Boston as pres- 
ident of the Boston Ministers Meet- 
ing, president of the Boston’s Pil- 
grim Club and chairman of vhe 
Trustees of the Massachusetts Con- 
gregational State Conference. 

In his early years of teaching 
high school science and mathema- 
tics, Mr. Smith met the lady of his 
dreams, Miss Lilian Parker, teach- 
ing English and German across the 
hall.

It contributes to a research 
project and runs two groups in Wakefield for retarded children in the 
nine-town ’arm. 

Among the projects sponsored by the association are an adolescent 
group with a qualified teacher which teaches work with hands, and a 
pre-school nursery group with a teacher which meets twice a week. 
The school meets in Wakefield, and all retarded children in the nine- 
town area are provided with free transportation. In addition, two 
scholarships are given each year to teachers who will enter the field, 
and one scholarship is given to enable a doctor to study the problems 
of retarded children.

With Christmas only a little more 
than a month away, the postmaster 
reminds us, "It’s later than you 
think!” Most folks have a ten- 
dency to wait until December rolls 
around before they give their 
Christmas mailing plnns a thought! 

The postmaster further suggest- 
ed that right now is the time to 
take the following steps: check 
your Christmas card lists very 
carefully — make sure that each 
address includes the full name, 
street and number, city, zone and 
state. 

He said, also, that it is a good 
idea to stock up on heavy wrapping 
paper, sturdy corrugated cartons, 
strong cord, and paper adhesive 
tape for use in securely packing 
and wrapping your Christmas gifts. 
If you’d like to include your Christ- 
mas card or letter inside your gift 
package, just add the appropriate 
First Class mail postage to the 
package itself; thus, insuring si- 
multaneous arrival of your gift and 
greeting. 

Be sure to stock up on plenty of 
stamps at the same time. 

Also, ask for free labels reading, 
“All for Local Delivery” and "All 
for Out of Town Delivery,” so that 
you can speed arrival of your 
Christmas cards by sorting and 
tying them in two separate bundles 
with the addresses all facing one 
way. 

Keep in mind that only Christmas 
cards carrying First Class three 
cent, or six cent Air Mail postage, 
may include a personal message. 
Nothing more than a signature is 
authorized on cards mailed at the 
two cent Third Class rate; and he 
sure your return address is on every 
Christmas card envelope, this is 
socially correct, and helps both you 
and your friends to keep your mail- 


ing lists up-to-date.

Indus- 
try, labor and management are con- 
stantly using this information in 
planning various kinds of programs 
and in measuring the general level 
of business activity.

The fall has slipped rapidly by, and here it is nearly time for the 
big football classic of the Mystic Valley, the Winchester-Wobum game, 
this year to be played Thanksgiving morning on Manchester Field, 
commencing at 10:15. . 

Neither Winchester nor Woburn comes into this turkey-day meeting 
unscathed. Each has tasted defeat, Woburn at the hands of potent 
Swampscott in the opening game of the season for both schools, and 
Winchester last Saturday at Wakefield in the 6-0 ball game that left 
the Middlesex League championship in the tepees of the Scarlet War- 
riors. . 

Swampscott beat Woburn 25-6 in 
a game that Woburn would love to 
play again. The Tanners were hard- 
ly ready for the Sculpins, and the 
Orange olfense, put into high gear 
by the switch of Anderson to quar- 
terback, hadn’t really jelled. 

How does the big Turkey Day 
game look? Frankly, it looks like 
Woburn to the Star. Winchester’s 
showing at Wakefield was nothing 
to enthuse over, and the picture be- 
comes doubly drab when you re- 
member that Woburn beat Wake- 
field, 26-6, while Winchester could- 
n’t score on the Scarlet in its los- 
ing battle, 6-0. 

Reading and Wakefield were the 
two teams both Winchester and 
Woburn met this year, und Wo- 
burn’s defeat of Wakefield more 
than offsets Winchester’s slightly 
larger score against the Rockets. 

Woburn has been a fine second- 
half club all season, several times 
coming from behind to pull games 
out of the fire that seemed lost. 

That is the index of a good team. 

The Tanners are going to be hard 
to beat come Turkey Day, especial- 
ly in view of the 14-13 defeat of 
last year, still called by Woburn 
fans “the worst robbery since 
Brink’s.” 

F’ollowers of both teams shouldn’t 
forget last year’s game. It should 
prove something of a deterrent to 
any over-confidence of Tanner 
fans. Footballs take some funny 
bounces. Thev did last year. They 
can next Thursday. Cold logic 
would seem to make Woburn the 
favorite, even a heavy favorite, but 
cold logic doesn’t take into account 
the condition of the field, the 
breaks of the game, the spirit of 
the two teams and the difference 
in the “will to win” that generally 
decides the big ones. 

Both teams want this one, and 
are at, or near full strength. Wo- 
burn will be without the services of 
“Rich” Walsh, first-string end and 
line backer, who is definitely out 
of it with a broken collar bone. 

Woburn has the trickier offense 
with its buck lateral, short kick 
and trap plays, to which has been 
added a roll-out option pluy which 
Anderson handles adeptly. 

Winchester has two fleet backs 
in Thomson and Paonessa, a good 
bucker in Flaherty and a big line 
that looked much better the second 
half at Wakefield than it has all 
year. 

The Indians have been a running 
team all year, with little in the way 
of a passing attack to keep the op- 
position honest. Despite the fact 
that the locals have had to run 
against seven, and even nine-man 
lines, they have rolled up some big 
scores, and until Wakefield, were 
as good as they had to be to win. 

Tin* Indians have rolled up 172 
points for the season as of today, 
with Woburn amassing 147. Each 
team has allowed its opponents 63 
points. 

The Wakefield game probably 
helped Winchester a lot. To then 
the Indians had really been against 
no really testing team. Too many 
soft touches are not good for a 
club! The Indians should be better 
against Woburn because of their 
Wakefield loss. Whether they will 
be enough better remains to be 
seen, but don’t forget those funny 
bounces!

General discussion will 
follow the talks, the emphasis being 
on the economic, political, and 
philosophic implications of scienti- 
fic and technological progress.

World” study group will be Mr. and 
Mrs. Finest J. Dieterich of 158 
Highland avenue. Mr. Dieterich, 
born in Iowa, and raised in Ohio, 
graduated from Western Reserve 
Academy and Harvard College as 
a member of the class of 1945. His 
undergrated work, which was in- 
terrupted by wartime service in the 
Navy, was followed by graduate 
study in physios, also at Harvard, 
leading to a Ph.D. degree in 1953.

Horace W. Ash of 14 Fuirview 
terrace, retired vice president of 
Warren Brothers Company in Cam- 
bridge and a resident of Winches- 
ter for more than a half a century, 
died early Tuesday morning, No- 
vember 19, at the West Medford 
Nursing Home in West Medford 
after several months illness. 

Mr. Ash was the son of William 
R., and Julia (Cook) Ash. He was 
horn January 26, 1875, in Coates- 
ville, Pa., and spent his early life 
there, attending the Coatesville 
schools before graduating from the 
University of Pennsylvania in the 
class of 1895 with a degree in 
mechanical engineering. 

From college lie joined the firm 
of Warren Brothers as an engineer 
and he remained with the firm until 
1942, at which time he was vice 
president of the company. He was 
a member of Mystic Valley Lodge 
of Masons, Winchester Royal Arch 
Chapter, Media Temple of the 
Shrine, Watertown, N. Y.; ami the 
First Congregational Church. He 
was formerly a member of the 
Winchester Country Club. 

Mr. Ash was a widower, his wife, 
the former Dorothy Little of Cam- 
bridge, having died in 1963. He 
leaves two sons, Norman II., el 
Chevy Chase, Mil.; and Dr. Donald 
W. Ash of Oakland, Calif.; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Richard K. Caldwell of 
Winchester; live grandchildren, two 
brothers, Dr. J. FI. Ash of Bethesdu, 
Md.; and Prof. William C. Ash of 
Philadelphna, Pa.; and a sister, 
Mrs. Irma L. Swope, also of Phila- 
delphia. 

F’uncral services will be held this 
Friday afternoon at 2 o’clock at the 
Bennett Chapel with Dr. Dwight L. 
Cart, minister of the First Con- 
gregational Church, officiating. Bu- 
rial will be in Wildwood Cemetery. 


James K. Macneill of 9 New 
Meadows road, so far as is known, 
the only Winchester rider in the 
crack Red Wing express of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, escaped 
injury in the wreck of the train 
on the Werner street bridge at the 
junction of Harvard street anil Bos- 
ton avenue at the Medford-Somer- 
ville line about 8:30 Monday morn- 
ing. 

The train, said to have been trav- 
eling at high speed, left the rails 
and one of its engines crashed from 
the bridge to the street, the second 
ripping off an extension shed of 
the Converse Rubber Company lo- 
cated beside the tracks. Coaches 
at the front of the train were badly 
damaged and twenty-three pns- 
sengers were reported injured. The 
engineer, Harold J. Danforth, 65, 
of 97 Franklin street, Somerville, 
and the fireman, George D. Murphy, 
33 of 7 Lincoln street, Manchester, 
N. II., were killed. 

Mr. Macneill, division manager 
for Dental Supply Company of New 
York, was returning to Boston 
from a business trip in Canada, 
leaving Montreal at 10 o’clock the 
night before the wreck. 

He was a passenger in a sleep- 
ing car, five cars from the front of 
the train, which could have saved 
him from possible injury, since 
it was the first cars of the train 
that bore the brunt of the damage. 

The car in which Mr. Macneill 
was riding was slanted over on its 
side by the accident, but did not tip 
over. He said it was quite a little 
jump to the ground from the rear 
door of the car. Fortunately groups 
of school children who regularly 
pass under the Werner street 
bridge on their way to school had 
done so just before the wreck. 

Mr. Macneill complained of ner- 
vousness after he arrived home 
from the accident and told the 
Star he might see a doctor for a 
checkup, if for no other reason 
than to "satisfy his wife.” In 35 
years of traveling this was his first 
experience with a train wreck. He 
was thankful, he said, to be able 
to get out of the train alive and 
get home. 

With the arrival of news of the 
the wreck in Winchester, local 
public safety units, police, firefight- 
ers and Red Cross, made ready to 
respond for duty at the scene of the 
accident. 

The fire department dispatched 
its rescue truck with Lt. Joe Shea 
in charge of a detail, including fire- 
fighter Joey Connollly, driver; and 
firefighter Henry Heitz. Chief 
James E. Callahan also made a 
quick run to the scene of the wreck 
in the chief’s car. The firefighter 
unit took jacks and cutting equip- 
ment and was assigned to duty at 
one of the main intersections near 
the wreck. 

The police unit comprised officers 
Alfred Poole and Andrew Crawford 
who drove to the wreck in a police 
cruiser. They were assigned to 
duty on the railroad tracks, keeping 
the crowds of morbidly curious 
from endangering themselves and 
the rescue workers. At one time 
workmen in the wrecked building 
of the Converse Rubber Company 
had to appeal to the police to drive 
people from the roof of the build- 
ing, being afraid the weight of the 
crowd would bring down the wreck- 
age on the heads of the workers in- 
side the damaged walls. 

First at the scene of the wreck 
from the local Red Cross Chapter 
was Bill Wilde, disaster chairman. 
Chapter chairman Royce Randlett 
was also quickly on the spot. 

Alerted at 9 o’clock, the local 
chapter went, into action at once. 
Canteen chairman Mrs. H. K. Ar- 
chibald made coffee assisted by 
Mrs. Margaret Euler, and this cof- 
fee and doughnuts were driven to 
the wreck by Mrs. Vivian England 
of the Motor Corps service, accom- 
panied by executive secretary Mrs. 
FUizabeth Cusack and Mr. Gerald 
V. Hills. 

Coffee and doughnuts were serv- 
ed by the local group to fifty work- 
ers and train passengers, after 
which the locul group returned to 
town for more food and drink, 
leaving Mrs. Archibald on the job 
at the wreck. 

More coffee was prepared and 
sandwiches were made by the local 
group assisted by Mrs. Lee Foster 
of the canteen committee, and this 
coffee, reinforced by 50 cups con- 
tributed by Fotis Antippas, the 
public spirited proprietor of the 
Splendid Lunch, was returned to 
the wreck and turned over to the 
Medford Red Cross workers. A 
feeding station was established in 
the basement of nearby St. Clem- 
ent’s school. 

Assisting with this work were 
Mrs. Clifford Englund, Mrs. J. Fid- 
ward Downes and Mrs. Milne Blan- 
chard. the latter taking over the 
local office detail. Dr. Roger M. 
Burgoyne, Red Cross Medical Offi- 
cer, and Mrs. Walford Wiklund, 
head of nurses, were alerted for 
possible action, but were not need- 
ed. 

Original plans called for the local 
Red Cross canteen workers to pre- 
pare hot soup to be taken to the 
scene of the wreck at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday night. During the eve- 
ning, however, the local authorities 
were notified that the soup would 
not be needed, so it was turned over 
to the Winchester Hospital.

MENTAL HEALTH ASS'N MET 


The first program meeting of the 
recently formed Mystic Valley 
Mental Health Association was 
held at the Maria Hastings school 
in Lexington last Thursday with 
more than a hundred representa- 
tives attending from Arlington, 
Bedford, Lexington, Winchester, 
and Woburn. Mrs. Gordon Thomp- 
son of Arlington, president, opened 
the meeting by reporting the re- 
sults of the 1957 fund drive in the 
five towns. Winchester rnised over 
two thousand, five hundred dollars 
for Mental Health last May, and 
the area as a whole raised $8,570. 
This year there will he no drive 
separate from United Fund. 

Mrs. Robert Bayliss of Woburn, 
progrnm chairman, then introduced 
the subject of the evening, “What 
Can We Expect of a Mental Health 
Center?” and turned the meeting 
over to the panel moderator. Dr. 
Stanley H. Cath of Arlington, a 
psychiatrist who in addition to be- 


ing associated with Tufts Medical 
School and the Harvard School of 
Public Health is the Association’s 
Clinic Advisory Committee chair- 
man. Dr. Cath placed tho Mental 
Health program in perspective as 
part of the total national health 
picture. He stressed the breadth of 
scope of mental health activities, 
emphasizing the need to deal with 
the whole spectrum of mental 
health and illness, from the prob- 
lems of the wholly well person to 
the needs of the really sick one. 
He referred to the Wellesley Hu- 
man Relations Service and the 
Greater Lawrence Guidance Center 
as representing, respectively, the 
more progressive and the tradition- 
al ways of approaching work in the 
field. 

Dr. Donald Klein, director at the 
Wellesley Service, then told tho 
history of this ten year old experi- 
mental center, pointing up its 
emphasis on mental health consul- 
tation with community agencies 
and giving particular attention to 
its important work with school per-

MOTHERS' ASSOCIATION 
CHANGES NAME 


The Community School Associa- 
tion of Winchester was formerly 
known as the Winchester Mothers’ 
Association. This change, along 
with revisions of the constitution, 
was voted and passed at a regular 
meeting last spring of what was 
then called the central board. 

The title of the organization was 
changed for very obvious reasons. 
Many of the different school asso- 
ciations include fathers and there 
are fathers’ clubs as well. 

Membership was changed to in- 
clude teachers, if they so desire, 
and any interested citizens. 

The position of second vice-pres- 
ident was eliminated, since it was 
felt to be unnecessary. An addi- 
tion is the vice president of the 
Teachers’ Club along with the su- 
perintendent of schools. 

The governing body of the asso- 
ciation will now be known as the 
executive board, not the central 
board. 

Date of the annual meeting has 
been changed from June to May. 

A quorum now consists of twen- 
ty-five members of the association, 
and a quorum of the executive 
board, a simple majority. 

Under standing committees, two 
have been added and one eliminat- 
ed. A steering committee has been 
inserted, consisting of the four 
officers and the education chairman. 
Its duty shall be “to examine all 
requests for aid, financial or other- 
wise, and to determine which mat- 
ters should be brought before the 
executive board for consideration.” 

An education committee was ar- 
ranged for, consisting of a chair- 
man and the program chairman of 
each school chapter. This commit- 
tee “shall act as the liason for tho 
executive board with the school 
committee and the Teachers’ Club. 
It shall coordinate and disseminate 
educational material to the associa- 
tion chapters.” 

A ways and means chairman and 
committee have been eliminated 
from the by-laws. This was care- 
fully discussed with Mr. Wade 
Grindle of the Scholarship Founda- 
tion and done with the approval of 
the group. The association will not 
be connected with any money-rais- 
ing projects as a group, devoting all 
its efforts to educational matters. 

The consitution and by-laws 
committee consisted of past pres- 
idents of the various school chap- 
ters: Mrs. Harlow Russell, Mrs. J.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Winchester Historical So- 
j ciety held a most interestinp and 
j informative meetinp at the Win- 
chester Public Library on Tuesday 
eveninp, November 12, with Mr. 

] Stanley P. Stevens of Marblehead, 
speakinp on “Old Marblehead.” 

Mr. Stevens, a well-known or- 
panist, is a native of Marblehead, 
i with ancestors among the early 
! settlers. His son Paul had charpe 
of the projector, showinp many 
slides of old houses, other historic 
sites, and beautiful scenery. 

He had pictures of General 
Glovers’ old home in the center of 
the town. He had used up his for- 
tune in puttinp many of his towns- 
people to form his regiment, the 
first amphibian force, for his men 
rowed Washington's army across 
the Delaware, surprisinp the Bri- 
tish on that stormy winter nipht. 
On his return Gen. Glover had to 
convert a front room in his home 
as a cobblershop in order to earn 
his livinp. 

Another historic house was the 
home of the early naval hero, Capt. 
Mupford, who captured several Bri- 
tish ships, but was the only Amer- 
ican killed then. Samuel Chamber- 
lain, the artist and photoprapher, 
lives in the very early Bubier house 
on Tucker street.

MASSACHUSETTS AGAIN LEADS 
IN R. A. RECRUITING 


MOST N. E. STUDENTS 
ATTEND N. E. COLLEGES 


A small number of colleges en- 
rolled a large proportion of v.he 
105,600 undergraduates from New 
England attending colleges in ..his 
region last year, reports die New 
England Board >f Higher Educa- 
tion. 

The colleges heading the list in- 
cluded: Boston University, 7,380; 
University of Connecticut, 3,911; 
Northeastern University, 5,450; 
Boston College, 1,878; University 
of Massachusetts, 3,711; and Uni- 
versity :<f Maine, .1,341. 

These six colleges, enrolling 32.- 
171, accounted for 30' , of vhe \,otal. 
Fifteen other colleges enrolled 
from 1,000 to 3,000 New England 
students each, accounting for 229c 
of the total. 

Thus, 12 ' r of the region’s 178 
institutions enrolled more than half 
of New England’s students who at- 
tended undergraduate college in 
New England. The other 48', '< was 
divided among uhe remaining 157 
,eolleges and universities. 

; Of the remaining institutions, 
thirty-one enrolled from 500 to 
1,000 New England undergraduates 
each. One college outside die re- 
gion surpassed 135 N. E. colleges 
by enrolling more than 500 New 
England students. This was Cor- 
nell with 606 N. E. undergraduates. 

The six state universities enroll- 
ed 20,769 or approximately 20 c \ of 
the total, while 12,303 or 12 ',!> were 
enrolled in the region’s 24 state 
teachers colleges. 

These figures were obtained from 
a NEBHE survey conducted last 
spring in connection with the New 
England Regional Conference of 
the President’s Committee on Edu- 
cation Beyond the High School. 
This survey also showed that 34'r 
of New England students obtain 
their college education in New Eng- 
land.

LIVING WITH YOUR HEART 


("Living With Your Heart” is 
written and distributed weekly as 
a community service by the Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association.) 


Are our rigorous New England 
winters “hard on the heart” for 
older persons? 

In some cases — but they’re usual- 
ly more dangerous and difficult for 
children, who get out in Lhe winter 
weather while their elders are 
hugging the hearthside. 

Medical science has no evidence 
that climate — warm or cold — has 
any effect upon hardening of vhe 
arteries, a major condition leading 
to active heart trouble in adults, 
j But the streptococcus .nfection 
from which children contract rheu- 
matic fever does its work ,n Lhe 
cold months. 

Rheumatic fever is childhood’s 
major heart menace, and one which | 
leads to lifelong cardiac complica- 
tion in many persons. 

It is of major importance for 
adults with children in the family ! 
to guard them against rheumatic ! 
fever. Modern medicine, through I 
penicillin therapy, can do much to I 
prevent recurrences of this disease, 
hut the breakdown in the effort to 
stamp out rheumatic 'ever occurs j 
in the Massachusetts home — which 1 
should and can be the front tine :n j 
our defense against it. 

Rheumatic fever usually “runs in | 
families,” although this is by no ' 


means an inflexible rule; and it de- 
velops most extensively in over- 
crowded places — for instance, home 
where several children may be 
sleeping in one room. 

The first danger signal in rheu- 
matic fever is a “strep" infection. 
Strep-like symptoms call for a doc- 
tor's diagnosis and, if it actually is 
streptococcus, the child should be 
kept extra quiet, warm and dry for 
the next month. 

In rheumatic fever, symptoms of 
fatigue, sore Lhroat, low fever, 
weight loss and a dull feeling often 
arc noted as much as vhree weeks 
after a strep infection is believed 
ended. Again, only a doctor can 
make a firm diagnosis, because 
these are the symptoms of so many 
childhood ailments. 

Rheumatic fever, even in .-ases 
not leading to recurrence or event- 
ual heart complication, is a long-

ikefleld High School’s football tcum repeated as Middlesex League 
evu'ipiona hy defeating Winchester High School, 6-0, last Saturday 
nftei noon at Walton Field, Wakefield, before a crowd of six thousand 

spectators. 

I ho aggressive, superior defensive play of the winners and offensive 
errors by Winchester resulted in the first defeat of the season for the 
Indians and the first time in thirty-eight consecutive prunes the Knowl- 
ton-conched team failed to score. 

Wakefield deserved to win, but a single break at several points, 
especially in the second half when Winchester came hack to show its 
best form of the game, would have resulted in a happier ending for the 
Red and Black. 

The opening kick-off of Joe Nnr- 

done of Wakefield was taken by 
Captain Joe Flaherty of Winches- 
ter on the 30-yard line and return- 
ed to the Winchester 41. Then 
after rustics by Flaherty and Pao- 
nessa, “Doug” Thomson made a 
first down on the Wakefield 18. 

Successive tries by Flaherty,

"The sum of $4.25 was spent on 
tuberculosis in 1956 for every man, 
woman, and child in che United 
States,’’ reports Sherman R. Rus- 
sell, chairman of the Winchester 
Tuberculosis Committee. The total 
yearly cost was $725,025,000. In 
Middlesex County, 202 new active 
cases of TB were discovered. More 
than 62 C of these were in moder- 
ately or far-advanced condition. 
These required prolonged hospital- 
ization. drug and medical treat- 
ment, and in some cases, surgery. 
"Most of the money to provide this 
treatment comes out of the tax- 
payer’s pocket,” indicates Mr. Rus- 
sell. 

“Tuberculosis prevention a n d 
finding of new cases of TB early, 
now means that future costs of this 
disease can he made less,” points 
out Mr. Russell. Free chest x-ray 
and tuberculin testing surveys to 
find unsuspected cases early when 
most easily and economically treat- 
ed, are provided by the Christmas 
Seal funds raised by the Winches- 
ter Committee in affiliation with the 
Middlesex Health Association. 

"T h e Winchester Committee 
earnestly urges Winchester resi- 
dents to consider their present tax 
expenses for tuberculosis, which 
may be reduced for the future by 
the Christmas Seal dollars which 
they give now.”

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NATIONAL GIRL SCOUT 
CONVENTION 

Eight members of the Winches- 
ter Council of Girl Scouts have re- 
turned from the National Conven- 
tion in Philadelphia, three of whom 
were our offieial delegates, the j 
others, interested attendants. One 
of our vice-presidents, Mrs. Her- 
bert Ross, gives us the following 
report. 

The 34th National Convention of 
the Girl Scouts of the United States 
of America convened in Philadel- 
phia November 11 through Novem- 
vember 15. There were 3,739 offi- 
cial delegates, with voting privi- : 
leges, from more than 1,000 local 
councils from all over the nation, 
who met with national and regiona- 
al committee members, visiting 
Senior Scouts, International visit- 
ors, and friends for an opening 
flag ceremony by the Philadelphia 
Girl Scout Council. A total of 
some 15,000 persons saw the flags 
of each state join our national 
colors in an impressive ceremony. 
Throughout the week. Senior Girl 
Scouts played a valuable part, con- i 
ducting the opening and closing 
ceremonies, acting as pages at the 
14 microphones stationed among 
voting members, voicing their ideas, 
criticisms, and objectives in discus- 
sion periods open to all. Senior ( 
Girl Scouts were given a program | 
of their own, including luncheons, 
a superb fashion show, folk dancing 
and singing, as well as working in 
many ways for and with the adults. 
We were all truly impressed by how 
much their participation added to 
our program of work, debate and 
decisions. They are truly a well- 
trained group to represent our na- 
tion around the world. 

For Girl Scout adults, the con- 
vention is summarized by three 
words: interesting, exhausting, and 
most of all inspiring! Our Pres- 
ident, Mrs. Roy F. Layton, threw 
out the key-note by saying: “In the 
spirit of our people lies the 
strength of our nation.” Hers also 
is the suggestion: "Give the girls 
more responsibilities, more chal- 
lenging tasks, and let Lhc adults 
remain in the background.” The 
Girl Scout movement has increased 
75 r A since 1951, reaching 3 million 
members this year. We have 30,000 
American Girl Scouts in troops on 
foreign soil, “TOFS” so-called, in 
47 different countries. Miss Dor- 
orthy C. Stratton, National Execu- 
tive Director, in her speech “Three 
Million and One" emphasized that 
our three million are composed of 
the "one,” and that we must never 
lose sight of the individual, our at- 
tention being firmly planted on the 
girl. 

Colored movies of the restored 
home in Savannah, Ga., of Juliette 
Gordon Low, our founder, were 
warmly appreciated. Our new 
headquarters building at 51st and 
Third avenue in New York was an- 
nounced as completed, to be occu- 
pied as of Monday, November 18. 
Adequate space, a central location, 
good rentals to other firms of avail- 
able offices, and a good purchase 
price for the land, make the new 
home an economic success even as 
we begin our term of occupancy. 
The national budget was reviewed, 
its’ sources of income and its’ ex- 
penditures reaching well into the 
realm of “Big Business.” 

The real business of the conven- 
tion, that of adopting the revised 
constitution and by-laws, was a se- 
rious and difficult task. Mr. Joseph 
N. Welch, a well-known New Eng- 
land lawyer, spoke inspiringly on 
“A Living Constitution.” The Na- 
tional Board, of 68 members, then 
gave all voting delegates the oppor- 
tunity to question, discuss, and re- 
vise any or all parts of the propos- 
ed new constitution. Many delegates 
spoke, ideas from all parts of the 
country flew thick and fast, and 
were well stated. To conduct a dis- 
cussion involving more than 9,000 
women, with half of that group vot- 
ing on any action is a tremendous 
task, and it was well done by Mrs. 
Vaughan Ferguson, chairman of 
the Constitution Revision Commit- 
tee, and Mrs. Gordon C. Hunger, 
1st vice-president. Final action 
with differences resolved, came 
when the entire membership read 
the Preamble in unison, re-dedicat- 
ing themselves to Girl Scouting, 
and passed the constitution and by- 
laws, revised to meet the new re- 
quirements of a 3 year cycle of 
national conventions. 

A national survey of girls in 
Scouting was studied and inter- 
preted. The forward-looking plans 
; for programs and service were well 
presented. The need to keep our 
organization fluid, dynamic, and 
| adaptable to our changing times 
j was constantly stressed. Dr. 
'George H. Gallup, director of the 
i American Institute of Public Opin- 
ion, told us "Everyone likes the 
i Girl Scouts, but few know just what 
| they do." In a rather light vein, 

; Dr. Gallup’s challenge to just what 
j do they do, is to suggest: 

1. Raise more (lowers to beautify 
our country. 

2. Teach our girls to recognize 
and prepare much better cook- 
ed food. 

3. Teach them more appreciation 
for and interest in the out-of- 
doors. 

Of great interest was the report 
of the 16th World Conference of 
Girl Scouts and Girl Guides this 
July in Brazil. There are 42 full- 
member countries, of which 22 were

present, also 5 “Tenderfoot,” and 
5 “Pre-Tenderfoot" countries. 
Across the harrier of language, in- 
ternational Scouts and Guides gath- 
ered in Brazil, staying at private 
homes, listening as in the United 
Nations, by car-phones to simul- 
taneous translation of speeches and 
discussions. Brazilian Guides in 
white uniforms, set up and conduct- 
ed their encampment, and helped 
group all national colors in a beau- 
tiful out-door setting. At such 
times the world is not so vast, as 
many friends bring it very close to. 
gether. International guests at 
Philadelphia included Canadian, 
Dutch, English and Indian Guides. 

Dame Leslie E. Whateley, (Damn 
of the British Empire, by order of 
the Queen) is head of the World 
Bureau in London. More than a 
million Girl Guides around the 
world feel her love and devotion as 
she works on the principle “Guide 
others towards happiness, and you 
will bring happiness to yourself.” 
Among our pressing needs is a new 
headquarters in Asia, for they are 
joining our movement. In this in- 
ternational friendship among girls, 
in their learning to understand and 
appreciate each other’s culture and 
society, lies as much hope for 
world peace as also lies in the work 
of the United Nations at the adult 
level. 

To watch 9,000 women meet, dis- 
cuss, disagree, and resolve their 
differences into constructive action 

is an nmnzinjr and thrilling thing. 
As Mrs. Charles U. Culmer, the 
newly elected president of Liberty- 
ville, Illinois, summed up the pre- 
vious sessions: “These have been 
tough decisions on tough problems, 
made by tough minds.” That was 
indeed true. To attend such a con- 
vention is a rewarding experience, 
based in friendship, and the faith 
that decency and goodness shall 
prevail in our times. 

Footnotes! 

The rediculous! Were the two 
Californians who drove back to 
Boston with us pulling our leg when 
they asked: “Do you ever wear blue 
jeans?” “Is there any open space 
between your towns?” “Do New 
England women ever go out with- 
out hat and gloves ? ” 

The cab-driver who commented 
on the sea of green uniforms, 
“Lord, lady, I thought the Marines 
had landed!” 

When my hat seemed rather 
large, the lady from Ohio said, with 
very twinkly eyes: “You sure must 
have had your head shrunk since 
coming down here!” 

The sublime: 45 women without 
a moment’s hesitation lined up as 
blood donors for a stricken uele- 
gate. With the amount received, 
not only the sick delegate, but an- 
other desperately sick woman, was 
adequately supplied. At our last 
meeting, the president announced 
that the operating surgeon had call- 
ed to say our delegate was well out 
of danger, and progressing satis- 
factorily!

to an always intriguing portrayal. 

| Here were two “vets” in battle 
joined, with results greatly to the 
audience's enjoyment. Harlan F. 
Grant, the director, in one of his 
infrequent appearances, lent pung- 
ency, humor, and bumbling pom- 
posity to the part of Justice Wain- 
wright. In fact, these characters 
might almost have stepped out of a 
Gilbert and Sullivan production! 

As the dour Scotswoman, Janet 
Mackenzie, Elizabeth Shepard pre- 
sented a type familiar to nil of 
us, the typical lady’s maid of long 
and loyal service, strong in her con- 
victions, but loyal, conscientious to 
a fault, and eminently trustworthy.

So well, indeed, did these two 
players project their parts, and so 
convincing were their respective 
characterizations, that the final 
scene, which saw the transforma- 
tion of the young man’s character 
from white to black, while the 
leopardess “changed her spots” to 
emerge a loving, trustful and de- 
voted wife, drew a burst of incredu- 
lous laughter from the audience.

When the Annual Town Meeting 
finished it’s eighth ami final session 
last spring, many members were 
very vocal in the expressions of dis- 
approval of the length of time 
taken to complete the business of 
the meeting. Those members with 
heavy schedules or who are re- 
quired to travel a great cleat de- 
clared they would be unable to 
continue serving if future meetings 
were to he as lengthy. The desire 
to reduce the number of jseisssions 
seemed to be almost universal. 
Everyone realizes that the business 
of the town is increasing constant- 
ly in volume and complexity. This 
requires that the efficiency of the 
Town Meeting be periodically re- 
viewed toward an effort to stream- 
line the time necessary for the de- 
liberations of the body. 

Accordingly, at the Special Town 
Meeting held in June, it was unan- 
imously voted to study the effi- 
ciency of the Winchester Town 
Meeting system. A committee was 
set up consisting of Moderator 
Harrison Chadwick, John Dolan, 
representing the Selectmen ; Aus- 
tin Broadhurst, rep resen ting: the 

Finance Committee; Mrs. Max* gory 
Livingstone, Mrs. Elizabeth Mc- 
Donald, James Denton and Frank 
Hawkins. The chairman i.^ Mr. 
Hawkins and Mrs. Livingstone is 
secretary. 

The committee has held a num- 
ber of meetings and has prepared 
several recommendations to be sub- 
mitted to the next Town Meeting. 
The committee has met with the 
Town Counsel and has considered 
all suggestions made known to it 
that have been offered by the 
townspeople. A questionnaire has 
been sent to all Town Meeting 
members to elicit their ideas and 
aid in arriving at a more efficient 
procedure for the town meetings. 

Some of the topics studied by the 
committee wore: Saturday sessions, 
public hearings by boards and 
committees in place of precinct 
meetings, use of a visual or audible 
warning device to indicate to speak- 
ers that their allotted time is about 
to expire, a greater differentiation 
between Town Meeting members 
and non-Town meeting members in 
the number of times and the time 
limit allowed for speaking-, the 
question of the privilege of non- 
town meeting members to inter- 
rogate or cross-examine Town 
officers in the town meeting. 

The committee expects to make 
a recommendation regarding; the 
Finance Committee’s report which 
it hopes will save considerable 
time for the town meeting mem- 
bers. 

In addition to these activities the 
committee will hold a Public blear- 
ing to receive any suggestions 
which the citizens of the town wish 
to make. This Public Hearing will 
be held in the Assessors Office in 
the Town Hall at 7:45 p. m. on 
Thursday, December 5. Everyone 
interested in this matter is cordial- 
ly invited to attend.

i I)r. Lynch received his A. B. 
degree from Holy Cross College 
and his M.D. from the Boston Uni- 
j versity School of Medicine. After 
completing his interneship at the 
Boston City Hospital, he served 
for three and one half years in the 
army. It was during this time that 
he became particularly interested 
in psychiatry and received some 
valuable training in the field. He 
was assigned to a psychiatric 
school and center for training at 
the Mason General Hospital in New 
York. He was later sent to the 
European Theatre, where he con- 
tinued his psychiatric schooling at 
the University of Paris Medical 
School. He served in hospitals in 
England, France, Germany and 
Belgium. 

At the end of hostilities in Eu- 
rope, Mrs. Lynch resigned her po- 
sition as assistant to the personnel 
officer at the M.I.T. Radiation La- 
boratory to join her husband in 
France, where he was now com- 
manding officer of the TGth Field 
Hospital in Mourmelon, France. 
The following nine months proved 
to be most fruitful ones for the 
Lynches, as they were able to tour 
many of the European countries 
together and to learn much more 
about these countries and their 
people. 

i After returning to this country 
in 1917, Dr. Lynch enrolled in a re- 
fresher course in neuroanatomv at 
I the Harvard University Medical 
School. His next three years were 
spent in a psychiatric residency at 
the Bedford V. A. Hospital and the 
Cushing V. A. Hospital in Fram- 
ingham, where he served as as- 
sistant chief of the Closed Ward 
Service. In May of 1949 he became 
a dinlomate of the American Board 
of Psychiatry and Neurology. He 
then received further psychoana- 
lytic training at the Boston Psycho- 
analytic Society and Institute. 

Since September of 1919 Dr. 
Lynch has been engaged in the 
private practice of psychiatry in 
j Boston, is on the staff of many 
Boston and local hospitals, and the 
teaching staff of the Tufts Medical 
School. 

Mrs. Lynch is a graduate of Bos- 
ton University and is active in 
manv of our local organizations. 
She is a director of the Mystic Val- 
iev Mental Health Association. 
Winchester Branch, a member of 
the board for the Friends of the 
Winchester Hosnital. and a dele- 
gate from the Women’s Auxiliary 
of the Massachusetts Medical So- 
ciety. Thev have three children.

BONNELL SAYS GOP 
FAILS TO SELL ITSELF 

(From Political Pulse by 
Cornelius Dalton, Boston Traveler) 


Repu hi i can 
leaders must ac- 
cept. much of 
the blame for 
their party’s re- 
cent political re- 
verses, in che 
opinion of GOP 
National Com- 
m i t t o e m a n 
Ralph II. Bon- 
nell. 

"W e h a y.e 
fallen down completely in getting 
our story across to the public,” he 
says. “We have issues but we 
don’t sell them.” 

Bonnell cites as an example che 
"hue and cry" over the Sputnik. 

“People seem to he losing their 
sense of porportion, and the Demo- 
crats see a chunce to make political 
capital," he says. 

“Senators Kennedy, Symington 
and Kerr, Mr. Truman and a lot of 
others start attacking the Pres- 
ident on the missile issue. 

“Yet there is overwhelming evi- 
dence that the real lag in the mis- 
sile program occurred when the 
Democrats were in office. 

“Dr. Wernher Von Braun, one of 
the country’s top missile experts, 
says the the United States had no 
ballistic missile program 'worth 
mentioning’ between 1945 and 1951. 

"Despite the evidence, and de- 
spite the Democratic attacks, I've 
heard of only one Republican sen- 
ator who has come out in support of 
our position.” 

The GOP national committeeman 
points to the budget controversy as 
another example of the failue of 
Republicans to “get the true story 
across.” 

“Because of the belief that the 
public was economy-minded, the 
Democrats reversed their tradi- 
tional position and began demand- 
ing budget cuts,” he says. 

“Many Republicans jumped on 
the bandwagon and. despite ihe 
efforts of a few people, there was 
no real support for the President’s 
budget.” 

Bonnell is particularly irritated 
by the failure co counteract ‘Demo- 
cratic propaganda” that the Re- 
publican party is "the party of che 
rich.” 

“The plain fact is that the aver- 
age man in the street is better off 
today under the Republican admin- 
istration than he ever has been,” lie 
says. “We need to say this, and 
keep saying it.” 

Bonnell thinks it would he silly 
for the Republicans io ignore the 
significance of recent Democratic 
victories in New Jersey and New 
York City. 

“We’ve got a major problem na- 
tionally, and anyone who doesn’t 
recognize this just isnt’ being real- 
stic,” he says. 

The solution to the problem, he 
reiterates, is to a considerable de- 
gree a matter of public relations. 

The Republicans must he more 
alert and more aggressive, he be- 
lieves, in presenting their ••ase on 
issues as they arise, and in counter- 
ing Democratic attacks. f 

Bonnell for some time has behn 
trying to persuade the Republican 
National Committee to set jp re- 
gional public relations divisions. 

Under his plan there would he, 
for example, a publicity expert in 
charge of the New England area. 

He would work closely with local 
GOP officials in the various states, 
and with Republican members of 
the new England congressional 
delegation. 

His main assignment would he to 
make sure that the Republican side 
of every controversial issue was put 
before the people, at the right time, 
in the right place, by the right man. 

“Our trouble is not that we lack 
the arguments and the issues,” 
Bonnell says. “We have them.” 

“But we have been backward and 
haphazard about getting them over 
to die public.” 

Bonnell is not discouraged about 
Republican prospects in the 1958 
elections. 

He feels they are particularly 
bright in Massachusetts, oven 
though Sen. Kennedy will head the 
Democratic ticket, and is convinced 
the GOP will recapture the gover- 
norship. 

But Republicans .are not going ^o 
win, he emphasizes, by sitting back 
and letting the Democrats “do ail 
the talking.”

POLL SHOWS TB 
NOT UNDERSTOOD 

What, would people say about the 
correct status of tuberculosis if 
they were asked ? 

The answer to this puzzling 
question was sought by che Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association 
last. year. A nation-wide poll was 
•nnductod by Audience Research, 
Inc., creators of the Gallup Poll, to 
analyze feelings about this ques- 
tion. 

One thousand nine hundred and 
seventy-five adults in 200 American 
communities were interviewed In 
Jieir homes. They were asked: 
‘How much progress would you say 
has been made in overcoming each 
of the following diseases — small 
pox, common cold, diptheria, and 
tuberculosis ?” 

Answer choices were: practically 
wiped out, much progress, little 
progress, no progress, no opinion. 
Queries about other diseases were 
included as a basis for comparison. 

A disturbing 6 %, one in 17 
Americans, replied that tubercu- 
losis is practically wiped out! 75 % 
said that much progress has been 
made, 15% reported little progress, 
1 r /r thought no progress, and 3*7r 
had no opinion. Through new 
drugs and treatment, it is true that 
advances have been made for tuber- 
culosis, yet there are still 100,090 
new cases of TB every year in the 
United States. 

To the Winchester Committee in 
affiliation with the Middlesex 
Health Association, this poll dis- 
tinctly revealed: 

1. A lack of knowledge about 
TB, which may lead to disinterest 
and dismissal of the problem. 

2. The question whether opinion- 
molders in each community are up- 
to-date on the size and significance 
of the TB problem. 


3. The need of Christmas Real 
agencies for year-round informa- 
tion and educational efforts. 

If a similar poll were taken in 
Winchester it would he interesting 
to note how many residents would 
know what measures are being 
taken to prevent and control tuber- 
culosis in Winchester, in Middlesex 
County, and in Massachusetts. 
Would they realize that 1,808 new 
cases of TB were found in this 
state in 1956 . . . that the north- 
eastern states had the highest 
death rate from TB in 1955 . . . 
that many now cases are in ad- 
vanced condition ... or that the 
largest number of present-day 
tuberculosis patients are men over 
forty years old? Are they aware 
of the vital role that Chrstmas Seal 
dollars play in preventing and con- 
trolling TB through health educa- 
tion, casefinding, rehabilitation, 
and research? Do they realize 
that their Christmas Seal contribu- 
tions are the only means to con- 
tinue these activities for the pre- 
vention and control of this commu- 
nicable disease, tuberculosis?

failed on an incomplete pass, Wil- 
kie intended for Clemens, and the 
score was Winchester 7, Lexington 
6. 

Lexington was on top the rest of 
the period, moving once to the 20- 
yard line and later to the 28, but 
the visitors could not score and the 
half ended with Winchester leading 
by one point. 

Third Quarter 

Serratore’s second-half kickoff 
went to Lappin, who ended up on 
his 8 after a loose ball. Winchester 
lost an opportunity after recover- 
ing a Robbat fumble on the Lexing- 
ton 13; four Winchester rushes net- 
ted only six yards and Lexington 
took over on its own seven.

GIRL SCOUTS 
PLAN ROUNDUP DRIVE 


Roundup Time is a familiar cry 
in the western part of the country, 
but, come the summer of 1959, 
"Roundup Time” will be the Girl 
Scout cry all over the nation. 

In Girl Scout language, the 
Roundup is the gathering of Girl 
Scouts from all over the United 
States to a conclave of friendship, 
understanding and mutual ex- 
change of information. Flags of 
many nations will flutter from 
staffs in tent areas spread over a 
wide range of dedicated ground. 

The first Roundup was held in 
1956, near Pontiac, Michigan. This 
meeting proved such an outstand- 
ing success, particularly from the 
standpoint of what the girls them- 
selves got out of it. that it became 
almost mandatory that another 
Roundup be held as soon ns pos- 
sible. Hence, by dint of hard work, 
1959 now becomes the target. 

This, then, will be the second 
National Girl Scout Roundup, the 
1959 affair to be held near Colo- 
rado Springs, Colorado. Here, in 
a beautiful setting of golden hills 
and fertile valleys, Girl Scouts will 
gather in another special fortnight 
of international good will. Here the 
girls will live with and talk with 
their peers in a spirit of friendli- 
ness and coperation. Camping hab- 
its and skills will be exchanged; 
new games and activities of many 
other areas will he learned; ideas 
and future plans will be discussed, 
girl to girl. 

Boy Scouts have their Jamboree, 


now Girl Scouts have their Round- 
up. 

More than a year is spent, after 
the selection of the Roundup area, 
in making preparations for the ar- 
rival of the Girl Scouts, their well- 
being while they are there and 
their uncomplicated departure for 
home after an exciting sojourn. 
Land must be leased and cleared, 
feeding arrangements must be 
made, health facilities must be pre- 
pared. A well-rounded program 
must be planned so that all types, 
races, creeds, colors and nation- 
alities of Girl Scouts will he proper- 
ly cared for and adequately pro- 
vided for during their well-earned 
trip to the momentous Girl Scout 
Roundup. 

And not all the preparations are 
done at the camp site. 

In order to keep the attendance 
nt a maximum of relative distribu- 
tion, extensive preparations are 
made, years in advance, by the 
gil ls, themselves, in their own homo 
towns. The qualifications set up 
for Roundup attendance are neces- 
sarily stiff, for one of the fondest 
wishes of every Girl Scout is to be 
able to attend the Roundup. 

For several years prior to a 
Roundup, new skills are learned 
and practiced, while proficiency is 
striven for in all phases of Girl 
Scout activities. When the time 
comes to select the most represen- 
tative girl or girls, according to 
the quota set up by national head- 
quarters, it becomes n difficult task 
of the appointed selection commit- 
tee to name the relatively few 
number of girls who will receive 
the responsibility of representing 
their community at this spectacular 
event.

CAPT. EDWARD D. FITZGERALD 

(Continued from Page 1) 

Captain Fitzgerald was promoted 
to acting lieutenant in the depart- 
ment October FJ. 1942, serving in 
this capacity until March 18, 1943. 
He was apppointed captain October 
13 , 1948. hollowing his death the 
Central Station was draped in black 
and flags on the Common and town 
buildings were displayed at half- 
staff. 

Captain Fitzgerald was the non 
of Edward F., and Elizabeth ( Dill- 
on > Fitzgerald. He was born 
September 8, 1895, in Winchester 
and grew up in town, attending the 
Winchester schools and working 
for the then old line expressing 
firm of Kelley & Hawes. He came 
by his interest in fire fighting 
naturally, his father having been a 
call captain in the Winchester De- 
partment, while his brother James, 
and his late brothers Frederick and 
Harold were also members of die 
department. 

During World War I Captain 
Fitzgerald entered service Septem- 
ber 17, 1917, as a bugler in Battery 
A of the 301st Field Artillery, 5 1st 
Brigade, 76 th Division, nerving 
overseas from June 27, 1918, to 
January 5, 1919. Among the offi- 
cers with whom he served were 
Lcverett Saltonstall, now' senior 
Senator from Massachusetts and 
Raymond S. Wilkins, now Chief 
Justice of the Massachusetts Su- 
perior Court. 

Captain Fitzgerald was active in 
local veterans affairs. He was the 
first commander of Aberjona Post, 
3719, Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
when it was organized in 1938, and 
maintained his interest in the Post 
until his death. He was a veteran 
member of the Winchester Fire- 
man’s Relief Association, serving 
the organization for many years as 
secretary. He was also a member 
of the Massachusetts Firemen’s 
Relief Association, of Winchester 
Lodge, 1445, B.P.O.E.; and of St. 
Mary’s Holy Name Society. 

On September (!, 1926, Captain 
Fitzgerald married Mary B. Fitz- 
gerald of Allston, who survives, 
with a daughter, Miss Sally Marie 
Fitzgerald and a son, Edward D. 
Fitzgerald, Jr. Also surviving are 
two sisters, Miss Elizabeth F. Fitz- 
gerald of Winchester and Mrs. 
Royal Langan of Chelmsford; and 
a brother, James H. Fitzgerald of 
i.his .own. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
morning from the Lane Funeral 
Home, the cortege being led by the 
colors and color guard of Aberjona 
Post, 3719, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars. A detachment of Veterans 
was also in line led by Post Com- 
mander Ralph Fiore. 

•\ police escort, led by Lt. Ed- 
ward W. O’Connell, was also in line 
with a large detachment of fire- 
fighters, led by Chief James E. Cal- 
lahan. Chief Michael J. Kane of 
Woburn fire department and Chief 
Harold F. DeCourcy of the Bedford 
Air Port fire department. 

Pall bearers, marching on both 
sides of the hearse with its flag- 
draped casket, were Captain Frank 
Amico, Lt. Joseph Shea, Lt. John J. 
O’Melia, Lt. Peter Galutfo, Fire- 
fighter Joseph Connolly and Fire- 
fighter Norman Doucette, all of Hie 
Winchester Fire Department. 

Solemn requiem high mass was 
celebrated at St. Mary’s Church at 
10 o’clock. The pastor, Rev. John 
M. Manion, was celebrant. Rev. 
Martin J. Dolphin was deacon, and 
Rev. Charles E. Anadore, subdea- 
con. Town officials and represen- 
tatives of Fire Departments from 
surrounding cities and towns were 
among those attending the mass. 

Members of the Fire Department 
acted as guard of honor as the 
casket was carried from the church 
and the cortege reformed for the 
trip to Wildwood Cemetery, pass- 
ing the black-draped Central Fire 
Station on the way to the center.

In 1956 she completed a 26-year 
‘••riod of teaching English at the 
Hopkins Grammar School in New 
Haven, Conn., the second oldest 
preparatory school in the United 
States, which prepares primarily 
for Vale. At that time Bishop W. 
Appleton Lawrence persuaded her 
to conn* to Western Massachusetts 
as Director of Religious Education 
and to live at Lasalle House, Whit- 
insville. 

Miss Carver’s teaching classes 
and Quiet Days have taken her 
from Maine to Texas, with many 
in the South. She has carried a 
prodigious program speaking to 
groups of all ages and several de- 
nominations, to youth and men’s 
groups hut more especially to wo- 
men. 

For several years she led Quiet 
Duys at Trinity Church, Now York, 
which Bishop Stokes, then Rector,

Now he is teaching Crcsco 
painting at the Museum of Fine 
Arts School and also at Harvard 
University School of Architecture. 
Mr. Boyhan has painted murals in 
New Orleans, Tecumseh, Michigan, 
Boston, Harvard Buninees School 
and Tufts Universtty. 

The exhibition will be a one-man 
show of Mr. Boyhan’s work which 
includes water color paintings in 
vivid, brilliant colors, tne results of 
a new technique, as well as sketches 
of murals. 


COLLEGE CLUB 
SPEED READING GROUP 

How well do you read? How fast, 
250 words a minute? You are an 
eighth-grade reader. Not your son 
Johnny — you! 

Are you an executive who car- 
ries home a brief case full of office 
reading night after night? A 
housewife who just can’t keep up 
with the new books and magazines? 
A reader-for-relaxation who takes 
twenty hours per novel ? 

If you answer yes, you need to 
read faster; so states the Reading 
Institute of Boston’s experienced 
headmaster, Mr. Samuel Joslow, 
who says, “For surprisingly, the 
faster you read the better you un- 
derstand. How well you read has 
a direct bearing on how much you 
learn, how much you earn, and how 
much you enjoy your leisure.” 

As part of the Institute’s Public 
Service Program, Mr. Joslow is di- 
recting a “Speed Reading” course 
here in Winchester under the spon- 
sorship of the College Club Eve- 
ning Study Group Program. At a 
special rate of $20 per individual, 
six two-hour sessions will be held 
every other Monday starting Jan- 
uary 27. 

This is a new course for the club 
to offer and is in response to the 
general interest in the subject. To 
conduct this course at this special 
rate, a minimum of 20 individuals 
is required. 

The average adult reads at a 
speed of 250 words to 400 words a 
minute. According to the experi- 
ence of the Institute, a doctor who 
tested at 300 words finished his 
course at 1200 words a minute, 
with tin increase in comprehension 
from 75Ce to 90Cr. A business ex- 
ecutive, faster at 475 words a min- 
ute than the average reader, tested 
at 1100 word on the completion of 
his course. A medical student at 
300 words a minute increased his 
speed to 1000 words a minute. 
These are the results of full-course 
training of two hours a week for 
twelve weeks. 

The course offered by the club 
will be two hours every two weeks 
for twelve weeks. Although this is 
one-half the time of the full course, 
the Institute has assured the club 
that members taking the course 
will substantially increase their 
reading speed and comprehension. 

The training involves reading by 
thought-units instead of word-by- 
word, reading without stopping to 
reread, and reading critically and 
alertly. “Lazy-eye” which looks 
without seeing is corrected. Me- 
chanical aids are used, including 
the Tachistoscope nnd reading-rate 
aecellerator and will be supplied by 
jthe Institute. 

Due to the vast amount of rend- 
ing material pouring from the 
presses and the desire of many to 
read more which can be accom- 
plished only by reading faster, it 
is expected this new course will be 
a popular one. 

Mr. Joslow, a graduate of Yale 
University and a teacher of many 
years experience, organized the 
Reading Institute of Boston in 
1950, and its present success has 
proven that anyone can at least 
double or triple his present reading 
speed. 

Serving as hosts and chairman to 
this group are Mr. and Mrs. Gilman 
Wallace, also members of the steer- 
ing committee for the Evening 
Study Groups. 

Tin* group is open to all mem- 
bers of the College Club and to 
non-members as well.

PREDICTS SAFER XMAS DRIVING 


If the nation’s drivers continue 
to “Back the Attack on Traffic Ac- 
cidents,” America may have one of 
its safest and happiest Christmases, 
the National Safety Council said 
today. 

In launching its annual Christmas 
safety campaign, the Council said 
the traffic trend is encouraging — 
but it also warned that highway ac- 
cidents and deaths reach their 
peak at Christmas time. 

During the first nine months of 
this year traffic deaths dropped 3 
per cent from the same period for 
the previous year — a saving of 800 
lives. 

“If drivers can maintain this rate 
of improvement, more than 1,000 
lives can be saved on the highway 
in 1957,” the Council. 

The success of the “Back the At- 
tack on Traffic Accidents” cam- 
paign in its first year has led the 
Council to extend it through 1958. 
The purpose of the campaign is vo 
encourage public officials to step up 
the attack on traffic accidents and 
to stimulate acceptance of personal 
responsibility for safety. 

Speed is a large factor in yule- 
tide accidents, the Council said. It 
increases the chances of an acci- 
dent, and it also decreases the 
chances of drivers and passengers 
coming out alive if an accident oc- 
curs. 

To dertermine a safe speed, the 
Council said, drivers must take in- 
to consideration: 

1. Weather and visibility. Fog, 
rain, snow or darkness are caution 
signs that should be heeded. 

2. Mechanical factors. Engine 
power, ability to hold the road, and 
efficiency of all mechanical parts 
have a definite bearing on selection 
of a safe speed. 

3. Physical factors. Whether a 
road is rough, smooth, hilly, flat, 
curving or straight are consider- 
ations that should influence speed. 

4. Personal factors. The driver’s 
physical and mental condition and 
the speed at which he can safely 
control his car are important. 

5. Traffic conditions. Drivers 
should adapt their speed to the 
traffic they meet. A safe speed on 
a country road can be unsafe on a 
city street.

The Postmaster suggested that 
| you take special care in preparing 
| gift packages for the mails. Make 
j sure that all addresses are legible 
| and complete. 

"If you have any articles of un- 
| usual size or hulk, better check 
i with the Post Office before nttempt- 
| ing to mail them.”, the Postmaster 
j warns. The limits on size and 
i weight of packages varies, depend- 
j ing on where you mail your pack- 
! ago. 

When wrapping gifts for mail- 
i ing, it is always better to use cor- 
rugated cartons, especially where 
there are a number of various sized 
objects in the shipment. Use plenty 
of wadded tissues or newspaper for 
extra protection against shock, and 
securely wrap each package or car- 
ton in heavy paper, and then tie it 
with strong cord. Re sure to in- 
clude an extra label with your re- 
turn address and the recipients 
address inside the carton or pack- 
age before it is wrapped. 

Another good idea is to place a 
piece of transparent cellophane tape 
over the address portion of the 
label on your package to prevent 
defacing in transit, and always 
i make sure to include the recipients 
j full name, street address, city, zone 
i and state. 

Postmaster Clilgun says that if 
i you will follow these three simple 
; rules, you are certain to have your 
j gifts delivered before Christmas 
Day: Wrap them securely, Address 


them correctly, and Mail them 
early. 

Christmas Cards 

When mailing your Christmas 
cards, use the free label from the 
Post Office reading, “All for Local 
Delivery” and “All for Out of Town 
Delivery." By sorting your Christ- 
mas cards and tying them in two 
separate bundles, with the address- 
es all facing one way, you’re sure 
to speed their arrival. 

All Christmas cards should be 
sent by First Class mail, and he sure 
to put your return adddress on 
your card envelopes. This is not 
only socially correct, hut will en- 
able both you and your friends to 
keep your mailing lists up-to-date. 

Christmas cards and packages 
for out-of-town destinations should 
be mailed well before December 
10, and your Christmas mail for 
local delivery should be sent at 
least a week before Christmas.

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MOST IMPORTANT FOR AMERICA 

Editor of vh<> .Star: 

Tho most important thing for 
America at the present time is to 

E ossess the good will of ill nations. 

ut, we must also remain prepared 
in order that present dictators, ns 
those of the past, who think they 
can conquer the world, will change 
their minds when they consider the 
United States as the power for 
world peace. Therefore, we must I 
continue to have the host Naval i 
Officers, the best Army Officers, and [ 
the best Aviation Officers in the ■ 
world, and continue to maintain an j 
adequate military program so that J 
future dictators will he afraid to j 
start out on n war of destruction. 

We are spending large amounts 
for foreign aid which, in many 
cases, is making enemies for us 
rather than friends. A small part 
of this foreign aid program should 
be used to build a school to teach 
men who want to go into Foreign 
Service to he the best prepared men 
in the world for this type of service. 
To do this, we must not only build 
the school, but must also have our 
very best Diplomats as instructors. 
Young men who really want to go 
into Foreign Service should bo se- 
lected as students. 

Today, we have 17 colleges in the 
United States that olfer courses to 
men or women who want to go into 
Foreign Service. Naturally, none 
of these schools concentrate on the 
Foreign Service courses. Men who 
finish these courses can take their 
exanvirtat ions in. 78 cities through- 
out the United States. The exam- 
iners are only interested in the 
applicants’ written examinations; 
they know nothing of the appli- 
cants’ qualifications or personal 
lives. 

All of us can see and understand 
that the best way to cure this hap- 
hazard way of selecting Foreign 
Service men is to have one school, 
such as the Army, Navy and Air 
Force have. By emphasizing 
proper training and observation 
only the best men would be selected 
for Foreign Service. Our country 
should pay these men well for this 
type of work, instead of paying 
them four thousand dollars per 
year as we now pay our Consuls. 
You cannot get good men without 
paying them enough. These Con- 
suls, who are located in all main 
seaport towns, should be men work- 
ing themselves up from Consuls to 
Ambassadors. There are 10 grades 
in the Foreign Service; all begin 
with the lowest grade as Consul. 

Another reason why we cannot 
get proper men to enter the For- 
eign Service is that we select our 
Ambassadors and Ministers .is po- 
litical payoffs — many are rich men 
and politicians who have not the 
least idea of what Foreign Service 
means. 

We shoukl discontinue these poli- 
tical payoffs, and permit the best 
qualified men to enter the work as 
Consuls, and work themselves up to 
full Ambassadors. Instead of se- 
lecting a politician as Secretary of 
State, select the man best qualified 
for the job of Secretary of State! 
We could then look forward to hav- 
ing the world as our friends instead 
of as our enemies. 

We could expect this change in 
policy to bring good will and friend- 
ship for our country. This would 
prevent little and big wars. A 
really qualified diplomat is far 
more important to our country than 
sailors, soldiers, marines an avia- 
tors. We must have the best quali- 
fied men in Foreign Service. If we 
can keep peace, friendship and 
good will, we will not have to fight. 

Please write your Congressmen 
and Senators. Advocate this change 
that I have suggested in selecting 
and training men for Foreign Serv- 
ice.

INTERESTING POLIO FIGURES 

Care of polio victims in Middle- 
sex County this year has cost $380,- 
000, it wus revealed at the kickoff 
dinner for the March of Dimes 
campaign held at the Hotel Con- 
tinental in Cambridge November 
13. The campaign will climax with 
the traditional Mothers’ March in 
January. 

The expense of patient care and 
rehabilitation is being emphasized 
under the campaign theme, “Sur- 
vival is Not Enough.” 

Medical care of Middlesex Coun- 
ty polio patients in 1956 cost $630,- 
000. Our generous friends in the 
county contributed $447,000. After 
sending the National Foundation 
our normal allocation for research, 
the deficit was $404,000. This sum 
was sent here by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

The cost of patient care and re- 
habilitation in Middlesex County 
during 1957 will be approximately 
$380,000. In our last campaign we 
collected $313,000, half of which is 
allocated to research. 

From Jan. — Oct., 1957, payments 
to communities for medical care of 
polio patients includes the sum of 
$3,420.49 paid to Wnehester.

ON LIBRARY SITUATION 

Editor of the Star:

These are room to shelve 
the books, and room for the people 
who come, to read, to seek informa- 
tion from, and to borrow those 
books. 

Since the recent Town decisions, 
the trustees and the stuff have had 
to consider the building and its 
uses from a fresh point of view. 
The library welcomes tin* sugges- 
tions and constructive ideas which 
have come from Mr. Mott and 
others, who have been interested 
enough to examine our problems 
and talk with us about them. The 
best solutions come from a free in- 
terchange of ideas. 

When all the possibilities have 
been weighed, it will be the respon- 
sibility of the trustees and the 
librarian, with the advice of our 
trained and experienced staff, to 
make decisions as to what will give 
the best library service in the 
present building. Plans for the 
necessary changes will be explain- 
ed in an early issue of the Star 
after this week’s meeting of the 
board of Trustees.

WARNED TO PROTECT 
BLIND PEDESTRIANS 


Registrar of Motor Vehicles, Ru- 
dolph F. King, chairman of the 
Massachusetts Highway Safety 
Committee, recently issued stem 
warning to motorists who fail to 
observe the requirements imposed 
by lnw upon motorists in the pro- 
tection of totally or partially blind 
persons using the Commonwealth’s 
highways. 

“According to complaints receiv- 
ed, it is apparent that the law 
enacted for the protection of blind 
persons is being flagrantly violated, 
making it necessary to call to pub- 
lic attention the necessity for closer 
observance by motorists in order to 
provide safety and security for 
those persons who suffer impaired 
vision. The provisions of the law 
are as follows:

In a joint, constructive effort of 
mutual cooperation directed toward 
greater efficiency in both offices, the 
Town Treasurer, E. Abbott Bradlee, 
and Town Collector and Collector 
of Taxes, Donald Ileath, together 
with the employees of both offices, 
have acted to bring their two offices 
closer together. On November 21 
it was agreed by all concerned 
that the double sliding doors be- 
tween the two important town 
offices would be opened permanent- 
ly. This will permit the workers 
to move freely between their offices, 
helping each other as the work load 
varies, as absences occur, or during 
the lunch hour. Of immediate prac- 
tical value will be the assistance 
given Mrs. Betty Titilnh, asst, 
treasurer by Miss Marguerite 
Troop, chief clerk of the collectors 
office, and her two assistants, Mrs. 
Lillian Donaghey and Miss Angie 
Politano during the coming plan- 
ned absence of Mr. Bradlee for a 
few weeks. Had this move of joint 
assistance not been made, it would 
have been necessary for the town 
to hire temporary clerical assis- 
tance for Mrs. Titilah during this 
period. 

Assisting with the details of co- 
ordinating this move were mem- 
bers of the Fiscal Survey Commit- 
tee who acted with full cognizance 
and approval of the Chairman of 
the Finance Committe. In compli- 
menting the personnel of the two 
departments for their broad ap- 
proach to this question and willing 
cooperation Mr. Don S. Greer, 
Chairman of the Fiscal Survey 
Committee, said "The action you 
have taken today marks an impor- 
tant step forward in our method of 
operation here in all our town 
offices. It bus long been recognized 
by some, and was early pointed out 
by our committee, that there are 
great variations in the demands of 
the work to be performed by the 
different functions and offices in the 
town hall. People in one office may 
be hard pressed, even working 
overtime, while those in another 
have little to do. Within a short 
time, perhaps a few weeks, the 
tables may be actually reversed 
The obvious answer has been to es- 
tablish a policy of voluntary move- 
ment of personnel back and forth 
to cope with these situations. It 
has been the conviction of many 
that the people most affected, 
namely the workers in the offices, 
were quite willing to do this. Your 
action today is proof of this fact.” 

“We of Hie Fiscal Survey Com- 
mittee had early established as one 
of our important goals the effective 
working out of an agreement 
among all town offices that such 
shifts of personnel should be the 
rule rather than the exception. 
Your action today marks a tangible 
first step in this direction. We are 
delighted and congratulate you. 


i The entire town will applaud your 
i friendly and public spirited action.” 
In a brief meeting with the offi- 
• cials and joint staffs of the two 
j departments, at which Mr. Oscar 
i Morrow, the Finance Committee 
representative on the Fiscal Survey 
Committee, also made valuable con- 
tributions, Mr. Greer stated public- 
ly for the first time the unanimous 
decision of the Fiscal Survey Com- 
mittee to recommend to the town 
that the offices of Treasurei and 
Collector should he consolidated at 
the first opportunity. The Com- 
| mittee had previously stated at 
town meeting that it was consider- 
] ing such a move and would have 
i definite recommendations later. A 
j full statement of these recommen- 
dations will he included in the 
j committee's coming report to the 
I town.

A finely drilled, hard-hitting Woburn High School football team 
unleashed a devastating ground attack Thanksgiving morning to beat 
an outclassed Winchester High team in the traditional game between 
these two long-time rivals, 27-13.

Woburn chose to receive and Car- 
bone ran the kickoff back from the 
20 to the 28 yard line.

Once again Woburn commenced 
to roll with Mclnerny and Carbone 
doing the bulk of the carrying. 
Short gains by Carbone and Ander- 
son, followed by a 15 yard scamper 
by Mclnerny, made first down at 
the Winchester 48, followed by 
first downs at the Indians 36 and 
25 yard lines. 

Danny Serieka diagnosed a triple 
pass play from Anderson to Car- 
bone to Mclnerny, getting the run- 
ner right at the line of scrimmage 
and on the next play Graham re- 
covered a loose ball for Winchester 
at the Indians’ 22. 

Paonessa recovered his own fum- 
ble and Flaherty was stopped with- 
out gain. On third down “Doug" 
Thomson took a pitchout and turn- 
ed the right corner to gallop to 
the Woburn 43 where he was 
brought down by Carey. 

Flaherty made five yards in two 
bucks but on third down Peckham 
was snowed under on a pass play 
back on the Woburn 45. 

The Indians gambled on fourth 
down with Paonessa sweeping left 
on a potential lateral out to Thom- 
son. Cosimo was dropped back on 
the Woburn 48 without passing, 
and Woburn was moving toward 
Winchester pay dirt with the ball 
at the 2C5 when the half ended. 

Fumble Hurts Winchester 

Thomson ran the second half 
kickoff back to his 34. Two plays 
failed to gain, but on third down 
Longworth hit “Butch” Murphy for 
a first down at the Woburn 36. 

A five yard penalty for offside 
set the locals back to the 41, and 
Paonessa was stopped dead at the 
line. On second down Longworth 
again passed to Murphy who com- 
pleted the pass and then fumbled 
when he was hit at the Woburn 
with Woburn recovering at the 23. 

This was a key play for Win- 
chester which was looking up at 
that point and if the Indians could 
have scored on this sequence, tha 
pressure on Woburn would have 
been greatly increased.

BE AN "ARMCHAIR TRAVELER" 


No trip this winter? 

Can’t get away or can’t afford it? 
Cheer up! Join the “Armchair 
Travelers.” Again the Winchester 
College Club will sponsor the 
Travel Study Group on Monday 
evenings beginning January 27, for 
six sessions every other week. 

Would you like the opportunity 
to roam the world? (By color film! ) 
For the second year, Professor and 
Mrs. Chester L. Dawes, as chair- 
men, will take the group on six in- 
teresting and varied trips. Each 
session will be presented by a 
“traveler” in the group. 

First on the list might be the 
Dawes, back from a summer trip 
to Russia where Mrs. Dawes col- 
lected her spectacular colored films 
while Prof. Dawes was observing 
technical and industrial progress of 
the Soviets. 

Dr. Dawes is a headliner to us; 
his recent speech before the En- 
gineering Societies of New Eng- 
land was reported in the Boston 
Herald, November 13, from which 
the following is quoted: 

“Prof. Chester L. Dawes, who 
visited Moscow, Leningrad and 
Zaporozhye for two weeks last July 
for the annual meeting of the In- 
ternational Electrotechnical Com- 
mission, found the Soviet second, if 
not our equal, in aeronautics.” 

And again: 

“Prof. Dawes, 71 today, and pro- 
fessor emeritus since 1953, visited 
industries, and technical sessions 
at the University of Moscow during 
his stay in the Soviet. 

“ ‘They are the only people flying 
jet planes in scheduled commercial 
service,’ he said of the Russians. 

“ ‘They are pressing aggressive- 
ly ahead on projects which seem to 
work, even if they do not meet our 
ideas of efficiency and craftsman- 
ship.’ 

“In technical education, the Har- 
vard scholar found, the Russians 
run close to this country in quality. 
In quantity, they turn out 50,000 
engineers annually to our 23,000. 

“He was impressed by the Soviet 
educational system.” 

Prof. Dawes is best known as a 
teacher, of infinite patience, a top 
man in his field, who received his 
own education in electrical engin- 
eering at M.I.T. where after grad- 
uation he remained as instructor for 
two years. He then began his teach- 
ing ut Harvard University where 
he remained until retirement except 
for two years leave of absence to 
teach at the Post Graduate School 
of the U. S. Naval Academy. 

Prof. Dawes holds an honorary 
A.M. degree from Harvard and an 
honorary Doctor of Engineering 
degree from Northeastern Univer- 
sity. He is the author of four wide- 
ly used electrical engineering text- 
books, two of which have been 
translated into Spanish and Portu- 
guese. He is consultant for the

I consultant and director of the 
i Doble Engineering Company; vice 
i president and director of the New 
' England Mica Company, and the 
i holder of several mica patents. 

Mrs. Dawes was born in Ontario, 
Canada, and graduated from the 
University of Western Ontario and 
I the Ontario College of Education. 
Instead of teaching as she had ori- 
ginally planned she switched to 
secretarial work, working first in 
Butler, Pa., for a glass technologist 
and then at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Engineering.

LEAVING DECEMBER 11 

Prof, and Mrs. Neil H. Borden 
of 150 Highland avenue are leaving 
December 11 from Boston by plane 
for London on the first leg of a trip 
that will eventually take them to 
Sydney and Melbourne, Australia. 

Prof. Borden has been invited by 
the Australian Association of Ad- 
vertising Agencies to come to Aus- 
tralia to counsel them and the Aus- 
tralian universities with regards to 
teaching marketing and advertis- 
ing in the universities.

SRA TESTING PROGRAM 
SHOWS MARYCIIFF PROGRESS 

Results of the 1957 Iowa Tests of i 
Educational Development s h o w | 
above standard progress at Mary- I 
cliff. In a conference for parents, 
teachers and pupils, November 26, i 
William T. Stimson, guidance i 
counsellor for .Science Research As- j 
sociates, stated thnt students’ 
scores went beyond standard 
growth in one year. 

Standard growth is 2.0. Mary- 
clifF sophomores increased their 
scores 3.9: juniors, rose to 3.1 and 
seniors reached 1.9 points. Senior 
growth was difficult because, last 
year, the class was already in the 
98th percentile. 

Mr. Stimson, a graduate of Clark 
University, has studied at Ileidel- 
burg and Harvard as well. He has 
done special work in Spanish at 
Santa Barbara State Teachers Col- 
lege and special work in Japanese 
at University of Colorado. After 
20 years of teaching, be has served 
as guidance administrator, as a 
school board member and is an 
author. lie now services 125 schools 
in establishing the SRA testing 
program. 

In his demonstration of test re- 
sults to over 150 parents, Mr. Stim- 
son was enthusiastic in his praise 
of the MaryclitT system of educa- 
tion and of its teachers. He found 
that provision for individual dif- 
ferences and personalized guidance 
for all students were both ade- 
quate and effective. 

At present every class is above 
the national 50th percentile norm. 
Also, the seniors and juniors rank 
in the 98th percentile m their com- 
posite score. The sophomores rank 
in the 83rd; the freshmen are in j 
the 76th. This optimistic scholas- j 
tic picture is not the result of ; 
exclusive selection of students for 
their high intelligence. Students 
capable of doing high school work 
are accepted at the school. Mr. 
Stimson did. however, congratulate 
Reverend Mother Jannin and 
Mother Winters, principal, on their 
wise selection of worthy scholar- 
ship winners. 


LIFE LINES 

GOD’S RATION BOOK 

The other day, rummaging 
through some old papers, I came 
across a little hook half full of 
coupons. It was one of the ration 
Hooks which were so important to 
all of us during the Second World 
War. Most of us, in this land of 
plenty, have almost forgotten them. 

Rut during those war years, few 
things were more important to us 
than those ration books. To this 
day, I understand, in less fortunate 
lands, ration books are still in use, 
and probably will he for a long 
time. 

Remember how carefully we 
"counted our points,” to make sure 
that everything necessary would be 
obtained? We knew that we had 
just so many coupons, so many 
"points,” each month. If we wasted 
them on non-essentials, our fam- 
ilies would suffer real privation. 

But did you ever stop to think 
that you and I live by just such a 
ration book every year of our 
lives? It is called the calendar. 

In just a few days now, God will 
be passing out a new ration book 
to us, called “Calendar 1958.” In 
that ration hook there will be just 
three hundred and sixty-five cou- 
pons. The richest person in the 
land cannot obtain a ration book 
with more coupons. There is no 
black market in “time.” 

It is a sobering thought; isn’t 
it? That we can’t buy time. That 
we can’t “save” time. We have to 
use each day, each minute as it 
comes along. 

“Wasting time” is like tearing up I 
a ration coupon and throwing it I 
away. Let's try to use our time j 
more wisely during this next year; j 
there never seems to be quite j 
enough time. Let’s make every | 
coupon count. 


PREPARE FOR WINTER DRIVING 


“The prevention of traffic acci- 
dents requires not only caution, but 
imagination and foraesight,” Police 
Chief Charles .1. Harrold said today- 
"But it’s difficult for some people 
to realize thnt the only way they 
can stop accidents is to take ade- 
quate preventive measures before 
the accident, happens.” 

The chief observed that when a 
community experiences a fatal traf- 
fic accident., “people wonder why 
it happened and what could have 
been done to prevent it. It’s easy 
to get stirred up about safety at a 
time like thnt, but it’s not so easy 
to anticipate each accident and 
take preventive measures before- 
hand.” 

As an example, Chief Harrold 
pointed out that motorists in this 
part of the country are familiar 
with the difficulties and hazards of 
winter driving, yet many of them 
do not prepare adequately for the 
winter season..,.- 

"A driver with experience and 
foresight will not postpone winter- 
izing his car until he is caught in 
the first snow or sleet storm,” he 
said. “And he realizes that a good 
job of winterizing means more 
than an oil change and the addition 
of anti-freeze.” 

The chief emphasized that the 
coming of winter means the driver 
will be forced to rely more on his 
car’s safety equipment. Therefore, 
he should make doubly sure this 
equipment is in first rate condition 
to meet the test of cold weather. 


Among the items of safety equip- 
ment that, need seasonal attention, 
Chief Harrold listed; 

Windshield wiper blades and de- 
frosters, to keep the windshield 
clean when driving in rain, sleet or 
snow. 

Head and tail lights, properly 
adjusted for increased use during 
winter’s longer nights and during 
snowfalls. 

Battery, for surer starts and to 
insure safe lighting. 

Brakes, equalized for efficient 
operation on slippery pavements. 

Reinforced tire chains in trunk, 
ready to provide stop-and-go trac- 
tion needed on ice or snow. 

"It takes a little time to hnve 
these items checked, and replaced 
if necessary, but it is by suen pre- 
cautions as these that accidents can 
be prevented,” the chief empha- 
sized.

Lorimcr Slocum, a former wide- 
ly known resident of Winchester, 
died Wednesday night, November 
20, at the Stamford, Conn., hospital, 
following a heart attack with which 
he was sir ikon at the Yale — Prince- 
ton football game at Princeton vhe 
previous Saturday. Mr. Slocum’s 
home was in Halter Lane, Darien, 
Conn., with a summer home at 
Boothhay Harbor, Me., and he was 
retired vice president and manag- 
ing director of the international 
; division of Young & Rubicam, Inc., 
New York advertising agency. 

Mr. Slocum, who was 59, was 
born in Laconia, N. H., son of Rev. 
Joel Byron, and Jean (Bergland) 
Slocum. He prepared at the Peddie 
School and was graduated from 
Princeton in 1921, entering the 
Philadelphia advertising firm of 
N. W. Ayer & Son, Inc., in that 
year. 

Two years later Mr. Slocum went 
to Ayer’s Boston office as an ac- 
count executive, taking up resi- 
dence in Winchester at that time, 
living first on Myrtle terrace and 
later in the house built for him at 
335 Highland avenue. 

He lived in Winchester until 
1937, being active in civic affairs as 
a member of the Finance Commit- 
tee from 1935 to 1937. He was also 
actively identified with the First 
Congregational Church and was a 
member of the Winchester Country 
Club. 

Mr. Slocum remained with N. W. 
Ayer through 1936, being first New 
England manager and in 1936, vice 
president. In 1940, after a brief 
interval with another firm in New 
York he joined Young & Rubicam, 
becoming head of its Canadian sub- 
sidiary with offices in Montreal and 
Toronto. In 1942 he returned to 
New York to form Young & Rubi- 
cam’s international division. 

After establishing offices in Lon- 
don and Mexico City, Mr. Slocum 
served as vice president and man- 
aging director of the international 
division, making his headquarters 
in New York. He frequently 
traveled abroad on business before 
retiring in 1956.

Storer entitled “No Strings At- 
tached.” The title of the sermon 
refers to the fact that the Uni- 
tarian Service Committee does not 
seek to convert or to promote Uni- 
turianism among the people it 
helps in many parts of the world. 
It carries out medical, teaching, and 
social work projects but only in 
keeping with the requests »nd 
needs of the people themselves. 

A two year education project 
which the Unitarian Service Com- 
mittee has undertaken in Cambodia 
at the request of the Cambodian 
Royal Government, saw its aims 
realized this month when classes 
began in the first teacher training 
school ever established in that 
country. 

Whenever possible a project 
gradually becomes the responsibil- 
ity of the community in which it is 
located. For example, the Navajo 
Tribal Council at Gallup, New 
Mexico, recently voted to donate 
more than $5,000 towards operat- 
ing costs of a community center 
set up by the Unitarian Service 
Committee in 1952 to help these In- 
dians bridge the gap between their 
culture and modern ways. 

A display of photographs of cur- 
I rent projects in Greece, Germany, 
Austria, and many other parts of 
the world was arranged at the 
church by Mrs. Charles T. Main, 
2nd, District Chairman for the Uni- 
tarian Service Committee. The 
church schools also took part in the 
program for Unitarian .Service 
Committee Sunday which was 
widely observed throughout the 
country. 

Two prominent Winchester en- 
gineers, Dr. Albert G. Dietz and 
Dr. Rolf Eliassen, are among those 
who have served on Unitarian 
Service Committee sponsored pro- 
jects abroad in recent years. 
Plans for 1958 include medical con- 
ferences in the Middle East, Eu- 
rope and South America in which 
four teams of outstanding Amer- 
ican doctors will participate.

LEAGUE TO PRESENT SPEAKERS 
ON ARMS CONTROL 

The Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters is sponsoring Che 
annual School of International Re- 
lations this year on January 29, 
1958, at Kresge Auditorium in 
Cambridge. The question, “Arms 
Control: Riddle of our Future” will 
he explored by two nationally 
known speakers in the morning 
and a round table discussion of ex- 
perts in the afternoon. 

The speakers will consider the 
possibility and desirability of con- 
trolling arms, alternative methods 
of lessening world tensions, and 
concrete plans they propose for the 
United States to consider for im- 
mediate action. Mr. Henry Kis- 
singer, Associate Director of Har- 
vard’s Center for International 
Studies urges us to adopt a doc- 
trine of limited warfare instead of 
disarmament proposals designed 
only to prevent surprise attacks. 
Mr. Kissinger is the author of 
“Nuclear Weapons and Foreign 
Policy,” which he wrote after work- 
ing over a period of eighteen 
months with a large group of ex- 
perts on these problems. 

The second speaker is Mr. Thom- 
as Finletter, secretary of the Ait- 
Force under President Truman 
from 1950 to 1953. Mr. Finletter 
believes that we must continue to 
work for arms control agreements. 
There will he a question period 
after both men have spoken. 

In the afternoon there will he 
a round-table discussion centering 
on the thesis of the morning speech- 
es. The expert participants in the 
discussion will be Col. Richard 
Leghorn, formerly of Mr. Stassen’s 
disarmament staff, and chairman of 
the National Planning Association’s 
special project to study security 
through arms control; Mr. William 
It. Frye, U.N. correspondent for the 
Christian Science Monitor, and 
author of the recently published 
“United Nations Police Force;” Mr. 
Harold J. Berman, Professor of 
Law at Harvard, and specialist in 
international trade law; and Mr. 
Jerome B. Wiesner, director of the 
Research Laboratory of Electronics 
at M.I.T. and a member of the 
President’s Science Advisory Com- 
mittee. 

These meetings are open to the 
public and it is hoped that many 
non-members of the League will 
attend. Mrs. Edward S. Rendall of 
Ardley place, is in charge of reser- 
vations.

IN MENTAL HEALTH WORKSHOP 


A group of interested social 
agencies and other professional 
people met recently to explore the 
possibility of setting up a Mental 
Health Workshop designed for 
training in mental health principles 
and their application to everyday, 
on-the-job, inter-personal relation- 
ships. 

The group is the local Social 
Agencies Group which meets regu- 
larly once a month to coordinate 
effort and exchange information 
between its members the: Winches- 
ter Boy Scouts, Civil Defense, .Dis- 
trict Nursing Association, Girl 
Scouts, Hospital, Library, Police 
Department, Red Cross, School De- 
parment, and Welfare Board.

From ancient days mural 
decoration had been an integral 
part of architecture until the end 
of the 19th century when it was 
practically given up. At the pres- 
ent time, Mr. Boyhan said, it is be- 
ing revived to add interest to the 
simplicity of contemporary archi- 
tecture. 

Some of Mr. Boyhan’s drawings 
for the murals which he has exe- 
cuted were on exhibition anil also 
several paintings in the gauche me- 
dium displaying interesting vivid 
colors.

EDITORIALS 

It is greatly to he hoped that the roughhousing uround the center 
and high achool the night before the Woburn game Thanksgiving is 
not a forerunner of affairs of a similar nature with each group of 
participants trying to improve on the activity of the previous year. 

Good-natured rivalry before a big g-ame is all right, to he expected, 
and if it does get a bit on the boisterous side, no one is going to get 
too upset. _ 

When, however, youthful enthusiasts take to throwing rocks through 
car endows, breaking store windows, trying to overturn automobiles, 
throwing rotten eggs, and tearing down business signs; when youthful 
groups gravitate toward a central spot to stage a gang light, that is 
something else again. There is no excuse for such actions in a town 
like Winchester, and the authorities should put a quick stop to any 
attempts at repetition before the property damage assumes more 
serious proportions, or what is worse, some youngster gets badly 
hurt. If anyone had gotten in the way of some of the missiles that 
were thrown, he could have been seriously injured, at the least. 

Some seem to feel that the police were to blame for what took place 
on Thanksgiving Eve, and there is some justification for the contention 
that what took place could have been anticipated and sufficient police 
been provided to prevent it. 

In the overall picture, however, the police are not alone respon- 
sible for a growing tendency toward rowdyism on the part of our 
young people. The police have given the town pretty much what the 
community has wanted in the matter of youth control, and have had 
little encouragement to get tough with the kids, either from the town 
authorities or the parents. 

Winchester, as a community, has been very lenient with its anti- 
social youngsters. The Star has more than once commented on this 
leniency and advocated a tighter rein on conduct that is only a hair- 
line away from juvenile delinquency, if it not indeed that. ! he 
Thanksgiving Eve fracus and its follow-up potential gang fight the 
following day Indicate that things are getting out of hand. A ou do 
not expect such things to take place in the very center of a community 
like Winchester. 

It has been easy to shrug off past youthful escapades, because on 
the whole Winchester has been free of the serious trouble, in which so 
many youngsters of other communities have so often and so long been 
involved. It couldn’t happen here, everyone has said. 

Well. Thanksgiving eve it did happen here, and we can all be thankful 
the results were not worse. A tendency toward lawlessness on the part 
of some of our youth is definitely on the increase, and this tendency 
is by no means confined to the boys and girls from our less fortunate 
homes. 

The automobile, liquor, loose home ties, total lack of parental 
discipline and responsibility for their children have been contributing 
factors. The situation is a lot more serious potentially than any of 
us like to believe. 

A start toward the return to a more law-abiding youth in a more 
law -conscious adult community needs to he made, and soon! These 
pre-game football rumpuses would seem a good place to start; doubly 
good because the big game with Woburn, one of W inchoster’s tinest 
sports events, won’t stand too many of them!

CURTAILMENT OF COMMUTER 
RAIL SERVICE SERIOUS 


Editor of the Star: 

I wish to state that I view the 
proposed curtailment of commuter 
tr ains by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road between Winchester and Bos- 
ton as a most serious situation for 
this town. 

The Railroad has been consistent- 
ly and repeatedly reducing our 
service for some time. It seems 
that every time a new timetable 
comes out we have lost some trains 
or station stops. Apparently, it is 
the intention of the Boston & Maine 
to reduce our service to a very few 
trains or eliminate it entirely. 

The span of time between trains is 
constantly becoming greater. If 
the present trend continues, Win- 
chester will be virtually marooned 
in the near future as far as com- 
muter service is concerned. 

Because of the situation I have 
outlined, I have taken the follow- 
ing steps: (1)1 have consulted' with 
the Board of Selectmen with re- 
spect to joint action on the prob- 
lem; (2) I have made plans vo 
appear before the current hearings 
being conducted by the state De- 
partment of Public Utilities vo 
launch a vigorous protest; (3) I 
have requested the Department of 
Public Utilities to hold a public 
hearing on this question in vhe 
Town of Winchester; (4) I have 
filed a bill for consideration at the 
coming session of the legislature 
for the creation of a Commuter 
Services Commission whose duty it 
would he to bend every effort to 
preserve, co-ordinate, and improve 
all of the various commuter serv- 
ices in Greater Boston. 

I hope as many as possible of our 
citizens will attend the public hear- 
ings now being conducted at the 
State House or write letters of 
protest to the Department of 
Public Utilities at the State House. 
I also hope our citizens will attend 
any local hearing afforded us by 
vhat department. 

Lastly, I realize that the rail- 
roads have problems too. No pr iv- 
ate corporation can be expected to 
carry on a public service forever at 
a burdensome loss without some 
form of compensating aid. Duck- 
ing the issue by eliminating the 
service or pricing themselves out 
of business is not the way to solve 
the problem, however.

It is especially important 
to write legibly, or better yet, print 
the recipient’s full name, street 
address, zone number, city and 
state, on all mailing labels, making 
sure to include an extra label in- 
side your gift package. 

If any of your Christmas card en- 
velopes are larger than 9” x 12” or 
smaller than 2%" x 4” they can be 
sent only by First Class mail be- 
cause such cards require hand can- 
cellation. 

If you wish to enclose your 
Christmas card or letter in your 
gift package, merely add the ap- 
propriate letter postage to the 
postage for the package itself and 
indicate the presence of a letter or 
Christmas card inside the package.

Bill Swett and the rest of the 
Advance Gifts section report over 
100% subscription! Most interest- 
ing, according to Bill are the per- 
centage figures. As of this week, 
Winchester’s Advance Gifts is 47% 
ahead of last year. The United 
Fund advance gift average is 30% 
ahead — Winchester being a solid 
17% above the average. Total so 
far is $37,500, with more expected. 
Also, gifts of securities are expect- 
ed. 

George Whitten, reporting on his 
team’s success in the local commer- 


cial section, states that Winches- 
ter’s stores and businesses contri- 
buted over $900, just double the 
amount pledged last year. 

Tom Raphael’s division, the resi- 
dential canvass, has perhaps the 
most exciting news of all.

Actually, it’s the thought 
behind the gift or card, and not the 
time of arrival that is the impor- 
tant consideration.” 

The Postmaster asks for your 
special cooperation to-be sure that 
recipients name and address are 
plainly typed or written on all 
labels and Christmas cards. Use 
zone numbers, and it's always a 
good idea to include an extra label 
inside your packages. Parcel Post 
size and weight limitations vary 
according to destination. Ask 
about them when you go to the 
Post Office to buy stamps. 

Bt* sure to use First ■Class post- 
age on your Christmas cards, be- 
cause this enables you to include 
handwritten messages. Cards sent, 
by Erst Class mail will he delivered 
promptly, and forwarded or return- 
ed, if necessary, providing you in- 
clude your name and address on 
your Christmas card envelope, a 
custom, by the way, which is entire- 
ly socially correct. 

Response to his "Mail Early” ap- 
peals to date have been excellent, 
the Postmaster said.

You can do both yourself and the

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BONNELL SAYS 

12 SHOPPING DAYS FOR GOP 

The Bay State’s G. O. P. national 
committeeman, Ralph Bonnell, in 
holding to hia January l deadline 
for the Repub- 
lieana to pick 
the man they 
will run next 
year against 
Sen. John F 
Kennedy. Ilow’a 
the picking com- 
ing? 

"No one yet,’ 
confided Bon- 
nell; and then 
breaking into a 
b i g smile he 

added : 

"There are 12 riiore shopping 
days to Christmas, you know!” 

Actually there’s quite a bit of 
talk among Republicans that they 
might find their Kennedy opponent 
in the present Bay State congres- 
sional delegation. Names most 
mentioned are Cong. Laurence Cur- 
tis and Edith Nourse Rogers. The 
belief is that either could make as 
strong a run against Kennedy as 
any other Republican in sight. 

Bonnell is concerned that Repub 
licans, in the face of sputnik per- 
formances, are losing their sens 
of balance. “We’re criticized about 
missiles and we join the criticism 
We’re criticized about the budget 
and we join the critics. 

“I sat in the House when Con- 
gressman Wigglesworth was ask- 
ing more funds for the defense pro- 
gram and the Democrats voted his 
requests. 

"The administration viewpoint 
on the budget should have been 
stronger. It was given months of 
study. We should have acted like 
Truman when he sent in his bud- 
get nnd said it couldn't be cut a 
dime. Instead we said, 'Go ahead 
and cut it!’ We should have stood 
by what was asked instead of mov- 
ing away from the first requests. 

"As for sputniks, I’m not upset. 
We have got to recognize that sput- 
niks had a psychological value all 
over the world. The situation is 
like the time Lindbergh flew the 
Atlantic. There was terrific value 
in being first. But the aeronautical 
value in the next aviator going 
was just as important a few weeks 
later. 

“I believe our satellite will be 
going up in six months, maybe 
sooner. The scientific value can be 
as great or greater than that of 
the sputniks. I have confidence our 
scientists will have a better satel- 
lite. I think we have a good pro- 
gram, a strong defense. The new 
Secretary of Defense has already 
ordered intermediate missiles into 
production. 

“We need to keep a sense of bal- 
ance. Too many are tending to 

think better missiles are just n 

question of spending. That in my 
opinion is not the key. We have to 
spend what is necessary, but to go 
into an unbalanced budget and big 
deficits would play into the Soviets’ 
hands. Their major objective has 
always been to weaken our econ- 
omy.” . _

CIVIL AIR PATROL 
OBSERVES ANNIVERSARY 
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CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


Citing the Civil Air Patrol as a 
"vital source of power in emer- 
gencies’’ President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower recently extended con- 
gratulations to the more than 75,- 
000 members of the CAP on the 
occasion of its sixteenth anniver- 
sary. 

"The daily missions of the Civil 
Air Patrol add strength,” the pres- 
ident declared “to the national com- 
munity and the immediate avail- 
ability of its trained volunteers 
provides a vital source of power in 
emergencies.” 

"Congratulations nnd best wish- 
es.” 

Founded just six days before 
Pearl Harbor, the Civil Air Patrol 
has for more thnn a decade and n 
half provided the United States 
with a home front air arm in war 
and peace. During World War II 
these civilian volunteers flew more 
than 24,000,000 miles on anti-sub - 1 
marine patrol off East and Gulf ' “ 

coasts. Their tiny single engine 
planes heavily laden with bombs 
and depth charges ranged out of 
sight of land in search of the Nazi 
U-boats preying on our defense 
shipping. 

Since the war these same civilian 
volunteers have flown millions of 
miles on aerial search and rescue 
missions. 

Today the CAP boasts 40,000 
adult members, flight and ground 
crews, communications men nnd 
first aid technicians. It operates 
some 1,100 light liaison planes 
owned by and operated by the or- 
ganization. Its members own and 
operate another 5,000 light planes 
in performance of its missions. 
Some 16,000 CAP members are 
rated pilots. CAP also operates 
more than 10,000 radio stations — 
fixed, mobile and air borne, for use 
in emergencies. 

The Civil Air Patrol Cadet pro- 
gram, the only U. S. youth pro- 
gram based on aviation and the air 
age, now has more than 36,000 
teenagers participating.

Dr. Marti firmly believes that the 
roots of behaviour unacceptable to 
society, start growing early in a 
boy’s life.

At last week’s final report din- 
ner, United Fund Campaign Chair- 
man, O. Kelley Anderson announc- 
ed that $0,381,104 had been raised 
for the benefit of 377 social agen- 
cies in Greater Boston.

INFECTED PERSON TB CARRIER 


“A person with active tuber- 
culosis, under no medical supei- 
vision, is a source of infection m r 
everyone who comes in contact With 
him,” reports Shenian H. Russell, 
chairman of the Winchester Tuber- 
culosis Committee, an affiliate of 
the Middlesex Health Association. 
Some 100,000 Americans have ac- 
tive infectious TB, but do not know 
that they are sick. rf The discovery 
of nil these active eases is the only 
means to ultimate tuberculosis con- 
trol,” points out Mr. Russell. 

The search for unknown tuber- 
culosis cases is laborious and costly, 
requiring adequate casefinding pro- 
grams. Last year. $33,448.95 in 
Christmas Seal funds was spent to 
find now tuberculosis cases. 
Throughout Middlesex County, free 
chest x-rays were provided as fol- 
lows: Men-Over-40, 2447; indus- 

tries, 6551; foodhandlers, 557; 
screening elinics, 6085; newly ad- 
mitted hospital patients, 4103; 
community, 3291. 

In 1952, 292 new eases of tuber- 
culosis were reported in Middlesex 
County. 

Most of these new conditions 
were moderately or far advanced, 
requiring longer treatment and hos- 
pitalization. This points to the 
great need for sufficient casefinding 
to detect. TB early. 

“In the need to find new un- 
known cases of tuberculosis, it is 
more important than ever that wo 
exceed the total amount raised in 
the 1956 Seal Sale,” said Mr. Rus- 
sell. “Efforts must be concentrated 
on high TB incidence groups such 
as Men-Over-40, foodhandlers and 
others. Chest x-rays are an in- 
valuable part of the tuberculosis 
control program in maintaining the 
gains already made in the continu- 
ing fight against new infection. 
Every purchase of Christmas Seals 
is important. 


CLARA BARTON 

red cross founder born 

CHRISTMAS DAY 

( lnra Barton was horn on Christ- 
mas Day, 1821. She served as a 
mu o during the Civil War. In 1865, 
1 resident Lincoln placed her in 
charge of missing men of the 
Union armies, and in this connec- 
tion she identified nnd marked the 
graves of more than 12,fi00 soldiers. 

In 1866 Clara Bnrton visited 
Switzerland for her health and 
there learned of the new Red Cross 
movement. The cause made an 
immediate appeal to her imagin- 
ation and after witnessing Red 
( ross work during the War of 
J” ‘9 she became an enthusiastic 
Red Cross advocate. 

In 1877, on her return to Amer- 
lcn, Clara Barton presented to 
I resident Hayes a letter from Mr. 
Moynier, President of the Interna- 
tional Red Cross Committee, ask- 
ing once more that the United 
States accept the articles of the 
' 'invention. The letter was refer- 
red to the State Department where 
it was shelved. But Clara Bnrton, 
getting together a committee of 
four, continued her campaign. 

Encouraged by President Gar- 
field’s promise to recommend rati- 
fication, the Committee reorganized 
and had itself incorporated in 1881 
as the American Association of Lho 
Red fross, with Clara Barton as 
president, serving until 1904. Gar- 
field did not live to carry out his 
promise, hut in March 1882 Pres- 


ident Arthur and Senator Blninc 
secured ratification of the treaty 
by the Senate without, n dissenting 
vote. 

Clara Barton died Easter 1912 nt 
her Glen Echo, Maryland home. 
The Grand Rapids (Michigan) 
Press said: 

“The world lost a friend 
when Clara Barton died . . . 

Humanity is richer for her 
having lived.” 

A nobler epitaph no man or wo- 
man ever earned.

LIBRARY CHANGES ANNOUNCED 

The Winchester Public Library is 
presently changing the arrange- 
ment of hooks and services to pro- 
vide more space for hook expansion 
and work areas. 

The American Library Associa- 
tion has said a public library should 
add each year one volume for each 
five persons served. At present, in 
our library this means 3,271 vol- 
umes should be added each year. 
At the same time, at least 1,000 j 
hooks a year are being withdrawn, | 
which gives us a net of over 2,000 
hooks a year. 

The total hook collection at the j 
end of 1956 was 61,500. With a 
net increase of 2,000 books a year 
we should have at the end of this 
year 63,500; at the end of 1958, a 
total of 65,500 hooks, and so on. Let 
us say here that the figure •pioted 
in the October Town Meeting -that 
a library collection should total 2 Ms 
books per person — was taken from 
1945 minimum standards! 

Based on the American Library 
Association figure of six hooks per 
foot to allow for growth, the stack 
area of the library should shelve 
11,000 hooks on each floor. At 
present one floor of stacks alone 
houses 17,000 hooks. The same 
proportion of overcrowded shelves 
is true in all areas of the library. 

As indicated in a recent letter to 
the editor, changes are being made 
in the library to temporarily re- 
lieves some of the crowded areas. A 
special article in the Warrant will 
ask for funds to provide for more 
permanent changes. 

The children’s room is the sec- 
tion in greatest need of both 
shelving and seating. Here, the 
immediate change is to move the 
children's librarian’s office and 
workroom into the present janitor’s 
room. This will gi'*e the librarian 
more work space nnd also free 
both closets for the shelving of 
books. 

The janitors will move into the 
present staff room at the foot of 
the stairs. This is larger than 
their present room thus providing 
space for a large work table, tools, 
and supplies. With room to work 
and tools to work with, the janitors 
can do many jobs of repairing, etc., 
which previously were done by out- 
side workmen. 

The stafF room is moving into the 
present downstairs workroom. The 
workroom has been moved upstairs 
to the catalog office. This will en- 
able a more efficient use of present 
personnel since those in the work- 
room can easily be called to the 
circulation desk when needed. To 
create space for the workroom, the 
Cataloguer and the part-time typ- 
ist have moved into the Librarian’s 
former office. 

What used to be the high school 
alcove is now being used as an 
office for the librarian and assis- 
I tant librarian. The new librarian, 

' Mrs. Smith, is especially pleased 
j with this location since it will en- 
j able her to be near the center of 
j activity. All are cordially invited 
I to come into the office to get nc- 
• [uainted. 

The books from the High School 
alcove will he relocated. College 
catalogs and a few books for teen- 
agers are shelved in the former 
business and technical alcove. The 
hulk of the high school books are 
in the process of being shelved with j 
adult fiction and non-fiction. The 
facilities of the entire library are 
now open to high school students. 

Business and technical books will 
be found in the gallery reading 
room, as well as magazines and 
newspapers. Also shelved in this 
room is recent non-fiction. It is 
: felt that this room will he condu- 
cive to quiet reading. The attempt 
i has been made to arrange furniture 
so that exhibits may he hung on 
i available wall space. 

Reference books will be shelved 
j in the former non-fiction alcove. 

I The main reading room will hold 
. part of the fiction collection from 
' the stacks and this change in turn 
will temporarily alleviate the

CLOSING DATE FOR 
CHIRSTMAS MAIL DECEMBER 16 


December 16 is the closing date 
for Christmas letters and greeting 
cards, the closing dates for parcel 
post having been December 10. This 
does not mean that letters, cards 
and packages cannot be mailed af- 
ter these dates, but it does mean 
that the chances of delivery of such 
mail for Christmas are very slim, 
even virtually nil. 

Postal authorities strongly rec- 
ommend the mailing of Christmas 
cards first class, which permits the 
sealing of the envelopes, obviating 
the catching of loose Haps in the 
high-speed cancelling machines and 
the destruction of the envelopes, 
and often, the cards. 

Postal authorities also empha- 
size the necessity for having accu- 
rate addresses on Christmas cards 
md packages. It is doubly impor- 
ant this time of year, with the 
huge volumes of mail, to have ac- 
•urate addresses, legibly written, 
>r pref •ruhly printed. Return ad- 
bvsses ensure the return of first- 
la s mail t « » the sender if it can- 
tot h.* delivered.

WINCHESTER 
PUBLIC LIBRARY 

Memorial Window 

{ Tiditorial reference is made 
the 7 \lcr Memorial Window 
the Library Art Gallery. The 
dioxin ncj reprint from the Star, 
Si ovember 17, 18!* I, explains 
hat this window is.) * 


Tho window was designed by Tif- 
fany and Company of N. Y. and is 
composed of three lights. The cen- 
tral one depicts the memorable 
scene when John Gutenberg, uhe 
inventor of movable type, draws 
from his press a printed sheet, 
thereby demonstrating to Fust and 
Schoefter, who stand beside him, 
the practicability of his invention, j 

The idea of the artists has evi- 
dently been to make this window 
an epitome of book-making. With 
this end in view they have com- 
memorated the period before 
Gutenberg in the panels which form 
the lower portion of the three 
lights. They contain representa- 
tions of three of the earliest forms 
of hooks. One is the wax tablet of 
the Romans, hearing an extract 
from Cicero’s Pro Archias, in praise 
of literature. The second is uhe 
scroll of the Greeks, containing a 
quotation from Plato’s Phaedrus 
which relates the story of the 
origin of written characters, while 
the third is the illuminated missal 
of the mediaeval scribes, which 
bears the memorable inscription: 

“In memory of Joseph IIowo 
Tyler, born February 11th, 1825, 
died July 11th, 181*2. 

Happy is the man that findeth 
wisdom and the man that getteth 
understanding. — Prov. Ill, 13.’’ 

The side lights contain the tree 
of knowledge and wisdom, from 
whose branches hang escutcheons 
bearing the printers’ marks of early 
followers of Gutenberg. 

On the upper escutcheon in the 
right hand light is the mark of Wil- 
liam Caxton, who published at 
Westminster on November 18, 
1-177, the first book printed in Great 
Britain. Above the mark there is 
a ribbon bearing the words of 
Shakespeare: “My library was 

dukedom large enough.” 

In the upper escutcheon in the 
right hand light is the mark of the 
celebrated Parisian printer of il- 
luminated missals, Simon Vostrc, 
while the ribbon above carries the 
well-known quotation from Victor 
Hugo: “Les Libres sont des amis 
surs et fideles.” A ribbon on the 
lower branches of the tree bears 
the date, 1457, the year in which 
the first book was printed which 
bears both the date of publication 
and the name of the printer. 

In the left-hand side light there 
is shown in a similar manner the 
device of Christopher Plantin, the 
founder of the famous Antwerp 
printing house which continued in 
business down to our own times. 
This printer’s mark represents a 
hand issuing from a cloud and 
holding compasses and with them 
describing a circle within which are 
the words: “Lahore et Constantin.” 
The meaning of these words Plantin 
explained in the preface of his 
Polyglot Bible: the moving point 
of the compasses signifies labor 
and the stationary point constancy. 
This mark was first used in 1557. 

In the lower part of the same 
light appears the well-known an-

Through the upper portion of the 
three lights runs die familiar 
quotation from Borbonius: “Omnia 
mutantur, nor et mutatur in illus.” 

Not only is improvement in hook- 
making suggested in this window 
but also improvement in the art of 
making colored glass, for Hie win- 
dow is a triumph of the glazier’s 
art. 

We here find all the brilliancy 
and beauty of medieval glass, and 
in addition a far wider field and 
greater depth of color, combined 
with accuracy of drawing and an 
entile absence of paints and stains, 
so that no portion of the window 
is obscured, but even the deepest 
and darkest shadows transmit the 
light. The greater part of the glass 
used in this window was made from 
an entirely new formula, dis- 
covered by Mr. Louis C. Tiffany, a 
discovery as great as that of Hint 
glass, and destined to revolutionize 
the art of making colored glass 
windows. 

The window forms a memorial 
peculiarly appropriate for a li- 
brary, for it is a history of hook- 
making which will inspire reflec- 
tion and stimulate to further study 
and effort. Every one interested in 
art or literature will congratulate 
the donors of the window, its mak- 
ers and the town of Winchester up- 
on this beautiful work of art. 

The Tyler Memorial Window was 
originally in the Library when the 
Library was in the Town Hall.

WOBURN JUDGE 
AND POLICE CHIEF 
INTRODUCE BILLS 

Judge William H. Henchey of the 
Wohurn District Court, who is 
president of the Massachusetts 
Chapter of Juvenile Judges and a 
member of the National Council of 
Juvenile Judges, has introduced in- 
to the Legislature through Senator 
Frederick T. McDermott of Med- 
ford, a bill binding the State to an 
interstate agreement for the return 
ot runaway juveniles. 

Under the present law juvenile 
refugees can not be brought back 
to the state for certain acts, and 
the National Council of Juvenile 
Judges feels that juveniles not un- 
der proper supervision and control, 
or who have absconded, escaped or 
run away are likely to endanger 
their own health, morals and wel- 
fare as well as endanger the health, 
welfare and morals of others.

Because the Winchester District 
Nursing Association feels that 
many of its friends may have seen 
the legal notice of the proposed 
change in name of the organization 
we would like to explain a little of 
the background for this proposed 
change. 

In 1899 a group of civic minded 
women in Winchester formed the 
Association giving it the name of 
“The Winchester Visiting Nursing 
Association.” It was designed to 
give part time care to the sick in 
their own homes. 

In 1912 the need for a hospital 
became apparent and the Winches- 
ter Visiting Nursing Association 
established the first small cottage 
hospital located on Washington 
street. By 1934 the Hospital had 
grown large enough to become a 
corporation by itself. 

In order to avoid confusion the 
Winchester Visiting Nursing Asso- 
ciation then changed its name to 
the Winchester District Nursing 
Association. 

In recent years the term District 
Nursing has gone out of usage. 
This Association therefore has vot- 
ed to return to its original name 
and become again the Winchester 
Visiting Nursing Association. As 
such it will continue to serve the 
town and its citizens in their Public 
Health needs.

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NEW EDISON UNIT 
IN OPERATION 

More power for the 2 ver-growing 
needs of Greater Boston began flow- 
ing from a giant turbo-generator 
at Boston Edison’s Mystic Station 
in Everett on Wednesday, Decem- 
ber 4. The 1 ,000, 000-pound Unit 
No. 4, the largest single unit in 
Edison generating stations, has a 
capablity of 140,000 kilowatts. 

With the addition of the new 
unit, Edison’s generating capability 
is now 1,036,800 kilowatts. This 
represents a figure double the cap- 
ability available at the close of 
World War II. Part of the utility 
firm’s continuing plant expansion 
program, the new turbo-generator 
is the sixth major generating unit 
to “go on the line” since World War 

n. 

Likened to the mythical giant, 
Paul Bunyan, the new Unit No. 4 
provides more electrical grow- 
power to the ever-expanding popu- 
lation and industries of Greater 
Boston. Today, the average Edison 
residential customer uses more 
than twice as much electricity as 
he did ten years ago. Industrial 
and Commercial demands have 
shown a similar growth. 

The 82-foot long unit is housed 
in a new 100-foot long turbine room 
section begun two years ago at the 
Everett plant. With construction 
already under way for a com- 
panion Unit No. 5, its identical gen- 
erating capability will make Mys- 
tic Station the largest of Edison’s 
three generating stations. 

Mystic Unit No. 4 represents the 
biggest part of Edison’s capital ex- 
penditure of $38,000,000 for 1957. 
Aggregate expenditures are report- 


ed at $150,000,000 from 1946 
through 1957. Along with the com- 
panion unit now building at Everett 
and scheduled to be placed in serv- 
ice in the second half of 1959, cor- 
responding expansion of transmis- 
sion and distribution facilities are 
called for in the continuing expan- 
sion program.

The Postmaster expressed his 
thanks for the fine cooperation 
from the* public so far, and asks 
your continued help so that all gift 
packages and Christmas cards can 
lie delivered before Christmas Eve.

The nuclear energy handled by 
Tracerlab is not that of atomic 
bombs, but rather consists of mi- 
I aute radioactive particles called 
j isotopes which have been described 
as “tin 1 greatest invention since the 
I microscope.”

Club members were shown prac- 
tical application for these isotopes. 
The most striking was the meas- 
urement. of the exact thickness of 
substances like cellophane, paper, 
or rolled metal by passing radio- 
isotopes through them and the 
automatic adjustment of rollers 
processing these materials accord- 
ing to the amount of radioactive 
energy which could penetrate them. 

Other applications in this rapid- 
ly growing field include the dis- 
covery of leaks in fuel systems, the 
determination of the level of a liq- 
uid within a tank from the outside, 
the precise measurement of wear 
on the piston rings of an engine, 
and safety tests in areas where j 
there miirht be too much radiation. ! 

According to several club mem- j 
bers, this was one of the most edu- j 
rational and rewarding trips everj 
taken, and plans for other excur- j 
sions are being made.

"Yes, I think I have heard of the 
Red Cross Canteen, hut I am not 
sure what it is or what it does.”

On Rloodmobile Day in Winches- 
ter, it is the Canteen helpers, in 
uniform, who serve refreshments 
to the donors of blood. There is 
also a committee of several ladies 
who prepare and serve dinner to 
the professional staff of workers on 
the Bloodniobile unit. Uniforms 
are not required for this work. 

On the first Wednesday of each 
month a Canteen worker in uni- 
form, is one of the members of the 
unit front Winchester Red Cross 
Chanter who goes in to Boston to 
staff the Blood Donor Center at 314

WINCHESTER HAD GOOD 
FOOTBALL SEASON 

Many local football fans you 
meet seem to feel that Winchester 
High had a poor grid season this 
fall, basing their opinion no doubt 
on the outcome of the big Thanks- 
giving Day game with Woburn and 
the comparative ease with which 
the crack Tanner unit disposed of 
its old time Indian rivals. 

This is natural enough. It is al- 
ways the most recent game you re- 
member easiest, and there is no 
denying that Winchester looked 
bad against the fired-up, hard-hit- 
ting and smooth-working Woburn 
team. 

Figures, however, do not bear 
out the contention that ihe Indians 
had a poor football season. Many 
schools and their followers would 
gladly settle for Winchester’s rec- 
ord of seven wins in nine games. 
That is a pretty good percentage, 
hut in recent years Winchester has 
done so uniformly well in football 
and basketball that anything less 
than a perfect record is looked at 
a bit askance by those not too close 
to the local athletic picture. 

It is doubtful if Winchester, at 
the peak of its form, could have 
beaten Woburn this year. It is also 
doubtful that any other teams, in 
their class could have turned back 
the Tanners as they played Thanks- 
giving. They were one of the best 
teams ever to play on Manchester 
Field, old or new, on that particu- 
lar day. 

Winchester’s other loss came at 
the hands of Wakefield in ihe game 
that decided the Middlesex League 
championship. Wakefield won that 
one, fi-0, cashing in on what was 
really the Scarlet’s only scoring 
chance. Winchester had several 
good chances to score, but a ques- 
tionable choice of plays in some in- 
stances, a questionable penalty and 
uniformly poor blocking up for- 
ward kept the Indians behind. 

Against Wakefield the Indians 
had to pay the penalty for winning 
their preliminary games voo easily. 
The local boys had no real testing 
previous to meeting Melrose, de- 
spite the closeness of the Melrose 
score, while Wakefield had already 
been beaten by Woburn to get its 
head out of the clouds. 

Winchester opened the season 
with an 18-13 victory over Concord 
with both teams still short of work, 
and the Indians’ win rather more 
convincing than the score would 
indicate. 

After Concord neither Stoneham 
nor Cambridge Latin offered any 
opposition worthy the name, and 
Coach Knowlton. never one to “rub 
it in,” used every man on his big 
roster to keep the scores of these 
games within bounds. 

Following Cambridge Latin, at a 
critical time of the season so far 
as development was concerned, 
Lexington, because of a prevalence 
of illness in its student body and 
among its football squad, post- 
poned its game with Winchester. 
Could Lexington have given Win- 
chester the game it ultimately 
turned in on the Saturday before 
Thanksgiving at the halfway mark 
of the local schedule, the Indians 
would have benefitted materially 
from the meeting. 

As things turned out Winchester 
completed half its schedule without 
real testing, with neither its 
coaches nor fans knowing juvt what 
the team could do against a worthy 
opponent. 

Melrose gave the Indians a battle 
so far as the score went, only. 
Most of the way one had no feeling 
the big Red could win. Reading 
was much weaker this year than 
usual, and Belmont, touted as hav- 
ing its best eleven in years, proved 
no match for the Indians. 


This sent Winchester against 
Wakefield with no real testing, and 
with its first string performers 
definitely short of work, because of 
the weakness of the opposition. 
Both these factors counted heavily 
in the Indians loss to the fired up 
Wakefield hoys, but the pictures of 


the size nor drive to open a hole 
for himself. 

Fumbles plagued the locals quite 
a hit this fall, and of course the 
backs are blamed for these bobbles, 
when really it is in many cases the 
fault of the line that the ball gets 
away from the carrier.

Winchester’s trouble this year 
has been the same old Achilles heel 
that has plagued the Indians in re- 
cent years, a weak line. The block- 
ing up front was never crisp and 
decisive, and this poor blocking and 
lack of charge hurt badly in the 
losing games against Wakefield 
•ind Woburn. 

Winchester had three good backs 
in Thomson, Flaherty and Paones- 
sa. That they didn’t accomplish 
more against Wakefield and Wo- 
burn was lack of running room. 
They seldom had a chance to get 
really started. When they did they 
showed plenty of potential. 

Get Thomson around the corner, 
or Paonessa into the open and 
either would go as far as the next 
back. Give Flaherty a crack in the 
enemy forward wall and he bucked 
effectively enough. He had neither 


Longworth little chance to hand-off 
cleanly. 

Another thing that hurt Win- 
chester against the good ones, was 
the lack of a consistent passing 
game. Longworth was just too 
short to pass effectively, and this 
lack of an aerial threat had the 
locals running against seven and 
eight man lines all season. In view 
of this the yardage Winchester roll- 
ed up and the points tallied are 
surprising. 

Of those who faced Woburn on 
Thanksgiving, Winchester loses 
Morton, end; Serratore and Mac- 
donald, tackles; Wakefield, Need- 
ham and Erb, guards; and Stavari- 
dis and Watson, centers. Backs 
who played their last game Thanks- 
giving were Captain Flaherty and 
Paonessa, halfbacks; Bartlett, full- 
back; and Longworth, Peckham and 
Starkweather, quarterbacks.

William T. Connell of Winches- 
ter on December 12 was presented 
with the Post Oflicc Department’s 
Certificate of Award in apprecia- 
tion of superior achievement.

On November 19, on the way to 
his office in a Roston & Maine train, 
Mr. Connell learned of the train 
wreck at Medford, Mass., in which 
a mail car was involved. Motivat- 
ed by a desire and determination to 
assist fellow employees and to 
safeguard the mail, and unmindful 
of the fact that it was his second 
day on duty after a six weeks’ ill- 
ness, Mr. Connell walked a mile in 
the pouring rain to the scene of 
the wreck, notified his office of the 


disaster and took charge of the 
mails. lie gathered up the per- 
sonal effects of the four injured 
crew men and remained to assist 
in the unloading of mail from the 
damaged car at great personal 
hazard. 

Mr. Connell has had a distin- 
guished career in postal transpor- 
tation, serving for .38 years. At 
one time he was Assistant District 
Transportation Manager of the 
Postal Transportation Service and 
is now the Control Officer on the 
personal staff of the Regional 
Transportation Manager and is in 
charge of manpower utilization and 
budgetary controls. 

Mr. ( Connell resides at 9 Chester- 
ford terrace with his wife and 
daughter, Joyce who is a senior in 
Winchester High School. Long ac- 
tive in civic affairs, “Bill" is widely 
known in the community and is a 
Captain in the Winchester Auxi- 
liary Fire Department.

Tt 
is for services above the normal 
work requirements or job expec- 
tancy, which is of an unusual or 
distinctive character, is in the 
public interest and is of value as 
an incentive to other employees, 
such as acts of heroism, at risk of 
life or personal safety, in times of 
emergency.

FAVORITE CHRISTMAS PROGRAMS 


Two radio programs which have 
become a Christmas tradition in 
America — the third annual "Sing 
W ith Bing” and a special edition 
of the late Lionel Barrymore’s pre- 
sentation of “A Christmas Carol” 
— will he heard on WEEI and the 
CBS Radio Network again this 
year. 

The 1957 "Sing With Bing," with 
Bing Crosby as host, will he broad- 
cast on Christmas Eve, December 
24 at 9:90-10:00 p. m. Mr. Barry- 
more’s "A Christmas Carol” will he 
presented on Sunday, December 22 
at 6:30 - 7 :00 p. m. 

"Sing With Bing," first present- 
ed during the 1955 Christmas sea- 
son and repeated last year, again 
will feature pickups from homo 
and abroad highlighting Holy Day 
celebrations around the globe. 
Scheduled to be heard is the re- 
nowned Vatican Choir from Rome, 
for the third consecutive year on 
the program. For the first time, 
a choir from the Holy Land, the 
Christmas Chorus of the YMCA in 
Jerusalem, will take part in the 
musical program. 

The Vatican Choir will sing the 
beautiful carol, "Tu Scendi dollo 
Stello,” which means "Thou Dn- 
scendeth from the Stars." This is 
the choir which sings for t he Pope’s 
own Christmas services. The sound 
of the ancient hells of St. Peter’s 
Cathedral also will he hoard as 
they summon the citizenry to the 
traditional Midnight Mass at the 
Basilica in Vatican City. 


The Choir in Jerusalem, a non- 
professional group consisting 
mostly of Christian Arabs, will 
sing "A Shepherd’s Carol" on the 
holiday broadcast. 

As in past years, “Sing With 
Bing” will again feature pickups 
from home and abroad, including 
singing groups of the American 
Armed Forces; choraliers from 
The Hague, Holland; a (10-voice 
choir from Canada; Les Brown’s 
Voices of Christmas, and the 
Chorus of the Insurance Company 
of North America. The program 
will culminate in the singing of 
"Stille Nneht" ("Silent Night”) at 
the carol’s birthplace, the village 
of Oberndorf, Austria. 

The broadcast of “A Christmas 
Carol,” in which Lionel Barrymore 
portrays Scrooge, will he presented 
hy Sir Cedric Hardwicke. This 
will mark the 24th consecutive 
Christmas season broadcast of Mr. 
Barrymore’s interpretation of the 
Charles Dickens classic, with one 
exception — when on Christmas Eve 
of 1936, following the death of his 
wife, his brother John substituted 
for him. The version to be heard 
this year was Mr. Barrymore’s 
favorite of the dozens recorded be- 
fore his death. It was recorded in 
1947. 

On December 23, 1941, fighter 
aircraft were put; into use as bomb- 
ers for the first time, and Marine 
aviators sunk their first enemy 
warship in World War II, off Wake 
Island.

The operations at the local plant 
will stop because recent studies 
have indicated that further oper- 
ations would he uneconomical.

Remis will become president of 
Beggs and Cobb, Inc., and the firm 
name will be retained along with 
the Boston offices, store and sales 
organization. 

Mr. Remis purchased the firm for 
an undisclosed sum, but Beggs and 
Cobb. Inc., has a net worth of $2,- 
000,000 according to its latest fi- 
nancial statement. 

In addition to Beggs and Cobh, 
Mr. Remis also owns the Acme 
Leather Co. of Peabody and H. Re- 
mis & Co. He also owns tanneries 
in Canada and in Puerto Rico. He is 
a director of the Manufacturers 
Central Rank of Lynn and of the 
Boston University Human Rela- 
tions Center.

Reports by Mrs. Bradford Bent- 
ley, recording secretary pro tern, 
anti Mrs. Austin Brondhurst, treas- 
urer, were read and accepted. Mrs. 
Allen Bryson then rend a letter 
from Mrs. Mildred Symmes, i\

gional conference on Public Health 
nursing. She was accompanied to 
these meetings by Mrs. Wiklund, 
W.D.N.A. executive director, and 
Mrs. Thomas L. Purtle, a member 
of the board of the W.D.N.A. They 
all felt thnt these conferences, 
which covered a wide scope of 
Public Health nursing problems, 
were most worthwhile. 

Mrs. Wiklund then presented the 
monthly nursing report. She re- 
lated that although there had been 
fewer calls made than is usual dur- 
ing the month, the total calls for 
the year were still 200 over aver- 
age. There had been 150 hours of 
school nursing done, and the vision 
and hearing screening tests were 
nearing completion. Mrs. Wiklund 
spoke of going to an Institute on 
Tuberculosis and Alcoholism, held 
at the Middlesex County Sana- 
torium and sponsored by vhc 
Christmas Seal Society of the Mid- 
dlesex Health Association. It was 
attended by a wide variety of doc- 
tors, including psychiatrists, social 
workers and Public Health work- 
ers. 

Mrs. John Harrison, co-chairman 
of the Education Committee, an- 
nounced that the annual evening 
January meeting would take place 
at the Mystic school at a date to 
he decided. A discussion followed 
concerning the choice of speaker 
for this meeting. 

A yearly report of the Public Re- 
lations Committee, prepared by 
Mrs. George Marks was read. Mrs. 
Paul Forester, chairman of the 
Nominating Committee, then pre- 
sented a slate of officers for 195S 
and a partial list of Association 
Members. 

The president spoke with regret 
of the members of the board who 
will retire after January; Mrs. 
Dunbar Shanklin, Mrs. Allen W. 
Bryson, Mrs. Austin Brondhurst, 
and Mrs. George B. Redding and 
thanked them for their loyalty and 
good work. 

Mrs. Rolf Eliassen, co-chairman 
of the education committee, then 


introduced the guest speaker, Mrs. 
Harry Gilson, an Association mem- 
ber of the W.D.N.A., who spoke in 
the capacity as consultant for the 
National Association of Crippled 
Children and Adults. Her subject 
was “The Philosophies and Services 
of the Easter Seal Society.’’ She 
told of tho gradual awareness of 
the public of their responsibility 
towards the physically handicap- 
ped, which resulted in the estab- 
lishment of schools for the blind 
and deaf and mentally retarded in 
the mid 1800’s. There were many 
significant forward moves made in 
the care of this group following 
World Wars 1 and II. Today the 
U. S. Civil Service Commission, by 
use of publicity, is trying to show 
industry that "It Is Good Business 
To Hire The Handicapped” by re- 
vealing statistics which prove vhat 
there are less accidents and less 
absenteeism in this group than in 
others. 

The Easter Seal Society main- 
tains 1100 centers in the U. S., 
which yearly treat 145,000 children 
and adults of all races, colors and 
creeds and carry on a national pro- 
gram of research and education of 
personnel, parents and the public. 
In Boston the Easter Seal Society 
maintains the Bay State Medical 
Rehabilitation Center which has a 
placement Bureau for the physic- 
ally handicapped, whose slogan is 
"J.O.B.” or "Just One Break.” 
There arc centers also in Worcester 
and Springfield. 

Mrs. Gilson terminated her talk 


by saying that everyone can help 
in this worthwhile endeavor; by 
prevention of accidents through 
education, by trying to interest our 
young people in choosing profes- 
sions, such as physical or occupa- 
tional therapy and social service 
work, the rewards of which are 
most satisfying, and by a grow- 
ing understanding of the handicap- 
ped person. 

The meeting was ndjourned hy 
the president at 11:30 n. m.

Board of flealth Notice 



The Board of Health of Winchester, Massachusetts, adopted the following sanitary and food regulations at 
a special meeting on December 11, 1957, under the provisions of Section 31, Chapter 1 1 1, of the General Laws. 


SANITARY AND FOOD REGULATIONS FOR 
THE TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASS. 

1. Premises, vehicles, receptacles, utensils or refriger- 
ators used for the storage, sale, distribution or transportation 
of foodstuffs or beverages shall be maintained in a manner 
satisfactory to, and shall be open at all reasonable times for 
inspection by the Board of Health or its agents. All floor dis- 
play stands for raw foods shall be elevated at least twenty- 
four inches above floor level. 

2. Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
storage, sale, distribution or transporation of foodstuffs or 
beverages shall cause his wares, or those under his charge, 
to be properly protected against all sources of contamination. 
No person shall expose for sale candy, delicatessen products 
or other foodstuffs which cannot be properly washed before 
consumption unless said foodstuffs are protected by glass 
covers or dustproof containers. 

3. All persons engaged in the storage, sale, distribution 
or transportation of foodstuffs or beverages shall provide 
adequate, covered containers for the reception of waste food 
products, and shall cause such containers to be emptied fre- 
quently and to be cleaned at least once every week in a manner 
satisfactory to the Board of Health. The vehicles of street 
peddlers or vendors of foodstuffs shall be construed to be 
included in this regulation. 

4. All persons occupying premises used for the sale, 
dispensing or distribution of foodstuffs or beverages shall 
cause such premises to be equipped with adequate toilet facil- 
ities and also adequate provision for the cleansing of the 
hands; except that in the case of refreshment stands the 
Board of Health may, in writing, waive this clause if, in its 
judgement, adequate provision is made for cleanliness. 

5. Every person employed in the handling of food or 
beverage for public consumption shall maintain his or her 
person and clothes in a cle: nly condition, and before beginning 
work and after using toilets or water closets shall wash the 
hands and arms thoroughly, and rinse the same in clean water. 

G. No person shall keep or store any foodstuffs or bev- 
erages intended for sale in any room used for living or sleep- 
ing purposes. 

7. The owner, proprietor or manager of any establish- 
ment selling or dispensing liquids, beverages, drinks, food or 
other refreshments for consumption in or about the place of 
sale or dispensing shall cause all glasses, cups, spoons, forks 
a id other utensils used in consumption to be thoroughly 
cleansed and scoured with soap and clean hot water and sub- 
jected to sanitizing process approved by the Board of Health 
and subsequently protected from contamination before use 
by another person. Individual cups or containers made with 
paper or similar material may be employed in lieu of dishes 
and said cups or containers shall be destroyed after a single 
usage. 

8. Where mechanical dishwashing is used, the washing 
and rinsing must !>.■ adequately controlled by suitable timing 


devices. There must also be a thermometer on the wash 
water line and one on the rinse water line. 

9. An adequate supply of water must be available at 
all times. The temperature of the water must be not less 
than 170 degrees F. on delivery. 

10. Provide a thermometer in every refrigerator. Check 
it daily for proper refrigeration. 

11. All dishes, glasses, spoons, forks, and knives must 
be thoroughly washed and sterilized after becoming soiled. 
Soiled dishes should first be rinsed in running water and the 
soil should be removed with the aid of a dish mop, brush or 
other suitable mechanical device and allowed to flow directly 
to the sewer. 

Another acceptable method of preliminary cleansing con- 
sists in soaking all soiled dishes in clean water containing a 
detergent at 110 degrees F. to 120 degrees F. and washing 
thoroughly with the aid of a brush, cloth, or dish mop before 
they are put through the dishwashing machine. 

After this preliminary cleansing, wash the dishes in 
clean water at 120 degrees F. or higher. The water should 
contain from 0.1 - 0.3 per cent by weight of soap or a suitable 
detergent. Wash for 3 minutes. Glasses and silverware 
should be washed separately. After washing, the dishes 
must be sterilized by immersion in clean water at 170 degrees 
F .for two minutes. Remove and allow the dishes to dry in 
the air. Glasses and silverware may be polished with the 
aid of clean dry liniless towels. 

12. A standard bacterial swab examination shall show 
no more that 100 colonies per utensil. (Cooking or Serving 
utensil ) 

13. Any establishment using a cream substitute in coffee 
shall post a sign, no smaller than 10" x 10", in full view of 
customers stating what substitute is being served. 

1 1. Any establishment serving oleomargarine must post 
a sign, no smaller than 10" x 10", in full view of customers 
stating same. 

15. No licensee in the Town of Winchester shall deliver 
or have in possession with intent to deliver, any pasteurized 
milk showing a count of more thun 10,000 colonics per cubic 
centimeter, and in the case of cream, not more than 40,000 
such colonies. 

No licensee shall deliver or have in his possession with 
intent to deliver, any pasteurized cream showing a count of 
more than 10 colonies of organisms of the coliform group per 
cubic centimeter. 

No licensee shall deliver or have in possession with intent 
to deliver, any pasteurized milk showing a count of more than 
3 colonies of organisms of the coliform group per cubic centi- 
meter. 

16. All persons handling Foods must have an annual 
TB Chest X-Ray and Card must be shown to inspector upon 
request. 

17. All female employees must wear hair nets at all 
times if they handle food. 

18. No animals may be allowed on premises.

BOARD OF HEALTH 
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TOWN MEETING QUESTIONNAIRES 
INTERESTING 

The committee studying the 
streamlining of Winchester’s lim- 
ited town meeting sessions recently 
sent to all town meeting member! 
questionnaires seeking their opin- 
ion on some means of shortening 
meeting* under discussion by the 
committee since its inception. The 
replies have been tabulated and the 
results are quite interesting. 

On only one question was there 
unanimity of opinion. That was on 
the question of starting meeting* 
at exact ly the hour appointed. All 


who answered favored such start- 
ing. 

By a majority of 69 to 16 those 
answering questionnaires favored 
opening the meeting with prayer. 
Eighty-five favored the 10-minute 
recess with 10 opposing. A signal 
to warn of the approaching end of a 
recess was also favored, 86-9. 

The vote on whether precinct 
meetings are a satisfactory means 
of acquainting town meeting mem- 
bers with the business to be taken 
up at the town meeting was close, 
50 thinking so, and 45 disagreeing. 
Those sending in questionnaires 
were about evenly divided on the 
proposal to have an advance hear- 
ing on the budget, 37 opposing such

! a hearing and 36 feeling it would be 
advantageous. 

Forty-seven favored a series of 
advance hearings by town depart- 
ments and committees with 31 op- 
posing such hearings. By 47 to 41 
the questionnaires favored the ad- 
ministration of an oath of office to 
I town meeting members. 

Saturday sessions of the town 
meeting were rejected, 56 to 37, and 
a big majority, 79-16, favored some 
signalling a speaker when his time 
is about to expire. 

Concerning the privileges of town 
meeting members and non-town 
meeting members, 56 opposed the 
granting of equal speaking time 
to non-members with 38 in favor. 
Fifty-nine favored different lengths 
of time for chairmen of boards and 
committees, town meeting members 
and non-members. 

By 52-42 the questionnaires op- 
posed the confining of the right to 
interrogate officers of the town to 
town meeting members. Sixty-two 
felt that debate and rebuttal at 
town meetings should be limited to 
town meeting members, with non- 
members being limited to expres- 
sions of opinion. Thirty-two oppos- 
ed this limiting of non-members. 

On the question of whether non- 
members should be limited to one 
expression of opinion on any one 
article or item in the budget, 59 
favored such restriction with 36 
opposed. 

HEADS COPLEY SOCIETY 

Lee W. Court of Canton, a for- 
mer Winchester boy, now widely 
known in art and advertising cir- 
cles, was elected president of the 
Copley Society of Boston at the 
recent annual meeting. 

Mr. Court is a craft and council 
member of the Society of Arts 
and Crafts, chairman of the advis- 
ory committee of the Massachu- 
setts School of Arts and consultant 
for the United States in directing 
international exhibits.

Damage Estimate Set at $20,000 


Two Alarm Fire Damages 

Two Stores On Thompson Street 


Winchester’s business center suffered damage Saturday night 
when a two-alarm fire broke out in the 15-17 Thompson street business 
block. Discovered by Police Officer David Greel, the first box. number 
23, was turned in at 9:50. The second alarm was sounded at 10:05. 

Local firefighters responded to the call and found the rear of 
Ward’s Market enveloped in flames. When Chief James E. Callahan 
ordered the second alarm all apparatus and all men both on and off 
duty who heard the call came to the scene. Woburn answered the sec- 
ond alarm and sent its Engine 1 to the scene.

tighters were able to bring the fire 
under control before much damage 
was done to Tilley’s. 

While lighting the fire in Tilley’s, 
Firefighter James Haggerty was 
overcome by smoke and was rushed 
to the Winchester Hospital in the 
police ambulance. He was treated 
with oxygen on tho way to the hos- 
pital and was treated by Dr. Roo- 
ney upon arrival. Firefighter Hag- 
gerty was released from the hos- 
pital on Sunday morning and re- 
ported back to work later that day. 

The probable cause of the fire 
was believed to have been wiring 
which was either defective or over- 
loaded. The cable which is blamed 
for the blaze was located at the 
back of the inside of Ward’s Mar- 
ket and the outer brick wall of the 
building was credited with stop- 
ping the spread of the flames. Chief 
Callahan and Lt. Eulis Burke of 
the State Fire Marshal’s Office in- 
vestigated the site on Monday 
morning. 

Damage to the building which is 
owned by Mr. John Holt of Way- 
land was estimated to he between 
$15,000 and $20,000. Damaged ex- 
tensively, Ward’s Market which 
was pretty well gutted had to dis- 
pose of all of their stock. An in- 
spector from the Mass. Department 
of Public Health working with the 
Winchester Board of Health in- 
spected the store and supervised 
the removal of all damaged mer- 
chandise. 

Water which poured into the 
basements of the three stores was 
responsible for damage to some 
summer stock stored in the base- 
ment of the Winchester Appliance 
Company and also to stock stored 
in the basement of Tilley’s. Other 
damage to these stores was caused 
by smoke which permeated all 
three buildings and was also re- 
ported at Ronel’s. Tilley’s has been 
having a sale all week to dispose 
of its merchandise. 

Ward’s Market is temporarily 
out of business but is filling certain 
meat and Christmas turkey orders 
through the Winchester l;ruit Com- 
pany. This service is made possi- 
ble due to the generosity of the 
Winchester Provision Company 
which, along with Renton’s, has of- 
fered the Market any help they cun 
give. Mr. Stanley Lavender, and 
Mr. George Clark, owners of the 
Market, both remarked how grate- 
ful they were for all the help and 
kind words from the towns people. 

Construction is already under- 
way on the building, the hole in 
tin* roof has been secured against 
the weather and interior construc- 
tion will begin immediately, The

Chatting uith one of the owners. George Clark, the Star learned 
that two of the markets in the renter, Renton's and Winchester I’rovi- 
ion. had offered him their facilities to use as he wished and any other 
help possible. Customers and non-customers had dropped in to express 
sympathy and to learn Ward’s future plans. Mr. Clark and Stanley 
Lavender* his associate, and the staff of Ward’s were greatly heartened 
by the kindness shown them. 

We remember Jack Chitel had the same story to tell, as did Judy's 
Hairstyles, when fire damaged their quarters in Lyceum Building a 
few years ago. There are some good fellows in business in the center, 
and by nnd large Winchester people rally around a townsman in trouble. 
It is a nice thing to know about a town. 

It is also nice to hear Al Korn of the Winchester Appliance praise 
the skill of the Winchester firemen nnd the rare they took to prevent 
undue damage to his stocks. It is reassuring to know in the event 
of lire striking, as it may at any time for many reasons, that we have 
available the best possible fire protection. 

The Park Department has been encouraged by the way the first 
Hooding of the new skating rink on Shore road held up, and Supt. Mullen 
believes with colder weather a good sheet of ice ran be had there. 

The ice, however, will never he good, or indeed safe for skating if 
big rocks, sticks and other debris are going to be thrown on it before, 
or as soon as it forms. 

It is hard to understand why anyone would try to spoil the ice of 
a public skating rink, but the authorities encountered such mischief in 
its attempts to Hood the tennis courts on Manchester Field ; and now 
the same sort of thing is taking place at Shore road. Continued inter- 
ference can easily result in the Park Department giving up the project. 
That would he a pity. 

It is likely that the discussion of the proposal to streamline our 
limited town meeting will not help much in that direction at the coming 
meeting in March. 

The committee appointed to consider ways to shorten the number 
of sessions necessary to complete the annual warrant, has had a number 
of suggestions of considerable interest (they are listed elsewhere in 
this issue) and its final report is quite likely to he provocative. 

There has been, for instance, no unanimity of opinion that non- 
town meeting members should be limited in their participation in meet- 
ings, though the majority of those expressing opinions favor such limita- 
tion. 

Some feel that department and committee heads could be much 
briefer in their explanations, anti most people favor a strict enforcement 
of the time limit for all speakers. 

Opinion seems about evenly divided on the value of precinct meet- 
ings in advance of town meetings, and in this connection one suggestion 
was that these meetings should be strictly limited to explanations of 
warrant articles and a summary of the pros and cons concerning them. 
There should he no debate at precinct meetings. 

Another interesting suggestion is that no article should be taken up 
out of order unless notification of a request for such action is made to 
the moderator and announced at the beginning of the meeting at which 
such an article is expected to come up. 

Most of those who have expressed opinions to the town meeting 
committee feel that the best way to shorten town meeting sessions and 
the overall meeting is better understanding of the articles in the war- 
rant by the town meeting members. Several ways in which such infor 
motion can be made available have been suggested. 

A substantial majority of those consulted by the committee have not 
favored Saturday sessions. 

The Star feels that one way to keep meetings from dragging is 
to permit reconsideration of articles passed at preceding sessions only 
if a two-thirds majority of members feel that a wrong decision has been 
made. 

Reconsideration because someone interested in the article, or his 
representative, failed to be present when the article was discussed is 
not in our opinion sufficient grounds for tiresome repetition of arguments 
that have already been made, and acted upon.

Typical 
patterns shown were the hairpin, 
the Harrison log cabin with its 
barrel of cider, the “Cadmus,” the 
eagle, the heart, and the Bunker 
Hill Monument. The latter cup 
plate is commonly found in this 
region, it having been sold in 
the early nineteenth century by 
the women to raise money for the 
erection of the monument. Details 
of the manufacturing process were 
explained that made it clear why 
there are so many variants of one 
pattern.

SUPERMARKETS ADD GLAMOUR 
AT HOME, SERVE AS 
U. S. AMBASSADORS ABROAD 


America’s supermarkets are nnt 
only booming at home hut .'icting as 
ambassadors abroad. 

The United States, with the co- 
operation of the food-chain indus- 
try, lias exhibited two fully stocked 
models of its self-service variety 
stores -one at Rome and the 
other at Zagreb, Yugoslavia. 

Half a million Italians visited the 
first exhibit, set \tp in connection 
with an international congress on 
food distribution. Eyes popped at 
a display of 5,000 staple and luxury 
items, ranging from fresh, frozen, 
canned, and processed foods to 
housewares and cosmetics. 

A similar show market at Za- 
greb’s International Trade Fair 
drew more than a million Yugo- 
slavs in two weeks. Fascinated 
crowds watched American homo 
economists demontrating bread, 
cake, and soup mixes, prepared 
baby foods, instant cotlee, and 
frozen “heat and eat” meals. 

So alluring were the household 
hints, one feminine demonstrator 
reported, that she received nine 
proposals of marriage. 

The United States, with some 25,- 
000 supermarkets, is by far the 
world’s leader in the field, says the 
National Geographic Society. 

Food chain experts trace the ori- 
gine of this now countrywide self- 
service industry to Memphis, Ten- 
nessee. There, in 1916, an enter- 
prising grocer redesigned his store 
so customers could help themselves. 
In so doing, they passed through a 
turnstyle along aisles where tempt- 
ing food displays of all kinds would 
catch the eye. 

During the depression of the 
1020’s help-yourself markets be- 
came popular as a means of cutting 
food-distribution costs. But the 
greatest expansion followed World 
War 11, when population boomed 
and mushrooming suburban com- 
munities called for neighborhood 
shopping facilities. 

Year by year, supermarkets have 
grown bigger, more luxurious, and 
more like the old “general store.” 
First came such related non-food 
items as soap, mops, and kitchen 
utensils; then drugs and cosmetics. 
Today, some supers sell anything — 
from goldfish, toys, and clothing to 
TV sets, power mowers, and even 
airplanes and fishing licenses. 

Supermarkets have changed in 
form too. Architects have turned 
from early designs to straight lines 
and cold, white-enamel purity to 
spectacular stock desplays, color- 
splashed walls, balloon and stream- 
er decor. 

The stores woo customers with 
soft lights and music, gardens, huge 
parking lots, nurseries, lunch coun- 
ters, and mechanical parcel-pick- 
ups. When Britain’s (jueen Eliz- 
abeth and Prince Philip recently 
visited Maryland supermarket, the 
Queen remarked to a young mother 
oiling her baby in a shopping-cart 
perch that it was nice to be able 
to bring the children along. 

Outside the United States there 
ire some 10,000 self-service food 
stores scattered in 40-odd countries. 
No more than 100 perhaps are 
supermarkets, as Americans and 
Canadians know them. 

Cities that have taken to the 
giant “one-stop” markets include 
Mexico City, Cologne, Zurich, Mel- 
bourne, Rio de Janeiro, and Lima. 

A big super has gone into busi- 
ness in Rome as a result of the 
American exhibit there. In Mos- 
cow, the Russian government, 
which operates all retail outlets, 
was reported to have opened its 
first self-service Gastronome. 

An esoteric Chinese supermarket 
flourishes in New York City. It 
offers shoppers, among other 
things tiger balm, dried lotus roots, 
and Refined Shark Fin.

Exploration of the Atmosphere 

Dr, Goddard was chiefly interest- | 
ed in finding a way to explore the j 
upper atmosphere. In a letter to 
the National Geographic Society in 
19 Hi, he wrote of the “vast amount 
of information thnt is to he gained 
by the sending of apparatus into 
the region that lies above 100 or 
200 miles from the surface of the 
earth.” 

In a classic, slim monograph, 
published by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution in 1919, Dr. Goddard ex- 
plained, "A search for methods of 
raising recording apparatus be- 
yond the range for sounding bal- 
loons (al)out 20 miles led the 
writer to develop a theory of rocket 
action." 

Dr. Goddard in 1919 set forth the 
principle of multi-stage rockets, 
which the Russians have so success- 
fully demonstrated in October and 
November, 1957. He theorized thnt 
with the employment of more than 
one stage, a rocket could be sent 
up specifically to 580 miles — rough- 
ly the point at which the first Rus- 
sian satellite went into orbit — and 
ultimately could reach the moone.

Four decades ago, a brilliant 
American physicist envisioned send- 
ing a rocket to the moon. 

No one took Dr. Robert H. God 
dai'd seriously. Yet the New Eng- 
land professor was not indulging in 
Jules Verne fantasy. His was a 
coldly scientific view of the future, 
seen through his own trail-blazing 
research in rocket propulsion. 

Today the late Dr. Goddard is 
recognized as a grandfather of 
space travel. In Europe as well as 
the United States his pioneer ex 
periments in the 1920’s and I930’s 
are credited with having opened 
the way to development of rockets 
capable of launching artificial satel- 
lites. 

A historic Goddard rocket wob- 
bled skyward in 1920 from a farm 
near Auburn, Massachusetts, the 
National Geographic Society re- 
calls. The flimsy-looking, skeletal 
device rose only 41 feet, but its 
flight was the beginning of a new 
era in rocketry. 

In its design Dr. Goddard had 
broken away from the limitations 
of solid fuels then available and 
invented a successful liquid-fuel 
rocket with the potential of power- 
ful jet thrusts. 

His theory of fuels proved sound 
The Germans used many of his con- 
clusions in developing World War 
I I’s long-range V-2. 

Dr. Goddard produced the first 
gyro-stabilized rocket. In 1935 one 
of his rockets rose 7,500 feet above 
New Mexico. Still another reached 
the then incredible speed of 700 
miles an hour. 

One Goddard invention, a recoil- 
less rocket launcher which th 
American military ignored in 1918 
turned out to bo the famed bazooka 
of World War II. In all, he hold 
some 200 patents. 

Curiously, Dr. Goddard’s work 
got little attention in his own court 
try until shortly before the war. He 
served in wartime at the Navy 
research laboratories in Annapolis 
helping develop jot-assisted take 
offs for aircraft. He died at Haiti 
more in 1945. 

Like many pioneers, I)r. Goddard 
walked a lonely road, often ignored 
often looking for financial aid 
continue his work. He was born in 
Worcester, Massachusetts. H< 
spent much of his professional life 
there, first as an instructor at the 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute 
then as physics professor at Clark 
l nivci >ity. Local alarm at his cx

AMERICAN JETLINERS EXPECTED 
TO CARRY PASSENGERS 
NEXT FALL 


New Yorkers will soon he able 
to run out to California for lunch 
and be back home in time for din- 
ner. 

Fastest commercial flights across 
the continent now tsike eight to ten 
hours. Round trips in about the 
same time will he possible on 
American-built jet airlines expect- 
ed to start hauling passengers in 
the autumn of 1958, the National 
Geographic Society says. 

In one minute a jetliner flying 
from New York will be high over 
New Jersey. In 10 minutes it will 
have crossed New Jersey and he 
roaring over Pennsylvania. In an 
hour it will bypass Chicago. In 
about four hours it will land in 
California. 

The Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration says that jet planes may 
replace piston-driven aircraft en- 
tirely on long hauls. Jets are most 
efficient tit high altitudes on sus- 
tained runs. 

Silencers will make jetliners 
about as quiet as the DC-7 used 
today by many air lines. Some 
jetliners may be even quieter. In 
any case, a jetliner gets out of 
hearing quickly. 

Jot power for airplanes is an- 
other miracle of modern science, 
hut squids have used the jet pro- 
pulsion principle for millions of 
years. 

Those tentacled mollusks squirt 
themselves about in the ocean by 
expelling water collected in their 
bodies. In place of water, a jet 
engine uses a stream of rapidly ex- 
panding gases produced by burning 
fuel. 

Jet engines suck in air for oxy- 
gen to cause combustion. Rocket 
ngines — which may some day be 
used in passenger travel — are not 
dependent on air. In one experi- 
mental model, hydrogen peroxide 
supplies oxygen to burn the rocket’s 
fuel. 

Jetliners can take advantage of 
jet streams — torrents of air whip- 
ping across the earth at high alti- 
tudes. A jet stream can give planes 
a free boost of perhaps 100 to 200 
miles an hour. Or it can slow up 
craft. Meteorologists have been 
charting these powerful wind cur- 
rents. During World War II, 
Japan used a jet stream to float in- 
endiary bombs across the Pacific 
to the West Coast. 

Some new jetliners will carry 
huge passenger loads at better 
than 600 miles per hour. Prime 
manufacturers of jet engines in the 
United States include: Continental, 
Fairchild, General Electric, Gen- 
eral Motors, Lycoming, Pratt & 
W h i t n e y, Westinghouse, and 
Wright, the Civil Aeronautics Ad- 
ministration says. 

Britain takes credit for first us- 
ing a jet — the de Havilland Comet 
— in commercial travel in 1952. 

Jet engines have many uses. 
Britain has tested their ability to 
clear snow from streets, and mud 
from the Thames River.

NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC SOCIETY 
EXPLORES GARDENS OF AMERICA 

The National Geographic So- 
ciety, long accustomed to reporting 
on distant jungles and deserts, has 
just Completed an expedition 
through the gardens of America. 

The explorers came back with 
trophies of many origins: an exotic 
flower from Africa (the gladiolus); 
plants eaten by the ancient Romans 
(broccoli); a luscious fruit from 
the Caucasus (the apple); and a 
strange tuber from South America 
(the “Irish” potato). 

The report on this backyard sa- 
fari is a book called “The World in 
Your Garden," published today 
(November 25).- It gives the his- 
tory of familiar flowers, fruits, and 
vegetables, with paintings that 
show plants in their far-flung na- 
tive settings. 

The book tells about explorer 
David Livingstone’s finding of the 
watermelon's birthplace in Africa; 
frenzied tulip speculators bidding 
up to $10,001) a bulb during Hol- 
land's “tulipomania;” black-eyed 
peas traveling with slave traders; 
and the grapefruit’s discovery a 
scant two centuries ago. It finds 
that, eggplant was once prized as 
a love potion and asparagus as 
toothache medicine. 

“The World in Your Garden” 
sums up the significance of plant 
culture in man’s life -from Stone 
Age harvests and the spice quests 
of early explorers to the research 
of modern laboratories using atom- 
ic materials to trace growth pro- 
cesses. 

The reader may find many sur- 
prises. A popular seedless grape 
springs from a plant that sprouted 
a thousand years ago. Botanists 
have imported wasps to make fig 
trees bear fruit. Ancient Chinese 
writers warned growers not to 
plant peach trees near n lady’s bou- 
doir, because pink peach blossoms 
were associated with promiscuity. 

Everyone is familiar with the 
mutiny on II.AI.S. Bounty, but 
many forget that Captain Bligh’s 
mission was to bring breadfruit 
from Tahiti to the West Indies. 
Such transportation of plants from 
country to country — Columbus 
brought to America the orange, the 
lemon, wheat, barley, and sugar 
cane — has made possible the enor- 
mous variety of foods enjoyed to- 
day. 

A meal in medieval Europe lack- 1 
ed many foods now considered es- ■■ 
sential. Not even a king could get j 
potatoes, lima beans, tomatoes, j 
squash, or corn on the cob. Nor did 
he have any bananas or pineapples, ] 
or tea, coffee or chocolate. 

To vary diet, medieval gourmets j 
ate flowers. Knights seasoned | 
their venison with marigold; relish- 
ed primrose stew; and ate “sallets” j 
of wild onions and violets. “The 
World in Your Garden” presents [ 
archaic recipes all safe, if anyone- 
wants to try them) for such quaint | 
dishes as “primrose-leaves in 
March with eggs,” “cowslip pud- 
ding” and a Roman “rose pie” dish, 
taken from what may be the oldest 
surviving cookbook. 

The Society's new book also has 
a special section on the history and 
symbolism of flower arranging, 
with full-page drawings of ori- 
ginal floral creations. 

The authors plant explorer W. 
H. Camp and horticulturists Victor 
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R. Boswell and J. R. Magness, of 
the United States Department of | 
agriculture — report that the over- j 
whelmjng majority of plants in an 
average American garden originat- 
ed in foreign lands. The authors 
also wrestle with such perennial 
questions as whether the tomato is 
a fruit or a vegetable (botanieully 
a fruit, legally a vegetable) and 
when a wild flower becomes a weed. 

Else Bostolmann, who prepared 
the paintings for the book, depicts 
several American weeds that later 
made good as flowers. The long- 
scorned native asters, for example, 
made a sensation abroad and came 
home in triumph to America with 
their name changed to Michaelmas 
daisies. 

Botanists now are remodeling 
plants, virtually to the housewife’s 
order. Onions that won’t cause 
tears, p y g m y watermatelons, 
stringless celery, and peaches that 
won't turn brown after slicing, are 
in the oiling. 

“The plant breeder is now truly 
an inventor,” writes Dr. Melville 
Bell Grosvcnor, President and Edit- 
or of the National Geographic So- 
ciety, in an introductory section. 
“He can patent certain discoveries 
like the seedless lemon and the 
thornless blackberry, or floral 
creations sueli as the Peach rose.” 

Dr. Grosvcnor reports that gib- 
berellin, a substance first isolated 
by the Japanese to speed plant 
growth, may help plant scientists I 
meet a sobering challenge: every I 
hour the world has 5,000 more | 
mouths to feed. 

“The World in Your Garden” 
(248 pages, illustrated with more 
than 80 full-page paintings and 16 
pages of color photographs) is pub- 
lished as one of the National Geo- 
graphic Society’s headquarters in 
Washington, $6.50 postpaid.

that the tendency toward unneces- 
sary length has been increasing. 
Without recommending any signifi- 
cant reduction of the right of any 
person to speak, we recommend a 
generally more rigorous approach 
to the conduct of the meeting. 

We recommend a tightening of 
the mechanics of the conduct of 
these meetings. 

First : We recommend the adop- 
tion of Roberts’ Rules of Parlia- 
mentary Procedure in place of the 
Cushing Manual now used. Roberts’ 
is much more widely used at the 
present time, is more explicit, is 
more easily understood and has 
kept pace with developments in 
parliamentary procedure. 

Second: We recommend a more 
definite approach toward punctu- 
ality. Each session ought to start 
on time and each recess ought to 
end at the termination of ten min- 
utes. 

Third: We recommend that the 
spokesman for committees and 
boards be limited to ten minutes' 

. speaking time when making their 
! presentation, and that all others, 
whether town meeting members or 
not, be limited to five minutes’ 
speaking time. We recognize that 
in extraordinary cases extensions 
may be voted. To enforce these 
time limits, we recommend the use 
of a mechanical device which will 
warn the speaker, the meeting and 
the moderator when the limited 
time has been used up. 

The committee will present spe- 
cial articles covering these recom- 
mendations for consideration at the 
next annual town meeting. 

We believe that by a rigorous 
acceptance of the rules with respect 
to time limits for speaking and for 
relevancy wasted time will be cut 
to a minimum. If the town meeting 
members and the citizens of the 
town are willing to conduct the 
town meetings in a formal and 
businesslike manner, the moderat 


lieves that the finance committee 
must be allowed more time for in- 
vestigation between the date the 
warrant closes and the date its 
report goes to the printer. 

Our by-laws presently require 
that the finance committee report 
to the annual town meeting be dis- 
tributed with the town warrant. 
We are advised that this require- 
ment allows the finance committee 
little more than two weeks after 
the warrant closes within which to 
complete its investigations and 
write its report. 

While many articles in the war- 
rant are inserted by town boards 
and committees and can be investi- 
gated to some extent in advance of 
the closing of the warrant, this 
committee believes that the finance 
committee should have more time 
after the warrant closes in which 
to complete its work, if the finance 
committee is to produce a report 
of maximum usefulness to the 
town. 

The committee recommends that 
the town by-laws be amended so as 
to change the required date of dis- 
tribution of the finance committee 
report to the annual town meeting 
from the date of distribution of the 
town warrant to a date not later 
than seven calendar days before 
the first business session of the an- 
nual town meeting.

EDITORIALS 


The Star extends to its subscribers, advertisers, friends and the 
entire community its very best wishes for a happy, healthy and peaceful 
new year. We have appreciated your friendliness during 1957 and have 
tried to profit by the helpful criticism we have received from time to 
time. May we hope for your continued support in our effort to give 
Winchester a good family newspaper in 1958. 


Many have commented on this year’s Christmas lighting in the 
center, or lack of it, and a number of those who have talked to the Star 
about the matter seem to feel that it is the merchants’ fault that the 
local lighting display is so modest. 

This isn’t fair to the merchants. A year ago a group of local 
busineis men started out to give Winchester Christmas lighting more 
in keeping with what is done in other nearby cities and towns. They 
raised money among themselves without trouble, and tackled the light- 
ing problem enthusiastically. 

Unfortunately, the merchants did not check their lighting plans 
with the town fathers, and when they started to put them Into opera- 
tion they found that they could not do some of the things they had 
planned. The result was delay and finally a last-minute substitute 
lighting arrangement that pleased no one, least of all those who worked 
so hard to try to give the town something good. 

Though some of the Selectmen were not too sympathetic with 
elaborate Christmas lighting, all the board members were unhappy over 
what had taken place and decided to insert in the warrant an article 
providing for Christmas lighting at the town’s expense and under the 
town’s supervision. 

This proposal was rejected by the March town meeting, almost, as 
we recall it, without debate, certainly without any protest from the 
many who now seem to want more elaborate lighting. 

You cannot blame the merchants for attempting nothing more this 
year. It is the burnt child who dreads the fire. 

In some other towns it is reported that the merchants and the town 
divide the Christmas lighting bill. Perhaps some such scheme could 
be put in operation here. Another article would have to be put in the 
warrant for such action, and time grows short. 

If such an article is inserted those favoring better town fighting 
will have to be prepared to fight for it on the floor of the town meeting. 
There was little sympathy shown for town-sponsored fighting at the 
last meeting. The merchants will likely support any movement for 
better Christmas lighting, hut they probably will not lead a campaign 
to this end. You cannot blame them too much for not wanting to, 
either! 


THE HOSPITAL'S POSITION 


Editor of the Star: 

Thank you for your invitation to 
make use of the columns of the 
Star to state the hospital’s posi- 
tion in the current widely publiciz- 
ed dispute between some of the 
hospitals in the Commonwealth and 
the Commissioner of Administra- 
tion. 

One thing that has developed 
from this controversy is the fact 
that hospital finances, and parti- 
cularly the initial service charge, 
is very poorly understood by the 
public. In fact, it seems to be 
poorly understood by the State 
officials who have precipitated this 
crisis, and if this is the case, we 
can hardly blame the public for 
being confused by some of the 
statements now appearing in the 
press. 

To properly understand the 
problem one should be acquainted 
with certain basic facts of hospital 
financing. These are: 

1. Practically all of hospital in- 
come to meet expenses must come 
from patients. 

2. The majority of hospitals are 
non-profit and expect to charge 
their patients no more than is nec- 
essary to break even. 


3. Hospital costs have increased 
tremendously in the last few years 
because over 70% of hospital cost 
is in payroll. Hospitals have been 
compelled to raise their salary 
standards from a substandard level 
to a level that meets industrial 
competition. 

4. Approximately 85% of pa- 
tients admitted to the hospital have 
some part of their bill paid by a 
third party, such as Blue Cross or 
commercial insurance. Over 50% 
of the patients admitted to the hos- 
pital have Blue Cross. Blue Cross 
is a non-profit operation sired by 
the hospitals to provide a means 
for the average person to budget 
for future hospital expense. Hos- 
pitals have a direct interest in Blue 
Cross. This interest is expressed 
in a contract which we have with 
them to provide hospitalization to 
its members and be reimbursed on 
a flat, fixed, negotiated fee. This 
contract is intended to permit the 
hospital to provide all ancillary 
services, that is services not cov- 
ered by the room and board charge, 
at no added charge to the patient, 
regardless of the amount received. 
The hospital is permitted to charge 
the patient the difference between 
the patient’s room and board allow- 

j ance and the rate for the room. 
I These hospital Blue Cross contracts

for ancillary services under the law 
must be approved by the Commis- 
sioner of Administration, who cer- 
tifies the cost figures that we sub- 
mit as the basis for reimbursement. 

These facts should ho home in 
mind in discussing the present is- 
sue, which is the hospital’s right to 
charge an initial service fee. 

On October 1st the Winchester 
Hospital granted its staff nurses a 
wage increase approximating 20%. 
The present salary range for a staff 
nurse is $63 to $72. A figure that 
even after the increase most people 
will consider not to he particularly 
high in today’s market for skilled 
personnel. To meet this wage in- 
crease and other increases that 
have accompanied it, the Winches- 
ter Hospital had to develop a 
means of producing over $5,000 a 
month added income. There were 
two choices open to the hospital. 
1. A general rate increase, and 2. 
The adoption of an initial service 
charge. Cost studies have shown 
that the patient that stays one or 
two days costs the hospital con- 
siderably more per day than the 
patient who stays a week or more. 
Since the room rate structure ap- 
plies to all patients equally, it is 
based on the cost of the average 
patient for the average length of 
stay. Therefore, the patient who 
j stays one night is being subsidized 
| by the patient who stays beyond 
i the average length of stay — 6M> 
days. It is the opinion of most of 
us concerned with hospital admin- 
istration that the cost of a patient’s 
care should be charged to the in- 
dividual who incurs the cost, and 
that no other patient should be 
obliged to pay for someone vise’s 
hospitalization. 

Analysis of our cost figures show 
that the reason that the short stay 
patient is more expensive to care 
for is primarily in the cost involved 
in admitting him and starting him 
on his course through the hospital. 
These costs involve the operation 
of an admitting office staffed twen- 
ty-four hours a day, setting up of 
a patient’s medical and accounting 
records, the extra nursing care re- 
quired in getting a patient into his 
bed and started on his course of 
treatment, added housekeeping ex- 
pense in preparing the patient’s 
room and hod for a new admission, 
extra dietary costs involved in es- 
tablishing the dietary regime of 
the new patient. These are non- 
recurring costs that are incurred 
within a few hours of the patient's 
admission. They apply alike to all 
patients. It makes sense to us that 
all patients should he charged alike 
tor these costs. These costs could 
be included in our room and board 
charge. To do so would mean in- 
creasing our room rate at least one 
dollar a day. Hence, the patient 
who stays thirty days would be 
paying at least $30 extra, instead 
of the present $10 extra. 

The Commissioner of Adminis- 
tration has stated that the initial 
I service charge is a duplicate 
i charge. This we contend is false. 

If we are compelled to eliminate 
I this charge, we will be forced to in- 
crease our room rates along the 
lines previously explained. If this 
be the case, how can it possibly be 
a duplicate charge? The Commis- 
sioner further contends that the 
initial service charge falls within 
his jurisdiction of supervising Blue 
(•loss ancillary contracts. To 
make such a claim it can only be 
surmised that the Commissioner 
does not understand what an an- 
cillary service is. The ancillary 
services that the law author- 
izes him to review for contract 
j purposes are such things as lab- 
i oratory, drug, operating room 
j and x-ray charges. The law grants 
j him no authority to establish room 
j rates covering the general services 
j of the hospital. The services in- 
. eluded in the initial service charge 
i are, by almost unanimous agree- 
i nient, general services, in the same 
category as housekeeping, nursing 
[ and dietary. 

We believe the Commissioner to 
be acting without authority in or- 
dering us to abandon the initial 
service charge. We further believe 
that he is acting against the in- 
terests of the public in attempting 
to compel us to institute a less 
equitable charging system to the 
patient. We believe the initial ser- 
vice charge to be the fairest means 
that can be devised to pass on to 
the patient the added costs of hos- 
pital operation. But more impor- 
tant than the initial service charge 
itself, and irregardless of its 
merits, we believe there is a prin- 
ciple involved here that should con- 
cern every citizen interested in 
maintaining the American system 
of private enterprise. We believe 
that no political official should have 
the right to dictate to any free, 
competitive business the prices it 
should charge for its commodities. 
We do not believe that any official 
should be permitted to threaten 
cancellation of a contract which is 
within his authority to supervise, 
if he does not agree with some 
other facet of the operation which 
is without his authority to super- 
vise. If the threat of cancellation 
of the Blue Cross contract can be 
held over the heads of the hospitals 
to enforce a charge policy agree- 
able to the Commissioner, then this 
same club could be used on the hos- 
pitals to make the hospitals com- 
pletely subservient to the Commis- 
sioner of Administration for any 
other phase of the hospital’s admin- 
I istration, from what drugs it be 
1 permitted to stock to what color it 
I should paint its front door. 

We believe in our right to charge 
an initial service fee. r We believe 
' in the fairness of the fee, but more 
! importantly we believe that the 
j American people want their hos- 
! pitals to operate as free institu- 
j lions, controlled by the representa- 
i tives it elects to its governing 
' boards, and by tin* laws of economic 
! competition which effect hospitals 
1 as well as any other business. For 


the preservation of this right and 
principle we are determined to re- 
sist political interference with nil 
the legal means at our command.

BUILDS OWN CHURCH 


VERMONT PASTOR 
COUSIN OF REV. SNOOK 


Rev. Harry Snook has literally 
built his own church, The Assembly 
of God Church in Rutland, Vt., and 
this fact has Winchester signifi- 
cance because the Vermont pastor 
is a cousin of Rev. John Snook, Jr., 
pastor of the Crawford Memorial 
Methodist Church. Besides being 
ministers, the cousins have in com- 
mon their leaving their jobs to en- 
ter the ministry. Rev. John Snook 
left business; Rev. Harry Snook 
was a cabinet maker, and an expert 
one before he became a parson. 

The latter, starting seven years 
ago with $5 and a congregation of 
seven persons, has built a church 
seating 200 and valued at $45,000. 
The church has marble facing, walls 
panelled with oak to eye level, a 
ceiling of white acoustic panels 
supported by dark oak lieams and 
four stained glass windows, secur- 
ed without wost from a church in 
Webster and cut to size and fram- 
ed by Mr. Snook, himself. 

The church hus a social room in 
the basement, reached by two 
winding staircases, with another 
staircase leading to the steeple. 
The church nursery class is housed 
in a sound-proofed room. 

Although he was familiar with 
carpentry and masonry work, it 
was necessary for Mr. Snook to 
study machinery and electrical wir- 
ing before he set out to build his 
church. 

Ordained in 1964, he still does the 
expert cabinet making for which 
he has a wide reputation, to bring 
in sufficient revenue to meet the 
needs of his family.

TAX CLARIFICATION 


PRIDE PROMOTED

In an announcement made today 
from the office of Frank J. Cava- 
nagh. District Director of Internal 
Revenue, clarification was made of 
the much publicized “Line (5 (a) 
Travel, reimbursed expenses, etc.,” 
appearing on page one of the 1957 
Individual Income Tax Return 
Form 1D40. 

Taxpayers will not be required 
to answer Line 6 (a) on Form 1040 
thus employees will treat travel 
and reimbursed expenses for 1957 
as they have in other years. Mr. 
Cavanagh stated that this ac- 
tion is being taken because the de- 
cision to include a new line in the 
1957 form 1040 for travel etc., was 
not made public until ten months of 
the year had elapsed. Many em- 
ployees who received reimburse- 
ments for expenses, file their bills 
and receipts with their employers 
and do not retain copies. To at- 
tempt, at this late date, to secure 
the necessary data from their em- 
ployers would be placing too great 
a burden upon both the taxpayer 
and his employer. However, this 
decision does in no way alter or 
change the long standing rules 
which the Revenue Service has 
been following with respect to sub- 
stantiation of deductions when a 
taxpayer’s return is audited. A 
taxpayer must substantiate any de- 
duction claimed in his tax return 
when and if called upon to do so. 

Mr. Cavanagh emphasized the 
point that for the year 1958 all in- 
dividual taxpayers who incur ex- 
penses in connection with their em- 
ployment should keep adequate rec- 
ords of their expenditures and re- 
imbursements so that for 1958 and 
later years they will be in a posi- 
tion to supply expense account in- 
formation from their own personal 
records.

The guest of honor 
that evening was Miss Margaret 
Jane Fischer of New York City, an 
outstanding drama critic and avid 
theatre-goer. Miss Fischer was 
the Chidley’s house guest, and had 
consented to speak before the 
Parish Players’ and their theatre 
people. 

The hospitable homo of the Chid- 
leys was in itself a delight to the 
guests that evening, many of whom 
had traveled from Concord, N. H., 
Portland, Maine, distant towns, 
who had come by bus, train and car 
to hear Miss Fischer. Egg-nog, 
coffee and fruit cake, was served by 
the Players. 

Miss Fischer proved to be a very 
pleasant quiet little lady, simply 
dressed, smiling, delighted to sec 
so many new friends. She was 
given a warm word of welcome by 
Mrs. Chidley and by George S. 
Hebb, Jr., chairman of the Parish 
Players' hoard. Then Miss Fischer 
who has attended plays in leading 
theatres abroad, who has seen 
Hamlet played in Elsinore Castle, 
who enjoys the Straford on Avon 
Plays as well as the leading Lon- 
don comedies, and who is :i World 
theatre-goer, began to speak. And 
from the first words, her audience 
was spell-bound in silent tribute. 

Miss Fischer spoke of important 
American plays, such as “Long 
Days Journey into Night,” the 
beautiful moving "Look Home- 
ward, "Angel” by Thomas Wolfe. 
Both of these plays are stark auto- 
biographies of American key writ- 
ers and Miss Fischer outlined the 
story of each, told of the back- 
ground, the playwright — told of the 
leading actors, the problems and 
greatness of both plays.

She gave her audience a 
splendid preview of a new Austra- 
lian play that may he coming this 
way soon, “The Summer of the 
Seventeenth Doll,” and again, in 
her vivid style and pictorial speech, 
told the story of this first Austra- 
lian play by an Australian play- 
wright. 

There were many gems placed in 
the hands of a grateful audience 
by Miss Fischer that Wednesday 
evening.

SANITARY AND FOOD REGULATIONS FOR 
TIIE TOWN OF WINCHESTER, MASS. 

1. Premises, vehicles, receptacles, utensils or refriger- 
ators used for the storage, sale, distribution or transportation 
of foodstuffs or beverages shall be maintained in a manner 
satisfactory to, and shall be open at all reasonable times for 
inspection by the Board of Health or its agents. All floor dis- 
play stands for raw foods shall be elevated at least twenty- 
four inches above floor level. 

2. Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
storage, sale, distribution or transporation of foodstuffs or 
beverages shall cause his wares, or those under his charge, 
to be property protected against all sources of contamination. 
No person shall expose for sale candy, delicatessen products 
or other foodstuffs which cannot he properly washed before 
consumption unless said foodstuffs are protected by glass 
covers or dustproof containers. 

3. All persons engaged in the storage, sale, distribution 
or transportation of foodstuffs or beverages shall provide 
adequate, covered containers for the reception of waste food 
produats, and shall cause such containers to be emptied fre- 
quently and to be cleaned at least once every week in a manner 
satisfactory to the Board of Health. The vehicles of street 
peddlers or vendors of foodstuffs shall be construed to be 
included in this regulation. 

4. All persons occupying premises used for the sale, 
dispensing or distribution of foodstuffs or beverages shall 
cause such premises to be equipped with adequate toilet facil- 
ities and also adequate provision for the cleansing of the 
hands; except that in the case of refreshment stands the 
Roard of Health may, in writing, waive this clause if, in its 
judgement, adequate provision is made for cleanliness. 

5. Every parson employed in the handling of food or 
beverage for public consumption shall maintain his or her 
person and clothes in a cleanly condition, and before beginning 
work and after using toilets or water closets shall wash the 
hands and arms thoroughly, and rinse the same in clean water. 

G. No person shall keep or store any foodstuffs or bev- 
erages intended for sale in any room used for living or sleep- 
ing purposes. 

7. The owner, proprietor or manager of any establish- 
ment selling or dispensing liquids, beverages, drinks, food or 
other refreshments for consumption in or about the place of 
sale or dispensing shall cause all glasses, cups, spoons, forks 
and other utensils used in consumption to be thoroughly 
cleansed and scoured with soap and clean hot water and sub- 
jected to sanitizing process approved by the Board of Health 
and subsequently protected from contamination before use 
by another person. Individual cups or containers made with 
paper or similar material may be employed in lieu of dishes 
and said cup3 or containers shall be destroyed after a single 
usage. 

8. Where mechanical dishwashing is used, the washing 
and rinsing must be adequately controlled by suitable timing 


devices. There must also be a thermometer on the wash 
water line and one on the rinse water line. 

9. An adequate supply of water must be available at 
all times. The temperature of the water must be not less 
than 170 degrees F. on delivery. 

10. Provide a thermometer in every refrigerator. Check 
it daily for proper refrigeration. 

11. All dishes, glasses, spoons, forks, and knives must 
be thoroughly washed and sterilized after becoming soiled. 
Soiled dishes should first be rinsed in running water and the 
soil should be removed with the aid of a dish mop, brush or 
other suitable mechanical device and allowed to flow directly 
to the sewer. 

Another acceptable method of preliminary cleansing con- 
sists in soaking all soiled dishes in clean water containing a 
detergent at 110 degrees F. to 120 degrees F. and washing 
thoroughly with the aid of a brush, cloth, or dish mop before 
they are put through the dishwashing machine. 

After this preliminary cleansing, wash the dishes in 
clean water at 120 degrees F. or higher. The water should 
contain from 0.1 - 0.3 per cent by weight of soap or a suitable 
detergent. Wash for 3 minutes. Glasses and silverware 
should be washed separately. After washing, the dishes 
must be sterilized by immersion in clean water at 170 degrees 
F .for two minutes.
